6 - Evidence was seized by Investigator Karl D. Shultz, Investigator R. Jenkin 
and Investigator M. Shay. Evidence No. 1 through 36 were seized on 3/10/85 
by Investigator Shultz and Shay, and they were marked, packaged with case number, 
date and time of seizure and were sealed in their evidence containers with red 
evidence tape. 

On 3/11/85 three more items were logged as evidence, items 37 through 39, they 
were seized or maintained by Dick Jenkin and Mike Shay, where they were sealed 
in evidence bags, using evidence tape marked with the date, time and case number.

The photographs were taken using a Canon AEI 35 MM camera, some with flash and 
some without flash, using natural lighting. Photographs were taken of the evidence 
before the evidence was seized or before plaster casts were poured. Photographs 
were taken at the scene and also at the funeral home being that of Nichols Funeral 
Home. There was several types of film used, one type was Fugi ASA 100, Fugi ASA 
200 and FUGI ASA kOO, and Kodak 100, ASA 100 film.

]0 - At 1015 hrs. on 3/10/85, this Investigator, along with Investigator Karl Shultz 
signed out at the scene, Beverly Burke Rd. gravel pit, approximately 2 miles 
east of 2 A 3 . Upon arriving at the scene contacted Deputy Jon Melvin of the 
Grant County Sheriff's Office, Jon Melvin at that time advised Investigator Shay 
and Shultz of the situation, that being three young hunters had found a body 
at what was described as a garbage pit on a dirt road, the north side of Beverly 
Burke off of 243. This road did have tire tracks on it, the road was sealed 
off by Deputy Melvin, no one was allowed to enter or wander around the crime 
scene itself, it was contained by Deputy Melvin until our arrival. Upon our 
arrival Investigator Shultz had the Grant County Crime Scene Unit, the road 
was then roped off with evidence type rope so no other type passage could be 
made from Beverly Burke in to the dirt road in to the gravel pile. This investi¬ 
gator then got his 35 MM camera out and a measuring device, we took a shoe from 
each of the three witnesses or the three hunters who found the body, photographed 
each shoe with a measuring device so we could eliminate those shoes from around 
the scene. 

We then were advised by Deputy Melvin that the three hunters did not go down 
in to the pit and wander around the body itself, they stayed above the pit, 
walked around the north side of the pit where they made contact with a Septic 
truck driver, who was dumping sewage in that particular area only west of the 
pit, from there the driver of the truck, Jack Hatley called the Grant County 
Sheriff's Office and Deputy Melvin then contacted the three hunters at the 
scene of the homicide. 


After photographing the three hunters' shoes, we then began looking the roadway 
over at the entrance of the gravel pit, that being the entrance right along 
Beverly Burke. At that time we observed heavy truck tires, or what appeared 
to be full size truck tires, we photographed those particular truck tires with 
and without a tape measure, we then walked in from Beverly Burke on the dirt 
road being north bound and located a pair of boot tracks; the boot tracks were 
then photographed with and without a tape measure by Investigator Shay, and 
logged by Investigator Karl Shultz. We were at that time being assisted by 
Deputy Dan Charvet of the Grant County Sheriff's Office. Upon photographing 
those footprints, contact was made by Deputy Coroner, Don Swanson and the Grant 
County Coroner, Penny Sibley, where we advised of the situation. We advised at 
that time that we had not been to the body, however, the body was quite some 
distance down from the location where we were. While talking with the Coroner, 
a motorcyclist came in from the east side down the dirt road itself, it was 
operated by a subject by the name of BRAYTON JOVLE, residing at 30706 SE 
40th. Fall City, Washington, phone 206-222-7607. We stopped the motor cycle

made contact with the driver, the driver then had his footprints photographed, 
we ascertained from the driver if he had gotten off his motorcycle at any point 
in his ride down through that road, he advised that he came in from a ranch 
just east of our location, which would be east of the crime scene, had gone 
through a gate and to our location. He advised that the only time he got off 
his dirt bike was to open the gate and close the gate. 


In talking with the Coroner, we then decided that the best thing for us to do 
was to go down to the body, we then walked on the north side of the dirt road 
going east bound, we stayed in the sagebrush area, was careful to look for possible 
suspect footprints on our way over to the scene. Upon arriving at the pit area 
itself we noticed the body down in the pit. We never crossed any footprints on 
our way to the pit area, other than that of the three (3) hunters. While at the 
south side of the pit we then moved south to west where we entered the pit from 
the west side. Photographs were taken by this investigator from the top of the 
pit, showing the body in it's natural state. We then entered the pit, we photo¬ 
graphed the body in it's natural position before it was touched by this Investigator 
of the Coroner's office. Also, taking photographs was Penny Sibley the Grant 
County Coroner. The body was photographed by this Investigator, the ropes were 
photographed using the 35 MM with a 28-100 zoom telephoto lense. The knots were 
photographed before they were removed and after they were photographed the knots 
were then removed by Investigator Karl Shultz. IT SHOULD BE NOTED AT THIS POINT 
that the body was laying in a small grassy area, we walked the area closely to 
make sure that we would not destroy any evidence among the grass, we were careful 
not to cross any suspect footprints; we then decided that the north area, or 
grassy area around the head of the victim, that there were no footprints or 
possible evidence in that particular area. We did observe what appeared to be 
footprints, that being three different types coming from the south portion of the 
pit to the body itself, that area was undisturbed by this Investigator or the 
Coroner's Office. We made double sure that no one crossed over those particular 
footprints. 


After photographing the bindings on the victim, they were then removed by Investigator 
K. Shultz and the ropes were cut away from the knots, leaving the knots in their 
original state; after they were removed they were taped back together and placed 
in to an evidence envelope where the ropes were maintained. The evidence was 
maintaihedJ by this Investigator, Mike Shay of the Grant County Sheriff's Office. 

Upon removing the bindings from the feet and hands, the body was then rolled over 
and checked for any identification in the pockets. Upon moving the body over 
it was very obvious that the victim had his throat cut. This Investigator then 
photographed the body while it was laying on it's back, photographs taken from 
all different angles. IT SHOULD BE NOTED AT THIS TIME that there were what 
appeared to be 2 packs of cigarettes in the shirt pockets of the victim. These 
cigarettes however, were not removed from the body at this time.

the shoes were removed by Investigator Shultz and maintained as evidence. 

The Coroner's office then did take the body in to custody and removed that 
particular body to include all clothing except for shoes. The jewelry, cigarettes 
and eye glasses belonging to the victim were taken by the Coroner at the scene. 

The time of death was pronounced at 11:00 3/10/85, by Coroner, Penny Sibley. 

The body was then carried out by this Investigator, Sgt. Fred Howard, Deputy 
Coroner, Don Swanson, and Investigator Karl Shultz. Left at the scene to maintain 
the scene until this Investigator or the Investigators could get back to the 
scene was Deputy Dan Charvet. Upon returning back to the scene Gharvet advised 
that there were no other subjects nor had been no other subjects at the scene 
while we were carrying the body to the Coroner's vehicle, which was located at 
the entrance of the dirt road from Beverly Burke Road. 

After making contact with Dan Charvet, Investigator Shultz, this Investigator 
and Sgt. Fred Howard then looked for suspect footprints at the bottom of the pit. 
This officer armed with a shovel then marked the area of where the suspect foot¬ 
prints came down the pit, marking the outside of the footprints using a steady 
line from the victim all the way up to the roadway, on both sides. This line 
was drawn to make the other Deputy Sheriffs from our department aware not to 
cross that line because there could possibly be evidence other than the footprints 
in that particular zone. After marking this area from the pit to the roadway, 
Investigator Shultz, Shay and Dan Charvet went to the roadway area where we 
observed fresh vehicle tracks leading right up to the pit. Again, using the shovel 
we marked that area so there would be no foot traffic in to this particular area, 
to disturb any evidence that might be around those vehicle tracks. Upon getting 
this particular area sealed off, contact was made by Investigator Jenkin of the 
Grant County Sheriff's Office, where he then assisted Investigator Shultz in 
taking care of the photographing and locating of evidence needing to be plaster 
cast, such as vehicle tire tracks and suspect tracks, as well as victim tracks. 

Just prior to Investigator Jenkin's showing up at the scene, it was discussed 
between myself and Investigator Shultz and Sgt. Howard, that we maybe should 
contact a surveyor to survey an exact location of the deceased. It was mentioned 
that we should contact Les Patton of Quincy, Wash., as he has a transit and see 
if he could come out and give us that type of location. The office was able to 
contact Les Patton who advised he would contact a surveyor for the Quincy Irrigation 
District and they would be enroute to the scene; The surveyors did arrive at 
the scene shortly after Investigator Jenkin arrived; Investigator Jenkin arrived 
at approximately 1^00 hrs on 3/10/85.

scene, allowing Investigator Shay and Reserve Deputy Charvet to start preparing 
plaster casts. At this point Investigator Shultz and I started observing very 
closely the tracks at the scene and what they indicated. The suspect vehicle 
tracks at the scene indicated that the suspect vehicle had been there twice, the 
first time the vehicle was driven in to the area at the area nearest to the grave] 
pit dump site, it was observed that the suspect vehicle pulled off of the north 
side of the dirt road and stopped, tracks there indicate that one suspect got 
out of the vehicle at that point and probably walked over to observe the pit. 

This is theory at this point, as we were not able to track him step-by-step. 

This suspect being the suspect wearing the cowboy boots, and when the vehicle 
left there it continued east bound on the road until to came to a fence line 
which crosses the road was approximately 100 yds. east of where it had first 
stopped. The vehicle then pulled off, first stopped in the road, backed up, 
pulled forward off the north side of the road and continued back, backing out 
then to turn around in a bootleg type turn, and left the scene, back out the 
same road. 


The second set of tracks from the suspect vehicle showed that the vehicle was 
driven in along the same road, to the same areas where it had stopped the first 
time at the point nearest the gravel pit where it was pulled in a left hand turn 
up on the shoulder of the road, or what would have been the shoulder of the road 
and stopped there facing north. Footprints at this point indicate that three ( 3 ) 
people exited the vehicle, these people being either the driver or a rear seat 
passenger from the driver's side in cowboy boots, a second suspect from the 
passenger side of the vehicle wearing small tennis shoes and the victim, with 
the block design gum sole tread. The footprints lead from that location to the 
gravel pit, the victim's footprints along with the suspect with the boot prints 
together, the second suspect in tennis shoes taking a different route down to the 
gravel pit. At the exact location where the homicide occurred, the matted cheat 
and salt grass, approximately 5~6" inches in length would have prevented any 
foot print impressions to be made in the ground to exactly deterime just where 
anybody was standing. We did then find footprints leading back to the vehicle, 
reentering the vehicle and the vehicle left the scene by backing up and the 
continuation of a bootleg type turn and then turning out and continuing back out 
on the dirt road west bound and back on to Beverly Burke Road. 

During this period of time, Les Patton from Quincy, along with the Surveyor, Mike 
Mansfield showed up at the scene and after being given an idea of what we needed, 
proceeded along with Sgt. Howard and Deputy Melvin to start taking readings from 
permanent fixed locations to determine the exact location of the victim, also 
during this period of time Investigator Shay and Reserve Deputy Charvet began 
pouring plaster casts of the impressions found at the scene. 

SHAY: 

The first plaster cast was poured, that being of the left rear tire of the suspect 
vehicle.

The cast was also marked with an arrow indicating the normal front rotation or 
forward motion rotation of the tire; that also is on this cast the rotation the 
tire was turning, which left the impression which was cast.

The second or Evidence No. 8, is the second plaster cast poured by this Investigator, 
Investigator Shay, and it was of the right rear tire of the suspect vehicle, again 
showing an arrow, showing the forward rotation or the motion which the tire was 
turning at the time.

shoulder and just south of the pit itself. Again, in a direction towards the 
pit. 


Evidence No. 13, lifted at 1543 hrs., is a right boot print of the second suspect, 
this appeared to have exited from the left side of the vehicle, and these were 
located just north of the vehicle approximately 6-8 1 feet from the edge of the 
roadway, between the vehicle and the pit, again headed in a northerly direction 
towards the pit. 


Evidence No. 14, being a plaster cast of the left boot print of the second suspect, 
this being right in front of the right boot print, in a northerly direction toward 
the pit between the car and the pit itself. 

Evidence No. 16, being lifted at 1617 hrs., is a plaster cast of the right tennis 
shoe of the first suspect, this being located approximately 20 1 feet from the 
roadway and about 10 1 feet west of the rear of the vehicle, headed in a northerly 
direction towards the pit. 

Evidence No. 17, lifted at 1634 hrs., is of a plaster cast of the right front 
suspect vehicle tire, this cast was located at the gate which was approximately 
100 yds. east of the pit itself, located on the north side of the roadway, again 
having an arrow showing 

JENKIN: 

The arrow indicates the normal forward rotation of the tire. In this case the 
impression that was cast was made while the tire was rolling in a reverse direction. 

While waiting for the plastic casts to set up we continued to check the scene, 
were able to follow the tracks of all three subjects, the victim and the two 
suspects, the victim being accompanied from the location where the vehicle was 
parked to the scene of the homicide by the suspect wearing cowboy boots, down 
over the bank and in to the pit. The second suspect, in tennis shoes, tracks 
were also followed down in to the pit but took a different more circular route 
to the same location where the homicide occurred, and/a n victim 1 s foot print, 
approximately one or two steps south of where the actual homicide occurred, 
we located a small broken chrome plated piece of pot metal, which was retrieved 
and marked evidence No. 15. This piece of pot metal was on top of the victim's 
footprint, indicating it may have been a broken portion from the suspect vehicle, 
that had snagged on the victim's clothing and had dropped just prior to the time 
the homicide occurred. The tracks at the actual scene of the homcide indicated 
that the suspect was either forced to his knees or placed on his knees, there 
were impressions in the ground which appeared to be toe impressions indicating 
that this was probably the point where the victim's ankles were tied together.. 

It is also a possibility from the length of the tails of the ligature device 
that it may have been tied in to the hands, which were also tied together.

From the appearances of the tracks leading from the vehicle to the scene of 
the homicide, it is believed that the victim's hands were tied prior to his 
exiting the vehicle, as there was no indication of any attempt to escape, get 
away or fight or resist until approximately the two steps where the piece of 
pot metal was located. At this point there is definite deeper heel impressions 
from the victim in the ground indicating that he was balking at this point. 

From the actual scene of the homicide we then had both suspects footprints leading 
back up, approximately the same route that the tennis shoed suspect had come in 
to the pit, going back to the suspect vehicle, reentering the vehicle and leaving 
the area. Also, during the time while the casts were drying, Investigators Shay, 
Shultz and Jenkin and Reserve Deputy Charvet conducted an extensive search of 
the area, attempting to locate a possible murder weapon, also attempting to locate 
any other possible evidence which may have been left at the scene. 

SHAY: 

At the completion of our initial crime scene investigation, the surveyor Mike 
Mansfield then prepared a diagram of the area showing our crime location, 
the towers as reference points. IT SHOULD ALSO BE NOTED AGAIN AT THIS TIME 
that this drawing is not to scale. It was signed by Mike Mansfield, Investigator 
Shay and Investigator Jenkin. It should also be noted at this time that Investigator 
Shay maintained all evidence gathered at the crime scene and later at the funeral 
home. This evidence was maintained by Investigator Shay and was later, the 
following day, logged in to the Grant County evidence room. 

On 3/10/85, at approximately 2030 hrs., this Investigator and Investigator Karl 
Shultz went to Nichols Funeral Home, Ephrata, where the homicide victim was taken 
to gather possible evidence from the body and to fingerprint the body itself. 

Upon the Coroner's departure, we asked the Coroner to bag up the clothing of 
the victim and leave that clothing at the funeral home which the Coroner did do. 
Again, at approximately 2030 hrs. we did arrive at the funeral home, we noticed 
upon arrival that the body was laying on a table and that the hands were or had 
been packaged by the Coroner for these investigators, this to preserve any evidence 
left on the hands themselves. At this time the body was photographed by Investi¬ 
gator Shay, it was photographed from all angles. At approximately 2038 hrs. 
Investigator Shultz and Shay then started doing fingernail scrapings of all the 
fingernails on the victim, starting with the left thumb nail and going down 
to the left little finger and then the right hand, starting with the right 
thumb nail, going down to the right little finger. Each finger was scraped, the 
scrapings were deposited in to individual containers where they were sealed by 
this Investigator, Investigator Shay, and marked as evidence.

On 3/11/85, at approximately 0900 hrs., this Investigator having all the 

evidence maintained in the crime scene van and locked up and the keys maintained 
by this Investigator I then began processing making sure all evidence was properly 
marked, properly sealed and a proper log maintained. The evidence was then logged 
in to the Grant County Property Room and given directly to Chief Deputy Larry 
Boyd. The evidence was logged in on 3/11/85 and the evidence was assigned 
property receipt No. 1834. 


JENKIN: 


On 3/11/85, Monday, at approximately 1500 hrs., preparations were being made to 
conduct an autopsy of the victim at Nichols Funeral Home in Ephrata, Washington. 

The autopsy was not started until approximately 1515 hrs., at the time of the 
beginning of the autopsy in the room were the Coroner, Penny Sibley, Deputy 
Coroner, Don Swanson, Dr. Ronald Gill, retired, Investigators Michael Shay and 
R. F. (Dick) Jenkin and the manager of Nichols Funeral Home, Bill Warner. 

Dr. Gill performed the autopsy, performing a full torso and head autopsy of the 
victim; during the torso part of the autopsy fluid samples and organ samples 
were collected from the victim by Dr. Gill for testing purposes. Also, the 
stomach contents of the victim were collected to help tie down the time of 
death and possibly when the victim had last eaten and what he had last eaten. 

The coroner indicated during this portion of the autopsy that there was no 
indication of any internal injuries or major life threatening diseases to the 
victim, the autopsy then proceeded to the head of the victim. After the scalp 
was laid back to observe the top of the cranium it was noted by the doctor that 
there were two (2) areas on the top of the crown of the skull which showed some 
hemhorraging between the scalp and the skull. Upon entering the cranial cavity 
and examining the brain, Dr. Gill indicated that the hemhorraging on the exterior 
of the skull may have indicated some severe hair pulling, but he did not believe 
it indicated any major blows to the top of the head, as there was no indication 
of any hemhorraging inside the skull. Dr. Gill also indicated that there was 
no indication of coo and contracoo to substantiate any type of heavy blow to the 
top of the head. During the course of the autopsy several photographs were 
taken of the victim. After the head portion of the autopsy was performed, the 
doctor went back to the intial wound area in the throat, upon questioning, Dr. 

Gill indicated that he felt the wound in the throat was created by one continuous 
motion by the cutting instrument. He felt that it might have snagged partially 
while going through the trache, which would indicate the slight miss in alignment 
in the cut on the exterior epidermis of skin. When asked about blade length 
or approximate length of the cutting instrument involved, Dr. Gill stated that he 
felt the blade length was at least 5" inches in length and maybe longer, due to 
the fact that the depth of the wound, where it entered the left side of the 
victim's throat penetrated to a point where it totally severed the trachea and 
opened a small hole in the front of the esophagus, the wound continuing across 
the front of the throat in an upward direction, severing the right carotid artery. 
The wound also on the left side showed a small knife type hole, which was separate 
_from the long gash - this portion of the skin was removed by Dr. Gill to be ob-

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served at the laboratory to determine whether or not the hole was made by the 
weapon penetrating from the outside or penetrating from the inside out. 


When questioned upon time of death, Dr. Gill indicated that the death could have 
occurred any time within 24 hours prior to the discovery of the body, although he 
felt that it probably occurred within 8-9 hours of the discovery of the body. 

Dr. Gill also indicated from the wound, that it took approximately 5 minutes for 

the victim to bleed to death. He did not go in to detail as to whether this was 

total death or this was brain damage. Also, at this time, at the conclusion of 

the autopsy at approximately 1700 hrs., is when the Coroner turned over evidence 

Items No. 37, the victim's glasses, No. 38, the Caravell gold colored wrist watch 
and Evidences No. 39, A. B. and C, which were the silver colored Zippo lighter, 
the yellow book of matches and one copper penny. These items were turned over 
to Investigator Shay, or maintained by him until entered in to evidence. A 
determination also was made by the Coroner, Penny Sibley, at this time to keep 
the victim on ice for approximately 1 week, to see if we would be able to determine 
an identity of the victim before making arrangements to have the victim's teeth 
charted by a forensic dentist. 

On 3/12/85, Tuesday, at approximately 10:30 A. M., Investigator M. Shay and Investigato 
Jenkin returned to the scene of the crime to walk back through the scene, reobserve 
what had been observed on Sunday, possibly to attempt to reenact a portion of the 
crime, with the knowledge gained from previous investigation and the autopsy. At 
the actual location of the homicide, by feeling the ground, Investigator Jenkin 
was able to find two depressions, approximately 8-10" inches apart, and approximately 
the length of the victim's lower legs north of the toe impressions, which In¬ 
vestigator Shay and Investigator Jenkins felt were the knee impressions of the 
victim. We placed ourselves in that same position, kneeling and in an upright 
position, and Investigator Shay was in this position and Investigator Jenkin took 
the position of Investigator Shay's right hand side, approximately where we 
believed the suspect wearing the cowboy boots was standing, and reenacted a motion 
of the left hand gripping the hair on the crown of the victim's head and making 
a stabbing, jerking, slashing motion across the front of the throat, which 
approximated the same left to right and upward motion as would create a wound 
like the victim had. At this point we continued on a little farther as far as 
what would happen to the victim at that point if he was let go and let fall 
forward, and our approximate body position in falling forward was nearly identical 
to that which the victim was located. 


SHAY: 


It should be noted at this time that we then did an area search for any evidence 
that we may have missed, such as papers from the vehicle, or any weapon used 
again, covering both sides of the roadway to the pit, and the pit area itself. 

We then did follow the suspect footprints in and out from the roadway in to the 
pit, again verifying and double checking the routes which were taken, again the 
route taken by the suspect wearing the cowboy boots and the victim were directly

from the car north in to the pit area, the tennis shoe track going in approximately 
15 feet west from where the cowboy boot went in around the small wire pile down 
in to the pit and then joining the victim and the suspect with the cowboy boots 
at that grassy location at the bottom of the pit. - After the homicide occurred 
the tennis shoe track, along with the boot track going out around the wire pile 
of the west/southwest end of the pit and then entering back in the vehicle. 


After leaving this particular area, Investigators Jenkin and Shay then went to 
the south office for the Ephrata South Deputies and made several phone calls. 

On 3/13/85, at approximately 1530 hrs., this Investigator contacted an informant 
in the Royal City area in reference to the homicide. The informant advised 
that the informant believed the victim was that of one DARSHA SINGH, who resided 
at 13 SE and D SE, Royal City, Washington, the Royal Orchards. I showed this 
informant a photograph of the victim, the informant advised that it was indeed 
DARSHA SINGH, who was from India and of Indian descent. This informant advised 
that the informant wanted to stay totally confidential as the informant feared 
ot it’s own safety; the informant at this time advised that this particular 
person lived with or was related to a subject known as SUK COMMANDER SUDO 
who is believed to be the President of Ford Motor Company, out of India, was 
advised that Sui Commander Sudo is believed to own the Royal Orchard and lives 
from time-to-time at the Royal Orchard and has maintained a status of residency 
in Canada, unknown location in Canada. Was advised that the orchard believed 
to be run by illegal aliens from India, not only the Royal Orchard but another 
orchard on Beverly Burke and 10 SW, in the Royal City area. In checking with 
the Marshal of Royal City, I was advised that he had contact with a subject 
by the name of HARVANT, believed to be the spelling. This Harvant worked 
at the Royal Orchard and drives a sub-compact red or wine colored vehicle, 
believed to be living a house at the Royal Orchard on 13 & D SE, Royal City. 


Later same date contacted a second informant. Contact was made by this investigator 
and Investigator Jenkin, this informant again was shown a photograph of the victim, 
informant advised that informant did know this person and this person's name 
was in fact DARSHA SINGH and did reside at the Royal Orchard in Royal City, 
Washington. This informant also advised that DARSHA SINGH was that of Indian descent 
and that DARSHA SINGH was a cousin to SUK COMMANDER SUDO. During the course of 
this interview with the informant, this informant too stated that the informant 
was in fear for their personal safety and did not want the informant's identity 
revealed in any way shape or form. We then asked if this informant could give 
us any information in reference to the Royal Orchard, informant said that in¬ 
formant could, however, again stressed that they did not want this information 
leaking back. The informant then stated that informant believed (D. Jenkin) 
that the orchard property both located at 13 & D SE, in Grant County, and also 
the vicinity of Beverly Burke Road and 10 SW in Grant County, were purchased 
under front names and financed by the Indian government.

of Washington by placing these Indians in apple tree shipment containers during 
the winter months. The informant indicated that SU COMMANDER SUDO seemed to be 
the head man of the operation and that there was a lady in Canada who the in¬ 
formant did not know, running the operation there. The informant also indicated 
that they had observed at the location of 13 & D SE, several of the Indian subjects 
wearing what the informant thought to be some type of military headgear, campaign 
or fatigue cap or barret style hat. When questioned by Investigator Jenkin if 
any of the subjects at that location of 13 & D SE wore long beards, the informant 
indicated yes. My next question being if the informant was aware of an organization 
among the Indian government known as SIEKS, the informant indicated that they 
did and were aware of that type of organization, that they were assassin or 
execution type squad; the informant stated that informant felt that some of the 
people at this orchard were connected with that execution squad or organization. 
Informant also stated that the SINGS and the SIDUS (SUDOS) are all related, one 
or two main families, and that all of the Indians at the orchard were of those 
two families. The informant also indicated that they had heard these Indian 
subjects call each others SIEKS. 


This informant also noted that a small red sub-compact vehicle was located at 
the residence at that orchard at 13 & D SE. At this time the interview was con¬ 
cluded and Investigator Shay and Investigator Jenkin left the informant. In a 
what may be related event, the Grant County Dispatch received a complaint from 
an anonymous male caller on 3/10/85, at 0145 hrs., CR 85“1859 9 complaining and 
advising of a small red car a 4-door sedan, Washington License SRL651 had been 
parked near the Chevron station in the middle of the roadway at Desert Aire, 
however, complainant advised that they had observed what appeared to be several 
Mexican subjects in the vehicle and they appeared to be assaulting another 
subject in the vehicle. At the time the complaint was received at the Sheriff's 
Office, a Deputy was dispatched to the scene but was unable to locate anything 
in regards to the incident. This anonymous male caller did call back the morning 
of 3/13/85 and identified himself, but requested to remain as an anonymous informant 
due to fear for his personal safety. The anonymous caller gave more details as 
to what he observed, stated that the vehicle was a small red sub-compact 4-door 
sedan, stated that he had observed the vehicle more than once on the early morning 
hours of 3/10/85, between approximately 0130 hrs., and 0200 hrs., that the last 
time he had seen the vehicle it had been traveling north bound on SR 243 in the 
Beverly area, but he did not see the vehicle proceed north from the railroad bridge 
which crosses 243, just north of Beverly. It is believed by Investigators Shay 
and Jenkin that this incident probably is directly related to the homicide and 
what our last caller reported was the beginning of the assault which inherently 
resulted in the victim's death.

2 miles by the odometer from Beverly Burke's intersection with Highway 2^3.

1 obtained their names and dates of birth while finding out what they had observed. 
They stated that they had been out rabbit hunting and target practicing. They 
said that they had hiked over from the switch yard. They further said that they 
had been target shooting in the gravel pit for 10 to 15 minutes before they 
saw the body. John Benson had gotten nearest to the body; he had approached 
within about 10 feet. From where 1 met the three there were two dirt roads 
leading off to the north side of Beverly Burke; one road ran northwest, it was 
on this road that John Benson had contacted the septic truck driver who called 
the office. The second road initially ran north and then turned and runs northeast. 
The three persons who discovered the body pointed the gravel pit as being to the 
northeast from where I had met them. 1 directed Pollard and Yutani to remain at 
the edge of Beverly Burke Road, I also told them not to let anyone come down the 

northeast road or travel towards the gravel pit. I had John Benson guide me to 

the body. He traveled through the sagebrush, first on the east and south side 
of the dirt road, then crossed it, approached the gravel pit from the west side. 

John Benson waited at the west edge of the gravel pit. I approached the victim 
1 observed the victim laying stomach down with his hands tied behind his back 
and his feet tied together. He was laying with his face turned towards the 
side, away from me. I observed a white ashen complexion, I observed a large 
amount of blood from the person's neck. 1 could not tell whether the blood was 
from the neck or possibly from the outside of the face. I touched the victim's 
right cheek, there was no warmth and there seemed to be rigidity in the muscles. 

Having confirmed that the victim was deceased, I exited the gravel pit to the 

west by the same route 1 had approached the victim. I notified dispatch of 
the situation and the report was confirmed. 

In returning to Beverly Burke Road, Benson and I observed a set of footprints 
on the Southeast side of the dirt road where we crossed it. We avoided them 
and continued back to where I had initially met the three (3) discovering persons. 
Shortly thereafter 1 observed dirt bikes about lAth. mile to the north of the 
gravel pit. They were under the wooden pole power lines. I then observed reserve 
officer Charvet northbound on Beverly Burke Road with his family. I flagged him 
down and requested that he try to go around the crime scene area and contact the 
motorcyclists. About this same time the motorcyclists started east bound. Officer 
Charvet later returned with their names, addresses and phone as listed in the 
witness section. The complainant with the sewage truck had returned sometime during 
this process. I had earlier observed that there were numerous sets of truck tracks 
on the road which ran to the northwest. I talked to the driver and he said that 
this was his 5th. trip in this morning down the road running to the northwest. 

He stated that he hadn't seen anyone in the area, except for the 3 persons who 
earlier reported the body to us. I let him proceed down the road running to the 
northwest with directions that he was not to go anywhere new and that he was 
not to get out of the vehicle except for where he was working at the other end. 

No one else approached this scene until Investigator Shultz and Shay arrived. 

I briefed Shultz on what I knew.

After a photo record was made of the three discovered shoes, I was directed 
to maintain the scene at the road edge and take statements from the three ( 3 ) 
persons who discovered the body. Part way through the statements was when 
Brayton Jewell came through from the north on his motorcycle. Officer Charvet 
and I photographed one of his boots. The Coroner arrived and coordinated with 
the Investigators. 


At approximately noon the crime scene was moved in and I observed and assisted 
with the casting and photography. Sgt. Howard and I later measured to tower 
No. 5, where the body had been. I drove a 2 foot piece of pipe in the ground 
at about where the top of the victim's head had been. This was judged from the 
blood spot, which had been under the victim's neck. This piece of pipe is the 
point which was located by the surveyor. I observed the surveyor locate his 
reference point just to the west of the gravel pit. It was marked with a metal 
implement driven about 1 foot in to the ground. Sometime during the day I recall 
someone commenting on a bright red small car which was going by Beverly Burke 
Road. I recall this car was a 2 door and had smoked rear windows. I had the 
impression it was a relatively late model, probably 1979 or newer. At the time 
the particular make of car did not registere, he had the general outlines of a 
Chevrolet Chevette. A comment was made at the time that the car had gone by 
earlier today. 


At approximately 1645 hrs. I cleared with the rest of the officers.

County Sheriff's Office we received a call from Chief Deputy, L. Boyd reference 
to an abandoned vehicle which was located on the 1-30 westbound at the Vantage 
viewpoint.

technician, Marilyn Hattori. Upon making contact with them we asked if we 
could see their photographs of their victim, Purcell then produced their 
photographs and I produced our photographs. Upon Purcell and Hattori looking 
at our photographs they knew at that time that their victim was indeed our victim. 
Upon Investigator Jenkin and my looking at their photographs we could observe 
that their victim was indeed our victim, that the physicals matched, the description 
matched and his belt was that which the victim from Grant County was wearing at 
the time of demise. The particular. At that particular point, Sgt. Howard had 
the victim's father and was enroute to Ephrata to have him view the body to make 
an identification on that body. Sgt. Howard had returned to the scene where the 
vehicle was located and was advised at that time that our homicide victim was 
indeed the victim from King County, as far as the missing person of King County 
was concerned. At that time Sgt. Howard then took my photograph of the victim 
and showed the victim's father that particular photograph wherein an identification 
was made of the homicide victim.

Upon our arrival we noticed that Purcell and Hattori were processing the victim's 
vehicle and had numerous items of evidence already seized. Instead of breaking 
their particular investigation, they were indeed treating this vehicle as a 
possible homicide vehicle and were gathering the evidence at that time and 
treating it as a homicide/missing persons associated vehicle. Instead of trying 
to take over that investigation,we offered our assistance in gathering the 
evidence they needed, at which time they had agreed that this vehicle should be 
processed front and bottom, inside and out, and had mentioned that we were about 
to loose our natural lighting and would probable be best if we would impound 
the vehicle and take it to an indoor storage. At that time I notified radio 
to have a rotation wrecker sent to the scene, which they advised Smith's Towing 
out of Ephrata would be enroute. We then assisted Purcell and Hattori in pro¬ 
cessing the vehicle and Hattori doing the majority of the work, as she is a lab. 
technician for King County Department of Public Safety. Our assistance was 
just that of maintaining the evidence after it was seized by Hattori. Upon 
processing the inside for trace evidence, the floor mats, Hattori and Purcell 
then put what is known as "hard evidence" on the two windows, one being just 
on visor of the rear view mirrow, the other on the back window, and one on the 
center of the vehicle. The vehicle was shut and was loaded on the wrecker and 
transported to Ephrata where it was then put in to the Sheriff's Office shop 
located in Ephrata itself.

by Puree]] and Hattori, Jenkin and Shay. The vehicle process was mainly done at 
the county shop for latent lifts which was done by Hattori and those lifts were 
maintained by Hattori after they were lifted. They were entered in to the Grant 
County Property Room and released back to Hattori, trying to maintain the chain 
of evidence; also items such as paper items and the victim’s camera and items which 
could be processed for latent prints were also turned over to Purcell and Hattori 
to be processed in the King County Laboratory. 

The victim's father was taken to the Nichols Funeral Home, Ephrata, to positively 
identify the body and to view the body. Sgt. Fred Howard and Chief Deputy Larry 
Boyd escorted Mr. Smith to the funeral home where the identification was made. 

While processing the vehicle at the County Shop, Investigator Jenkin logged the 
evidence, Investigator Shay took photographs of the vehicle and assisted in the 
packaging of the evidence, along with Detective Purcell of King County. While 
the evidence was being removed from the vehicle itself, Mailyn Hattori processed 
the outside of the vehicle starting from the right door around to the right rear 
trunk area, the left rear, to the left front around the front, back over to the 
right door. After processing the outside of the vehicle she then began processing 
the inside of the vehicle. 

IT SHOULD BE NOTED that several samples of trace evidence were taken from the 
vehicle not only at the scene at this location or where it was located, but also 
the County Shop.

Photographs were taken at this time of the 
odometer readings and the trip meter readings, the odometer reading being 
that of 00127^4.7 and the trip meter being that of 2^5.6. Alls®, took photograph

103. This Investigator then inserted the key, turning the ignition on to the 
M on M position so he could read the fuel level on the tank and also to see what 
chanel was actually on.

placed on the vehicle. All the doors were locked except for the driver's door 
which was left open, in case the vehicle was to be impounded that evening. Radio 
was having a difficult time locating the owner of the car and Trooper Cowan 
left the scene. Later that evening Trooper Dick Nettleton came in service and went 
back to the vehicle and secured the driver's door. 

On Monday March 18th Trooper Cowan along with Trooper Lane went back to the scene 
of the abandoned vehicle where they contacted a King County Deputy and a person 
from the Crime Laboratory in Seattle. All the items in the vehicle appeared to 
be in relatively the same position as they were observed Saturday by Trooper Cowan. 
From this point on Grant County and King County Sheriff's Department handled the 
processing and investigating of the crime scene.

County Department of Public Safety to contact Detective Joe Purcell of the 
King County Police, Major Crimes Division, in reference to this particular case. 

I arrived at approximately 0830 hrs. in the King County Police Department, did 
contact Joe Purcell and his Sgt., Sgt. May as well as his immediate Lieutenant. 

A brief conference was made in reference to this case and it was discussed that 
the search warrant would be needed to enter the residence of Kimberly D. Levine, 
at this time a missing person and Edward T. Smith, at this time a homicide 
victim.

After the photographs were taken, Marilyn Hattori began a search in the livingroom 
area. This Investigator and Detective Purcell started in the kitchen area where 
several photographs were seized, working our way around to the livingroom area. 

In the livingroom area working our way in to the spare bathroom, then in to the 
spare bedroom, then in to the master bathroom and then in to the master bedroom. 

30 items of evidence were seized from that particular evicence; again they were 
marked with the date, time, case number and the evidence number, along with my 
initials. They were packaged immediately upon the seizure. A copy of the search 
warrant was left in the livingroom area of the residence, as well as a copy of 
the search warrant return. A copy of the search warrant was also left with the 
manager of the Angle Lake Estates, as well as a copy of the search warrant return. 


Prior to leaving the residence, which was searched, Detective Joe Purcell made 
contact with the neighbor of Edward T. Smith, that being Ms. Johnson, residing 
at C-206; in talking with Ms. Johnson, she stated that on 3/8/85, she had gone 
to bed at approximately 2300 hrs., and she had noticed that the 1985 Toyota 
belonging to Smith and Levine was parked in front of the doorway of their particular 
residence and was at that residence at 2300 hrs. She advised that she had heard 
an engine start on 3/9/85 at approximately 5:00 A. M., that morning, she advised 
that she did not look out her door however, but she did hear a man and a woman 
talking in front of her door, and believed was almost certain that it was Levine 
and Smith. 


On 3/21/85, this Investigator, assisted with Detective Joe- Purcell, returned the 
search warrant to the District Court of Seattle along with the search warrant 
return. It was stamped with a search warrant number, that number being 05304 
On 3/21/85, Purcell and this officer then started contacting associates of Levine 
and Smith. The first one contacted was D. M. Freimuth, with Defense Contract 
Audit Agency, he is the District Manager or Supervisor for Defense Contract Audit 
Agency. A statement was taken from Mr. Freimuth who advised that he had employed 
Kimberly Levine in June of 1984, after she had made an application for their 
particular agency in Massachusetts. She came highly recommended from the 
Massachusetts agency and requested employment in the Seattle area. He advised 
that when they are hired with their agency they have a one year probationary period 
and during her time at the Seattle agency he had absolutely no problems with the 
quality of her work, the fact that she got along with everyone in the office, 
she was timely, he felt that she was going to have no problems making her probation 
and at that time had no problems with their particular agency. He also had 
stated that she did have a security clearance and at that particular time they 
were missing a General Electric audit file from their office, v/hich she had 
checked out on Friday the 8th., and then handed us a sign-out sheet for that 
particular audit, he advised that they sign it out for the day that they are going 
to present it to the particular company, that day being 3/11/85. It is not un¬ 
common practice to take those particular case files home with them during the 
weekend so they don’t have to come to the office on the date they are to meet with 
the contractors. In this particular case they believe that is what has happened.

He-then asked this Investigator, as well as Purcell if we had seen the contract for 
an Audit that matches the description in the residence and we advised him at that 
time that we had not. We had gone through all documents within that residence and 
we did not see anything of that nature. We also advised him that it was not in 
the vehicle and advised him that we did not locate that particular audit contract. 

We then talked to Kimberly Levine's immediate supervisor being that of Lew Emmons, 
also with the Defense Contract Audit Agency, took a statement from Lew Emmons, 
he advised that he had no personal knowledge of any of her associates other than 
those at work. He did not know who they socialized with or anything of that 
nature. He also showed some concern in reference to this particular G. E. audit. 

When asked what the audit may have entailed, he advised it could have been anywhere 
from a five million dollar audit to a billion dollar audit and that it was for 
aircraft parts for the military. He advised it was aircraft engine parts. Mr. 

Emmons did advise that she was a good-efficient employee and that there had been 
no problems with her work whatsoever. 

We then talked to Sandy Olson, who is an Auditor for the.Defense Contract Audit 
Aqency and a very close friend, or working friend with Kimberly Levine, she 
advised that they had gone out together several times but that they had never planned 
on doing any traveling together. She also advised that she did know that Mr. Smith 
was a reformed alcoholic and was attending AA classes, that he did not drink. When 
asked if she knew whether or not they used any type of narcotics, she said they 
had had talks about that in the past and that neither one of them were ever known 
to have used narcotics. We asked if she knew of any of her friens, she mentione 
a John Rova who used to work for that particular agency, she being.Sandy Olson 

also advised us that Kimberly had made comment about her old boyfriend who is a 

black male, believed to be living in Maine or Massachusetts and had lived with 
this particular subject for approximately a year and had not parted in the best 

of terms. That was the only indication of any problems in Kimberly Levine s pa . 

When asking Sandy Olson if it appeared that Edward Smith and Levine were very 
close, she advised that they appeared to be deeply in love and there were no ou 
ward signs of any problems between the two of them. 

We then contacted Mr. Joe Poff, with Shannon & Associates, the immediate supervisor 
for Edward T. Smith. A statement was also taken from Mr. Poff in reference to 
this incident. He had advised that Mr. Smith started employment with Shannon and 
Associates in December of 1984, and that Mr. Smith was a very conscientious worker 
that he was timely, that he never missed a days work at that particular agency 
and that starting in January he did work at that agency on Saturdays, which was 
not mandatory, however, he did show up because it was a busy season. When aske 
why it is not mandatory, it is an overtime day, they do come in to do the C 
wo^k on Saturdays so they can help the rush for that particular time of the seaso . 
He advised that usually when Mr. Smith wanted time off, or was going to takes so. 
time off, he would first notify Mr. Poff and let him know. There was some talk 
by Mr. Smith that he wanted to fly to Massachusetts in April for his father 
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birthday. He said at one time, Mr. Smith did come in on a Saturday and it was 
such a nice, sunny day that Mr. Smith contacted the Supervisor, Mr. Poff and advised 
him that he would like to take the afternoon off, the morning and early afternoon 
off because it was such a nice, sunny day and go for a ride or soak some sun with 
his girfriend, Kimberly Levine and that he would return back that evening to do 
some of his work. Mr. Poff advised that he did allow Mr. Smith to do it back then. 
When asked what vehicle Mr. Smith drove to work, or how he did get to work, Mr. Poff 
advised that Ed Smith drove a white Plymouth which he owned most of the time, 
shortly after they, Smith and Levine had purchased a new vehicle and he had driven 
the new vehicle, a 1 985 Toyota just a couple of times to that office, but most 
generally he drove his white Plymouth to the office. After taping the interview 
with Mr. Poff, he then mentioned that a person representing themselves from the 
Grant County Coroner's office, and described him as possibly Mr. Don Swanson 
had driven to the Seattle area and contacted him in reference to this case, at 
which time he advised Mr. Poff that we were thrown off of the particular case 
thinking that the subject which was killed in the Grant County area, was that of 
Indian descent. 


Also, in talking with Sandy Olson 
work or how she got to work, she 
work, after they bought that part 
white Plymouth or Ed Smith would 
work.

In asking not only Olson but Lew Emmons how the documents were usually carried 
from that agency, they advised that they had brief cases or attache cases 
which the department furnished, as well as some employees had their own. In 
searching the area, the work area for Levine, we did find an attache case that 
belonged, to the department located just behind her back desk, or her desk. We 
did search her desk work area and was unable to find anything that would give 
us a clue as to a phone number she may have called or appointments she may have 
made in the Eastern Washington area. 


On 3/21/85, this investigator called the First Interstate Bank and requested to 
speak to the Manager of that particular bank, being located in the Seattle 
Branch. A call was made at 1647 hrs., and contact by phone was made with Bob 
Norikani; I advised him of the nature of my call, I advised him that I was interested 
in whether or not there was any activity in either Levine's account or the 
Ed Smith account, knowing that Levine and Ed Smith both had day/night teller cards 
and also had checking accounts with that particular company. Mr. Norikani 
advised that in the Mr. Smith account there was not any activity in the month of 
March, however, in the Levine account, which is a joint account with Levine 
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and Smith, there was some activity around the weekend of the 8th., and 9th., 
and advised that there were a couple of checks which returned on the 11th. That 
there was a cash machine transaction which returned on the 11th., for an amount 
of $i»0.00. He advised, however, that that transaction could have occurred during 
the weekend because they are not posted until the following Monday. He also 
advised that there was a deposit, which could have possibly been a direct deposit 
made on the 13th. of March in to that particular account. I then asked Mr. 
Norikani what type of paper it would take to get bank records for their particular 
accounts for the month of March, he advised it would take a Subpoena or a search 
warrant. He also advised he would start preparing that paperwork for the Sheriffs 
Office so when the paperwork was served on their bank that he would already have 
that. 
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SUPPLEMENTAL REPORT: 


On 3/20/85, while doing the search at the Levine/Smith residence in Seattle, 
Washington, 19800 Pacific Highway South, Apartment C-205, shoes were found 
in the bowling bags of both Smith and Levine, both being marked Edward Smith 
the other being marked Kimberly Levine. Inside the Edward Smith bowling 
bag was shoes, size 8; inside the Kimberly Levine bowling bag were shoes 
marked size 7. It should also be noted that we found several sets of tennis 
shoes in the closet and one in the backpack belonging to Levine. 

In checking those shoes owned by Kimberly Levine, they were also marked size 
7 , measurements were 10 x 3 1/2 at the ball of the foot. 


On 3/22/85, at approximately 0900 hrs. , this Investigator drove to a Mobil 
station located at Pacific Highway South, approximately 2/lOths. of a mile 
from the victim’s residence, this being the Mobil station which the victim 
frequently gassed his car up and made contact with the Manager by the name 
of Cheryl Lenninger who resides at 12808 SE 202 Place, Kent, Washington. 

The Mobil station is Mobil Oil 1917, located at 19924 Pacific Highway South, 
Seattle, Washington. In talking with Cheryl Lenninger, I showed her a picture 
of Levine and Smith at which time she advised that Levine and Smith used to 
take frequent walks past their service station and did in fact fuel their 
car at this particular service station frequently. She also advised that Mr. 
Smith had put in an application for employment with her company, and that the 
only reason she did not hire him was that because he was over qua 1 ified. 


In talking with her she could not remember the exact last time they were in 
to fuel their vehicle. She was then asked if she would have been on duty 
on the 9th. of March at 0500 hrs., and she advised that she would not. She 
stated that she would ask her regular tellers if they would remember Levine 
or Smith coming in and fueling on that particular day.. While I was at that 
particular location, I had contact with the district Mobil representative 
who was doing inventory at the store at that time and he provided me with a 
number of the Mobil Credit Card Fraud Unit, which was given to Shultz and 
Jenkin for credit card checks. Have to see Investigator Shultz's report 
in reference to the Mobil credit card check for Levine and Smith. 


After leaving the Mobil station I then went to the apartment complex in 
which Levine and Smith resided, contacted Assistant Manager Sharon Sloan, 
residing at 19800 Pacific Highway South, B-102, Seattle, Washington. I 
then ascertained from Sharon Sloan if anyone had gained access in to that 
particular residence during the time of the police lockdown, that being on 
Monday, March 18, 1985, at which time King County Police had advised them 
not to allow any entrance in to that particular residence, and to the time 
which I arrived at the residence on Wednesday, March 20, 1985* Ms. Sloan 
then advised that no body had access to that particular apartment and that 
she did not allow access in to that apartment prior to our arrival with the 
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search warrant. Upon leaving the apartments, 1 then took mileage from the 
apartment complex enroute to the Grant County area, taking the route whic h 
it is believed the victims may have taken to Gran.t County. J^rqcee^d.^ ^ 
the apartment complex, .down^Pac ifjc ,, H : ighway Jjjoutty, ^or^hbou 

the mi leage of that was . 8/1 Oths . of a mi le, jf;r:pm 188 ' to,;{-5, being^f^jj^gSy

No. 136, being 126.9 miles. Knowing that the victims did go to the Ginko 
trail, I then took Exit 136 to the Ginko trails, on the Old Vantage Highway 
showing 3 miles even, back from the Ginko Trails to the Ginko Museum, was 
2.6 miles, and from the Ginko Museum back to I —90 being that of 4/10ths of 
a mile, back eastbound on 1 -90, across the Vantage bridge, believing that 
the victims may have gone to the Wanapum Dam Tour Center, being 5-1 miles 
to the Wanapum Tour Center, then from there to the homicide scene, being 

4.1 miles. Leaving the homicide scene back to 243 northbound to I~90 being 

8.1 miles to 1-90 and from the intersection of 243 and 1 —90, or more appropriate 
Highway 26 and 1 -90 to Ephrata, via 1-90 then to 283 northbound at a total of 
31.4 miles to the train tressel just south of Ephrata. The reason for this 
mileage being taken, was Investigators were given a pice of yellow rope with 
blue thread through it by the Grant County Coroner. The possibility lies 

this could be off the same piece of rope with which the victim was tied. 

Then the mileage from the train tressel back down to the location where the 
victim's vehicle was located is 29.1 miles. 


After taking all the mileage, I then reported back to the Grant County Sheriff's 
Office. Chief Deputy Boyd and Investigators Jenkin and Shultz and I made 
contact with those people advising them of what had occurred in the Seattle 
area, at which time Shultz agreed to do all the credit card checks with the 
credit card companies, at which time a list of those credit card companies which 
Levine and Smith had accounts with, and Shultz advised that he would contact those 
credit card companies and ascertain if there was any time of paper trail. At 
that time I was advised that an area search was to be conducted on 3/23/85 of 
the crime scene, the scene which the vehicle was found and the areas in between. 

On 3/23/85, this Investigator contacted Chief Deputy Larry Boyd, Investigator 
Shultz and Investigator Jenkin at Wanapum Village, at which time the four of 
us were to be in charge of search teams at different locations throughout that 
area. Investigator Shultz was to be in charge of a 15 man search team from 
the Job Corps, to search the original crime scene, the scene where the body of 
Mr. Smith was located in hopes of maybe finding some evidence that we may have 
missed. Chief Deputy Larry Boyd was to take mounted posse and search the areas 
around the crime scene on horseback, and Investigator Jenkin was to take the 
other part of the mounted posse and search between Wanapum Village to the 
overview on 1-90 in hopes of finding the missing person, Levine, or any evidence 
pertinent to this case. They checked the roadside areas, both sides. This 
Investigator was in charge of the Grant County Search and Rescue Team, which 
we searched the two overviews, one in the west bound lanes and the other in the

eastbound lanes, we divided our search group in to three groups, the first 
group with me in charge, searched the top area doing a grid type pattern 
throughout the entire top area of the rest or overview area; searching between 
the overview and I-90 for approximately 200 yds. to the nearest ravine and 
being west and 100 yds.

Investigator R. F. Jenkin - 1400 hrs. 3/25/85 


On March 12, 1985, at approximately 2015 hrs., this investigator received 
a phone call at residence from SCHOTT, Lorraine, 17 years of age of Mattawa, 
hone phone no. 932-**592. Ms. Schott called and stated that on the 9th. of 
March she had traveled from Mattawa to Royal City and back; on her way up 
to Royal City on the Beverly Burke Road she at approximately 1^30 hrs., she 
observed a yellow and white se wage truck hauling in and out of the area near 
where she believed out homicide scene had occurred. She also advised that 
when she returned from Royal City, at approximately 1600 hrs., she observed 
what she described is the top of a small tan or pinkish tan colored car parked 
east of the dirt road intersection, very near to the homicide scene.

On March 21, 1985, this officer, accompanied by Detective John Jewett of the 
Kittitas County Sheriff's Office contacted one Gladys Risner, who runs the 
Vantage Post Office and Westwind Gift Shop, phone Number 856-2280. She related 
along with another lady who lives there with her, Ruby Arkeny, that on Saturday 
March 9, 1985, at about 2:00 P. M., they observed the couple, Edward T. Smith 
and Kimberly D. Levine, in the Westwind giftshop looking at petrified wood 
articles. Both Risner and Arkeny stated the couple did not purchase#anything, 
to the best of their recollection that Smith was carrying a camera and had 
on a tan colored work type shirt, and they believed tan colored pants. They 
also stated that they believed Levine was wearing a tan colored jacket of some 
type. Also, on 3/21/85, I made contact with Kathy Best, who lives next door 
to the post office, her address, Box *49, no telephone.

good, dependable man, that he was living at that residence with another 
summer ranger from the State Park Service, her name being Terest Plue. 

Mahaney stated that he had not been around on the weekend of the 9th. , had 
been at a meeting on the coast the.8th. and 9th., and that Kessling had been 
working then that weekend and that he might possibly have seen something. 

Kessling was contacted at Wanapum State Park by Detective Jewett and myself, 
when handed a photograph of the two subjects in question, of Smith and Levine, 
Kessling glanced at it for approximately 3 seconds and immediately stated that 
he had never seen the couple before. During the 4-5 minute conversation that 
ensued between myself, Kessling and Jewett, Kessling may have looked at the 
photograph again, maybe a total of 2 times, never for over a few seconds at 
a time, his mannerisms at the time struck both Detective Jewett and myself 
as being a little different from the norm of the people who we had shown the 
photograph to, as most of them would look at the photograph anywheres from 45 
seconds to a minute and a half studying it before they made a decision whether 
or not they believed they had ever seen the people before, as opposed to Mr. 
Kessling's just glancing at the photograph. Because of Mr. Kessling's mannerisms 
during the short time we talked to him, we returned and talked to Mike Mahaney 
anain^ an^ame up with a date of birth on Mr. Kessling of 10/13/50, SS No. 

I driver's license No. PIC No. 501QL. Also, a vehicle registered 
to|23*Vehide"'" ^Washington license A35884, an older brown Ford van. In 
tanain^tt^Mahaney we indicated that we had some concerns as to the response 
from Kessling, Mahaney at this time indicated that Kessling was a different type 
of a fellow, kinda quiet, believed he was from the Wisconsin area; Mahaney 
also advised that Kessling was the type of individual who with a few days off 
would take off and just go camping someplace for a day or two in the local 


area, and believed probably knew the immediate local area fairly well, and 
he'd just pull off on a side road someplace and camp. 

Also, on 3/21/85, all of the other business people in the Vantage area were 
contacted with no results; not having seen the car by the description which 
was given, or having seen the couple after having looked at the photograph. 

Also, on 3/21/85, while 1 was at the Ginko Park, located just on the north 
side of the city limits of Vantage, I observed a partial footprint of a tread 
design which appeared to be similar to a tread design which I had observed on 
a tennis shoe at the initial homicide crime scene. This partial footprint was 
photographed, both by itself and also with a measuring instrument. Also, in 
talking to Ranger Mahaney, he indicated that the garbage dumpster Located there 
at the Ginko State Park, the garbage cans were emptied occasionally and if the 
dumpster had not been hauled off and unloaded since last fall and they did not 
intend to do so, for at least another two-three weeks, just prior to the opening 
of the tour center itself. 

In the evening of 3/21/85, I recontacted Lorraine Schott of Mattawa and talked 
to her some more about the vehicle which she had observed, on the afternoon of

March 9, 1 985 . She described the vehicle as being what she could see of it 
a smaller type car, believed it was parked pointed westbound, over on a dirt 
road near our crime scene. She stated that she had not been able to see any¬ 
body around the vehicle or in the vehicle, and all she could see of the 
vehicle was about the top b n inches of the roofline, and a radio antenna sticking 
up from it. I had Lorraine draw me a sketch to show me basically what she 
could observe, and her sketch indicated that the vehicle would have been pointed 
westbound, on that dirt road and she would only to have been able to have seen 
maybe the top 4-5 M inches of the roofline. At that time I made arrangements to 
take her back to the scene at a later date to have her show me exactly what 
she had seen this or observed this from. 


Also, on 3/21/85, I obtained from Kittitas County a full set of fingerprints, 
palm prints and hand prints of one Ernest Bershears, who was at that time in 
custody in the Kittitas County Jail. He had been arrested on the evening of 
March 11, 1985, in the westbound lanes of Interstate 90, between Vantage and 
Ellensburg by the Washington State Patrol. Mr. Bershears at that time was 
operating a stolen vehicle from the Everett area. The vehicle was taken from 
Everett between 2:00 A. M. and 3:00 A. M. on March 11, 1985, early Monday 
morning. It is unknown if it is connected at this time, with the homicide, 
but possibly due to the fact that he was back through the area, may have 
been involved. The reason for the prints is to submit them to the lab to be 
compared with the lifts taken from the victim's vehicle. 


On March 22, 1 985 , I made contact with Elleanor Best, P.0. Box 21, Vantage, 
home, phone 856-2216, she works as the night bartender at the Golden Harvest 
Cafe. She advised after having been shown a picture of Smith and Levine 
that she believed they were in on a Saturday, felt reasonably certain that.it 
was the afternoon, early evening of March 9th. She stated that they came in 
to the cocktail lounge of the Golden Harvest shortly after she had gone to 
work at 5:00 P. M. , or 1700 hrs., and was certain that they had left prior 
to 1900 hrs. She stated that she served the couple a bloody Mary and a Pepsi. 
She thought that Smith drank the bloody Mary and Levine ordered the Pepsi. 

She also stated that approximately 5“10 minutes after Smith and Levine came 
in to the bar and sat at a table, the bar being empty prior to that, three 
other people came in to the bar and sat up at the bar. She described these 
people as being two male s and one female, whit e, described the first male 
as approximately 6 r T rr r~ir\~h\TTate Jos to eaH xJ&s^> weari ng_a_ blue baseba jL 
cap.

left and that the other three left approximately 15~20 minutes later, this 
being just prior to 1900 hrs., or maybe a little earlier. This basically 
was all that Mrs. Best could recall at this time. Also, while talking to 
Mrs. Best I asked her if she would be willing to possibly submit to hypnotic 
questioning to see if possibly there was more that she could recall under 
hypnosis, she stated that she would have to think about it and would get back 
in touch with us, to give us an answer one way or the other. 


Also, on 3/22/85, I made contact with Teresa Plue, the other occupant of the 
State Park House located at the Interpretive Trails of Ginko State Park. 

She advised that she had been home at that location on the 8th. and 9th, 
stated that she had not seen the couple that we were looking for, she also 
stated that the subject who lived with her, Jim Kessling had mentioned to 
her, after having talked with us on the prior day that he had recalled when 
he had returned from Wanapum State Park at approximately 1700 hrs., a subject 
hitchhiking eastbound on Interstate 90 towards the Vantage Bridge, a white 
rr vaj^ <;nhj v ery shodilv dressed , a rough looking type character holding 
a sign indicating that he was hitchhikin g to the ^Spokane area. Ms. Plue 
stated that she didn't know how- reliable or whether the information that Mr. 
Kessling had given, how sure or certain he was of the date he thought he 
had observed this subject. She also did not go in to any more detail about 
Mr. Kessling or any of his previous history or even if she was aware of his 
previous history. I asked Teresa Plue if she know if Mr. Kessling had a 
pair of cowboy boots or ever wore cowboy boots. Ms. Plue indicated she wasn't 
aware of any boots, cowboy type, that Mr. Kessling owned, and didn't recall 
ever seeing him wear any. Also, on March 22, 1985, I made contact with Anne 


Dobler, who lives at 309 Central Avenue South, Quincy, Washington, she was 
the waitress at the Golden Harvest Cafe on the afternoon of March 9, 1985. 

I showed her the pictures of Lavine and Smith, she studied the pictures for 
a long time, could not recall ever having seen the couple before or remember 
having served them by their appearance. She did state, though in looking 
at the picture of Kimberly Levine that she asked me if Levine had an accent 
of any type, when I asked her why she had asked that question, she stated she 
looked like somebody that may have a Canadian type accent or maybe from some 
place back east. In talking further with Ms. Dobler, was able to determine 
that she is in fact a sound oriented type person rather than a vision oriented 
in that her memories of things, the things that key her memory to different 
things are the sounds which she relates with the incidents rather than the 
visions which she has seen. When I asked her if it is possible that she 
remembered the accent, because she had talked with the people or possibly 
served them, she stated that it was a possibility, but that the pictures didn't 
do anything for her at all. 


On March 23, 1985, during the extensive search that was conducted of the crime 
scene area and the area at the viewpoint above Vantage where the victim's car 
was located, I traveled with 5 volunteers from the Sheriffs Posse, the ground 
we covered was from Wanapum Village north to the viewpoint, along Highway 243 
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the entire area was pretty thoroughly searched by the six of us, no no avail. 
Nothing that was clearly connected to our crime scene was located. 


On March 24, 1985, I recontacted Lorraine Schott, I took her back up Beverly 
Burke and had her show me exactly where she had observed the car which she 
had seen on March 9th. As we were coming down the road she indicated an area 
approximately 50 yds. west of where we first found the vehicle tracks at the 
crime scene. This is the area she indicated she had seen the vehicle. She 
stated she thought it was parked at the time. When she observed it she also 
indicated that she was certain that she had not seen anybody out of the vehicle 
moving around and she had not seen anybody in the vehicle. She again stated 
that she could only see about the top 4-5" inches of the roof line from the 
area she indicated it is apparent that that was all she would have been able 
to see. She also was quite certain that when she saw this vehicle was 
approximately 1600 hrs. on March 9, 1985- I also showed Ms. Schott 
vehicle to the victim's vehicle, this similar vehicle being the same color, 
the same make, the same model, the only difference being the victim's vehicle 
was a 1985 model, the vehicle I showed Ms. Schott was a 1984 model, she looked 
at it for a few seconds and was quite certain that it was exactly the same 
type of vehicle which she had observed near the crime scene on March 9» 1985*

Also, on March 25, 1 985 , I called Jack Hadley and his partner who operates 

the sewage disposal truck which Lorraine Schott stated she had observed on 

the same day, March 9, 1985- In talking to both of those subjects they advised 

that they had been in fact hau1ing sewage in and out, hauling it up and dumping 

it in that area on the 9th. of March, 1985» but that neither one of them recalled 

having observed a vehicle being parked anywhere near our crime scene. in fact, neithe 

one of the subjects recalled having seen a vehicle anywhere in the area during 

the time that they were hauling in and out of there, although they both stated 

that they were not looking for any other vehicles, probably would not have 

noticed one if it had been there.

SUPPLEMENTAL REPORT: Thursday, March 28, 1 985 


This morning at approximately 1130 hrs., I contacted Lliane Sween, she 
lives at Rt. 1, 5^ Rd. 2 NW, 787 - 2767 , she is a part time employee at 
Swartz's a variety type store located in Moses Lake, 202 Third Avenue, 
across the street from Sterline Brothers and on the corner on Third 
across from Menti Jewelrs. Mrs. Sween advised that on the 9th. of March, 
1985, to the best of her recollection between the hours of 11:30 A. M. 
and 5^00 P. M. she believes the couple, Edward T. Smith and Kimberly LaVine 
were in the shop looking around. Mrs. Sween stated that she talked a little 
with Ms. LaVine and stated that Ms. LaVine appeared to be a very plain girl, 
and a very quiet, not outgoing. Stated she wore no makeup, believed she 
was wearing a multi-colored sweater, either the one or a similar sweater 
to the one used in the photographs released to the newspaper, and old 
faded blue jeans. Ms. Sween did not talk to Mr. Smith at all, she recalls 
that he was very dark complexion., just a little bit smaller than Kimberly 
LaVine in height, appeared to her that they probably were about the same 
weight. She guessed that Ms. LaVine would weigh approximately 130 to 140 
lbs. Stated that Smith was wearing glasses and had a mustache, couldn 1 t 
recall what type of clothing he was wearing. Basically, she stated that 
she talked to Kimberly LaVine, that Ms. LaVine had indicated that upon being 
questioned that they planned on getting married this summer but that they 
were from the Seattle area and so didn't care or request to sign the bridal 
register there at Swartz's. Mrs. Sween stated she didn't believe that the 
couple purchased anything, that they were just in the store looking. Mrs. 
Sween also indicated that she thought we might contact Carol Swartz, the 
owner of Swart's variety store, she indicated that she believed that Mrs. 
Swartz lived on Potato Hill Road, home phone no. 765”8l48, phone number at 
the store, 765“5025. Mrs. Sween was absolutely certain that the date was 
correct due to several things that she could tie in to this same date, that 
she remembered occurring the same day that she observed this couple. She 
is not absolutely certain that this was the couple that was in the store 
but she feels reasonably certain that they were as the picture that she saw 
in the paper seemed very familiar to her and the couple that was in the store 
at that time came to her mind upon initially seeing that photograph.

I talked this morning to Washington State Department of Transportat ion, John 
Beyersdorf, who works out of the George Maintenance Shop, Beyersdorf's home 
address is 249 Rd. R NW, Rt. 1, Quincy, Washington home phone 785“^530. Mr. 
Beyersdorf is the Department of Transportation employee who first located 
the victim's vehicle at the westbound lanes viewpoint of Vantage. He stated 
the first time he observed this vehicle was approximately 9-00 A. M., Tuesday 
March 12, 1985; at that time he observed the vehicle, felt that it had been 
there at least overnight as there was dew on the ground, the ground was wet, 
the car was wet, the ground underneath the car was dry. Mr. Beyersdorf stated 
at this time he opened one door with a finger under the latch to try to 
attempt to see if there was anything there to identify anybody, he wasn't able 
to locate anything so he pushed the door shut. He stated he didn't touch 
anything inside the vehicle. 


He stated this was the first time he located it, when it was reported by him 
to the Washington State Patrol as abandoned or a stolen vehicle was on Friday, 
March 15, 1985, and again on Saturday March 16, 1985. Mr. Beyersdorf also 
stated that he thought it rather curious at the time that the reason he was 
there was to pick up garbage because the supervisor out of the Ep'nrata shop, 
Don Fredericks, had left a note for him stating that there was garbage laying 
on the ground at the viewpoint. Mr. Beyersdorf stated that when he picked 
up the garbage there was only one sack of garbage on the ground. He also, 
indicated that from one of the garbage cans there was a tan colored plastic 
garbage bag missing. Beyersdorf stated this was not unusual as there have 
been several occasions where the garbage bags had apparently been stolen from 
the cans by private citizens. 


I then talked to Don Fredericks, the Supervisor for the Washington State 
Department of Transportation at the Ephrata shop. Frederick's home address 
48 D St. NE, Ephrata, Washington, phone 754-4485; in talking to Mr. Fredericks 
he stated that he had been at the viewpoint at approximately 11:00 A. M. 
on Monday, the 11th. of March, 1985, he stated at that time there were two 
sacks of garbage laying on the ground, one at the north end of the cans and 
one at the south end of the cans, Mr. Fredericks also stated to the best of 
his recollection when he was there and checking on the garbage situation, 
there were no vehicles parked at the viewpoint.

On 3/25/85, at 1900 hrs., this Investigator contacted Janie Jones, Rt. 1, 

Box 1428 Dodson Road, Ephrata, Washington 754-3650, also talked to a 
subject there by the name of Dan, who also resides with her, believe his 
name is Ivers (Ivey). This is in reference to another subject who had 
been residing with her by the name of Patrick Watson. She advised that 
Mr. Watson is a very violent person and that he had lots of strange activity 
while he was at her residence. She explained that activity as to Mr. Watson 
would fly off the handle and start shooting weapons outside the door at 
anything and everything that would move, cans, etc., she advised that she 
found numerous chickens with their necks broken, found dead cats that had 
been killed around her place, she even advised at one point that Mr. Watson 
had pulled a gun on her twice, while he was staying there, again his temper 
rather easily.

In ascertaining who might be associating with Mr. Watson, I was advised 
that he associated with a gentleman by the name of Ken Foster, who is 
an Assistant Explorer Scout Master in the Quincy area, and a guy by the 
name of George Barden, also of Quincy, Washington. I then ascertained from 
Janie when Mr. Watson had left her residence, she advised that on the 6th. 
of March Mr. Watson had called her and at that time she told him that he 
was going to have to move out of the residence. Mr. Watson had been away 
from the residence for approximately one week. Mr. Watson agreed and came 
by on March 7th., at which time he removed his property and his monies 
from an Ephrata bank and stated that he was going to the Quincy area to 
stay with George Barden or Ken Foster. 

For further information in reference to Patrick Watson, see the statement 
made by Janie Jones. 


On 3/26/85, this Investigator recontacted Sandy Olson with Department of 
Defense Audit Division, at which time information was asked or she was 
asked what type of alcoholic beverages Ed or Kimberly drank, what kind 
of soft drinks or drinks that they preferred, at which time Sandy advised 
that Kimberly LaVine usually drank Rum and Coke or rum on the rocks type 
of drink. She stated that Ed never drank alcoholic beverages but would 
always drink Club Soda with a lemon twist. I asked her at that time if 
she has ever seen either one of them drink a bloody Mary at which time she 
stated no, she stated that Ed Smith liked his coffee and drank large amounts 
of coffee, due to the fact that he did not drink alcohol. Sandy then also 
stated that when they went out for dinner he usually drank the club soda 
with a lemon twist or coffee, and that Kimberly usually drank Rum and Coke. 
At this particular time we then asked Sandy Olson if either Ed or Kimberly 
spoke with an Eastern seaboard brogue, she stated that yes, both did however 
that Ed's brogue was considerably more noticeable than Kimberly's. She 
also stated that Ed was Lebonese and Portguese descent and that he did 
speek a little Lebonese. While talking again with Sandy, I asked if she 
knew whether or not Kimberly LaVine had a long black coat, at which time 
she stated the only coat she knew that Kimberly had that matched that 
description was a raincoat of light material, that was indeed dark blue 
or possibly black. Sandy then offered the information about Kimberly's 
military training that she had done, a two week Reserve training with the 
Air National Guard, at which time she advised that Kimberly was a captured 
POW and that her mission was to escape, which she advised that Kimberly 
did escape successfully. 


On 3/26/85, at approximately 1400 hrs., I contacted Lew Emmons of the 
Department of Defense, the immediate Supervisor of Kimberly LaVine, and 
ascertained from him if the GE audit which Kimberly had checked out was 
the original or a copy, he advised that he was 99 X percent sure that the 
GE audit was in fact a copy. 
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On 3/26/85, at 1730 hrs., I called Mr. T. Blanco, of Broadway Insurance Agency 
in Seattle, Washington, and ascertained from Mr. Blanco if Kimberly LaVine and 
Ed Smith had in fact acquired some vehicle insurance through his agency. He 
advised that they had insurance on the vehicle, full coverage other than they 
did not have the death rider on the vehicle through his company. At that time 
he then gave me the finance corporation being Toyota Finance Corporation from 
Bellevue, 1-800-362-7019. He advised that it is possible that the death 
clause was in their contract, their financial contract with them. I then called 
on 3/26/85, at 1735 hrs., Burien Toyota and talked to Pat Dillon of Burien 
Toyota and ascertained if there was any death clause insurance taken at the time 
of purchase on the vehicle at which time they advised that there was not, and 
that Smith nor LaVine had taken any type of clause on that particular automobile. 


On 3/27/85, at approximately 1150 hrs., this Investigator had gone to Beeline 
Storage in Ephrata to re-examine the vehicle and attempt to photograph the tires 
and gather a dirt sample from the vehicle itself. There were no large clods 
of dirt on the vehicle due to the newness of the vehicle, so this investigator 
took one of the pieces of molding from the left front which had deposits of 
mud splashings on the molding, taking this molding as a control sample for 
a sample of the type of dirt of mud this vehicle had been operated through. 

Then, 8 photographs, two of each of the tires on the vehicle were taken for 
comparisons. 


On 3/28/85, this Investigator was contacted by Joe Moore of Soap Lake, P. 0. 

Box 5^6, Soap Lake, Washington. Mr. Moore, an elderly gentleman advised that 
he could solve this particular crime and that he had some information that 
we would be interested in. At this particular time, Mr. Moore was requesting 
to know if there was a reward for information leading to the solving of this 
particular crime, at this time we advised that we had no reward out at this 
time. In talking with Mr. Moore, he advised that on Friday the 8th. of March 
at approximately 9*20 A. M. he was enroute to Ellensburg on I - 90 and observed 
the victim's vehicle at the Vantage rest point. At this particular time I 
advised Mr. Moore that it is believed that the victims didn't leave the Seattle 
area until the following day. He then advised that that was impossible that 
they were killed on Friday. In further talking with Mr. Moore, he advised that 
he returned back from the Ellensburg Area, via 1-90 and down Highway 26, at 
which time, at approximately 1330 hrs., he advised that he had again seen the 
victim's vehicle parked at the rest area. He then advised that he also observed 
a white over green pir^-p-, older in age, full of beer and pop cans parked 
along Highway 26, and an older man wearing overalls, this being a Mexican male, 
heavy set, gathering cans along the highway. Mr. Moore then stated that this 
gentleman lives in the Royal City area. Asking him how he knew that he advised 
that when he drove to Royal City he had seen this same gentleman picking cans 
up or in a yard in Royal City, also with about 10 Mexican children. Asked him 


where that particular person lived, he advised that he didn't know. In further 


talking with Mr. Moore and asking him why he felt that this gentleman was the 

perpetrator of the‘homicide, he acfo^fifi^ythat he had to feed his family someway 
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and what would be a better way than to rob two people. He advised that his 
theory was that the victims came over on Friday, they were sightseeing and 
wanted to go down the Smyrna Road, which is a washboard road, that they hitched 
a ride with this elderly gentleman that took them to his residence, a while 
and housed those people for the night and during the night stabbed the one 
gentleman and maintained the female as a hostage and then took the gentleman, 
the victim down to a gravel pit outside of Royal City and disposed of the body. 
1 asked him if his theory meant that they took them to one close to Royal City 
or down by the river and he advised close to Royal City. 


With this in mind, Mr. Moore was assured that we would look in to this matter 
and he was then, after the interview was over, shown out of the interview 
room and on his way. IT SHOULD BE NOTED that none of the facts which Mr. Moore 
gave this investigator matched with any of the facts known of the crime itself. 
It should also be noted that Investigator Jenkin had interviewed the same sub¬ 
ject on Monday the 25th., at which time he gave him another totally different 
story. 


On 3/28/85, at approximately 1000 hrs., this Investigator received a TTY 
from San Diego Police Department in reference to a homicide suspect they 
were looking for who is armed and dangerous, armed with a knife. I called 
San Diego PD, homicide 3 division, in reference to their suspect. They advised 
that their suspect had been apprehended on the 27th; in San Diego and it is 
believed that he has never left the San Diego area and is in fact a long time 
resident of the San Diego area, and the San Diego Homicide force advised that 
they believed it was impossible for him to have been here during the time of 
our homicide. 


Again, on 3/28/85, at approximately 1010 hrs., I contacted Detective Larry 
Johnson of the Medford PD, contact was made in reference to a letter given 
to the Grant County Journal requesting A copies of their story relating to 
the homicide. The return address was that to Betty and Jim Olson, 1841 Concord 
Way Medford, Oregon, 97501. In talking to Larry Johnson I asked if he could do 
a brief background check on the Olsons and find out why they would be inquiring 
about a homicide so far from their area. He then advised that he would check 
at which time he returned the call and advised that the only information he 
had at that time which was approximately 30 minutes later was that Mr. Jim 
Olson was the president of Hughes Hardware in Medford, Oregon. Then relating 
back to the investigation itself, he thought that it was possible that Betty 
and Jim Olson could be related to Sandy Olson, at which time I then recontacted 
Sandy Olson and asked her if she knew a Betty and Jim Olson, she advised yes, 
she did that they were her parents; at which time she stated that she knew 
Ed and Kimberly through a dinner which she had at her residence on Thanksgiving 
and that's where they had met Ed and Kimberly. 


Again, on 3/28/85 at 11:30 hrs., this Investigator contacted Pacific Northwest 

Bell Securities Division in refer^foc^-^ff phone tolls at the Smith-LaVine residence 
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at which time Security advised that those phone calls that we were interested 
in would be on an April A billing and that a subpoena would be necessary to 
get that billing. She advised to send the subpoena to Pacific Northwest Bell, 
attention, A. G. Billesbik, Director of Security, Washington 1600 7th. Room 
1813, Seattle, Washington 98 191- 


On 3/28/85, this Investigator contacted Dick Lackey with Shannon and Associates, 
the contact was made in reference to phone tolls at that particular establishment 
which Ed Smith worked for. Mr. Lackey advised at that time he paid or received 
all the telephone bills for Shannon and Associates and that as soon as their 
telephone bill did come in he would get with either myself or Detective Joe 
Purcell of King County Police and let us take a look at that particular bill. 

We advised him at that time we were interested in mainly phone tolls for the 
509 area code and he advised that he had no problems allowing us access to 
that particular phone bill. I then asked if there was any possibility that 
Ed Smith could be working on any sensitive cases and a CPA and he advised no, 
that he had not been working on anything since in fact the week prior to his 
death. Mr. Lackey and Mr. Smith had been working on the same particular case 
involving a chain of stores in the Seattle area. 


On 3/28/85, at approximately 1500 hrs., this Investigator and Investigator 
D. Jenkin had called Bob LaVine in Maine and took an interview from Mr. 

LaVine at that time, with Mr. LaVine's permission to tape record that interview 
at which time Mr. LaVine had mentioned that his daughter was in fact a very 
level headed person, we asked Mr. LaVine about Jay Rogers, an ex-boyfriend of 
Kimberly's. He stated his real name was Johnathon, aka Jay Rogers, Jr., and 
advised that they had ended their relationship approximately 2 years prior 
and that Mr. Rogers had ended the relationship, not Kimberly, and didn't 
believe that there was any substance to our suspicions. We had advised at 
that time that we were trying to rule out all people associating to Kimberly 
in any way we can, and that we just had to check his information out. He 
advised that his mother's name was Rita Rogers and her telephone number was 
617~739“65^7‘ He also believed that Rita Rogers also lived in Roxbury, Mass, 
which is a section of Boston. 


On 3/29/85, at approximately 1330 hrs., this investigator called Investigator 
Tom Otero with the New Mexico State Police, 2501 Carlisle NE, A1berquerque, 

New Mexico, 87 HO, 505-841-8772. This is in reference to a white female who 
was found along an interstate just outside of A1berquerque, N. M. In talking 
to Detective Otero, he advised that the female found was white female, 5 ! 9 n , 

130 lbs-, brownish blond hair, blue eyes, he advised that she was found along 
a state highway in a remote area, that the body was nude, hands and feet were 
bound, with an electrical type binds, and that she suffered from multiple 
head injuries, bullet wounds to the head. He advised that the body was found 
on 3/27/85, and had been dead for approximately 48 hours. He advised that 
he did have fingerprint c1 assifications on her, however, believed that photographs 
would not be of any advantage to him for identification, due to the fact of the 
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body had swelled due to normal body gases, at which time we would attempt 

to get the fingerprint classifications for him on Ms. LaVine, who was described 
to him over the phone, with a possibility of a match of their victim of homicide 
down there. We also advised him that we would send him a flyer plus a photograph 
of LaVine as soon as we could get it in the mail, which was done on this date 
at approximately 1500 hrs. We also advised that we would work as fast as possible 
getting her fingerprints classified in this area and getting him the classification 
and dental records for Ms. LaVine. 


I then called Detective Joe Purcell, advised him of this body found in New 
Mexico and requested to know if they have already gotten the classification 
from the Department of Defense on Ms. LaVine. He advised that he did not 
believe that they were at his office yet, however, he would check. He then 
called this Investigator back and advised that they had not received them yet 
from the Department of Defense, however, he would contact the FBI and see if 
he could get those classifications and get right back with Detective Otoro 
of the New Mexico State Police. At that time I also asked if he had gotten 
the dental records for LaVine yet and he advised he had not, however, he would 
work on the fingerprint classification and the dental records and try to have 
them by Monday. 


Also, on 3/29/85, I checked on the two hitchhikers which Trooper Cowan had made 
contact with on the 10th. of March and found out that Kenneth F. Meyer DOB 8/17/44 
had been in the Grant County Jail at the time of the homicide and released on 
March 10, 1985, at 0750 hrs. In checking on James L. Allen, DOB 7/24/62, found 
that he is an Indian lbs., black, hazel, dark complexion, slender

was advised that he hathrough the Tribal Police out of Idaho, 
however they are not entered in NCIC or WASIC, that's why Trooper Cowan did 
not get warrant hits on this particular individual. Further checking on this 
individual to be done at a later time.

SUPPLEMENTAL REPORT 


On 4/1/85, this Investigator went to the Quincy, Washington area and contacted 
Chief Ken Carlile of the Quincy Police Department; in talking with Chief 
Carlile, he had been asked by Investigator Shultz of the Grant County Sheriff's 
Office to try to find a location on a Mr. Patrick Watson. Chief Carlile advised 
that he had found a location of Mr. Watson and that that location was at the 
Beverly Lane Apartments in Quincy, Washington. Chief Carlile then stated that 
one of his officers, Officer Randy Coleman had circulated around the Beverly 
Lane Apartments, asking if-anyone had seen a rose grey Toyota Corola in the 
parking area of the Beverly Lane Apartments, at which time Chief Carlile then 
had officer Coleman make contact with me at Chief Carlile's office. In talking 
with Officer Coleman he advised that he did contact a couple of people in that 
complex that had seen a car which possibly matched the description. One of 
those persons was Tabatha Blanco, the other Karen Foster. I then had Officer 
Coleman ask Foster and Blanco if they would be willing to give me a statement 
in reference to this incident or in reference to the car. 1 did take a state¬ 
ment from Karen Foster, who at that time resided at 301 Third Southwest, #1, 
Quincy, Washington, better known as the Beverly Lane Apartments, phone 787”2623. 
At that time she was the manager of the Beverly Lane Apartments. He new 
address is Viking Orchards, Quincy, Washington, 787-4260. 

In talking with Ms.-Foster, she had advised that she had seen a vehicle 
matching that description of the deceased's vehicle on the 15th. of March, 
parked near a dumpster located just north of her apartments. She said the 
operators of that vehicle were both Mexican males and had come in to the 
apartment complex on the 15th. of March and also on the 161h. of March. 

She had advised that the only reason she noticed the vehicle was because it 

appeared to be brand new and that the vehicle had been speeding through 

the parking lot area of the apartment complex. I then had Karen Foster take 

a look at a photograph of Mr. Smith's vehicle which was found on the river 
on 1-90. She advised that the vehicle she saw in the lot was similar to that 
particular vehicle, however, it did not have the red Burien Toyota license 
on the vehicle itself. Karen Foster advised that it did have a temporary 
license in the back window, but she was certain that it did not have the 
Burien Toyota name plate in the license bracket. 

I then took a statement from Tabatha Blanco, who resides at 301 Thi^rd SW ft 4, 
Quincy, Washington, no phone number. Blanco gave pretty much the same state¬ 
ment, advised that the vehicle had been there the 15th. & 161h. early morning 
hours of the 161h. , and that she also noticed that there were two Mexican sub¬ 
jects driving the vehicle.

make arrangements to get in to that particular building through legal matters. 

We then found out the building was owned by Beverly Lane Associates out of 
Kirkland at which time we did call Kirkland and ascertained a telephone number 
for that particular business, talked to one of the corporate executives there 
and arrangements were made to rent one of the vacant apartments at Beverly Lane 
in Quincy, Washington. 

On 4/24/85, the rent was paid by this investigator for Apartment No. 6, Beverly 
Lane Apartments for the surveillance of Mr. Patrick Watson, in Apartment #2, 

Beverly Lane Apartments. We then took possession of that apartment at approximately 
1600 hrs., 4/24/85. Surveillance team was to consist of myself, and Investigator 
Dick Jenkin of the Grant County Sheriff’s Office. A 24 hour surveillance was to 
be put on Patrick Watson for a period between 2-5 days, depending on the activities 
on Mr. Watson. Two vehicles were used for surveillance in case Mr. Watson was 
to leave his apartment and enter a vehicle for movement of any type. We at 
that time had authority to pull surveillance on Mr. Watson no matter where he 
traveled to. We used one pickup and one vehicle, being a full sized sedan. Upon 
setting up surveillance, this officer and Investigator Jenkin moved necessary 
equipment in to the apartment being that of binoculars, sleeping gear such as 
sleeping bags, etc., groceries for a long time stay; we then maintained surveillance 
from 1600 hrs..on the 24th. of April until approximate!y 1530 hrs. on the 26th. 
of April, 1985. During that time on the 24th. of April, Patrick Watson was 
observed returned back from an unknown location to his apartment at approximately 
1830 hrs on the 24th. He entered his apartment and did not exit that apartment 
all evening. The following morning on April 25th., Mr. Watson was then picked 
up by a brownish colored Pinto stationwagon, Washington license FGY142, registered 
to a Robert Donald Watson out of Bellingham. When Patrick Watson was picked 
up by this stationwagon, Watson was then what appeared to be in work clothes, 
blue jeans, blue jean jacket, work boot type footwear, did get in to the 
passenger side of the vehicle, they then proceeded to the Viking Orchards where 
they were employed. There were, upon leaving apartment No. 2, and picking 
up Patrick Watson, there were four persons including the driver and Mr. Watson 
in the vehicle at that time. They left the apartment complex at 6:55 A. M. 
and returned back to the apartment complex at 9 minutes after 5:00 P. M. Upon 
returning back to the apartment complex, there was Patrick Watson and the 
operator of the vehicle in that particular vehicle at that time. Mr. Watson 
exited the vehicle at his apartment complex door, entered his apartment and 
never left that apartment all evening. This again being on the 25th. of 
April, 1985. The operator of that vehicle then proceeded around the front 
part of the apartment complex, parked in front of apartment No. 40-and then 
did enter apartment No. 40, which the power being paid on that apartment was 
by Teresa D. McMillon, of 301 Third Avenue SW, No. 40, Quincy, Washington. IT 
SHOULD BE NOTED that the manager of the apartment complex is Josey McMillon 
who resides at Apartment No. 1, at the Beverly Lane Apartments. 

On 4/26/85, this Investigator and Investigator Jenkin then got up at approximately

0530 hrs., I prepared to do a moving surveillance on Mr. Watson, knowing 
that Mr. Watson left for work at approximate1y 6:55 A. M. Jenkin parked 
approximately a block or so away from the complex, this officer parking on 
SR 28, where I had visual contact with the apartment complex belonging to 
Watson at that particular time. Surveillance was maintained on that apartment 
until such time Mr. Watson left, or surveillance to be pulled off if Mr. 

Watson did not leave; we sat on that location until approximately 0730' hrs, at 
which time there had been no activity on Mr. Watson's apartment at all. /The 
vehicle that picked up Mr. Watson did not arrive. We then broke off the 
vehicle surveillance at approximately 1330 hrs., Mr. Watson was contacted by 
Karen Foster, the ex managers of the Beverly Lane Apartments where Mr. 

Watson and his female room-mate being that of Tami Ballentine, who is the PUD 
holder on Apartment No. 2, exited the apartment and got in to a vehicle belonging 
to Karen Foster. Ballentine had in her arms one infant child. They then 
proceeded around the Quincy area making contacts with various stores, believed 
to be looking for a job of some type. It is believed by this Investigator 
and Investigator Jenkins that Patrick Watson had been laid off the day prior 
and that he was in fact job hunting as Karen Foster drove him around the Quincy 
area to different stores and making contact with people who were employed at 
those particular stores. They then proceeded out of the town of Quincy and 
went to the Viking Orchard where they went to the Foster residence and stayed 
inside the Foster residence for quite some time. Surveillance at that time 
was then lifted knowing that Mr. Watson did have a girlfriend like previously 
told to this investigator and that she did in fact have an infant. Mr. Watson 
had not been moving_around as freely as reported by Janie Jones, in fact contact 
was made with Janie Jones on the 26th. of April, where this Investigator called 
her by phone, asking her if she had recently seen Watson and she advised that 
she had 'Seen him on the evening of the 24th. of April and believed that he 
was driving up and down the canal bank road behind her house. This being false 
information because surveillance had been set up on Mr. Watson at that time 
and Mr. Watson had not left his residence any time on the evening of the 24th. 
of Apri1. 


On 4/29/85, information was received from Chief Deputy Boyd and Undersheriff 
Hively in reference to a letter received by Randy Scott of the FBI Seattle 
office from a subject by the name of Robert Wiseman, Mr. Wiseman was requesting 
a copy of the case file reference the LaVine case. We had previously gotten 
a post card from Mr. Wiseman from the Seattle area hoping that we would catch 
the perpetrators in this particular homicide. We have been unable at the time 
of 4/29/85, to determine who this Mr. Wiseman was or is. Purcell from King 
County Police was to check in to this matter. 


On 4/30/85, I contacted Detective J. Purcell, King County Police in reference 
to Mr. Wiseman and the P0 Box that was given on the return address of the 
letter received by the FBI. At that particular time, Purcell advised that 
the address was 61 S. King, Seattle, Washington and that it was believed to

the person registered at the particular apartment which Wiseman was supposed to be 
in was an elderly gentleman by the last name of Carpenter who was presently in 
Harborview Medical Center. Purcell did advise however, that they have in their 
computer a subject by the name of Wiseman, Robert Roger, with a DOB 6/4/51, 6'4" 

250 lbs., black hair, brown eyes, fair skin, Washington ID 594LD. Also, showed 
an address of 61 S. King, Seattle, Washington. This computer showed the last 
contact was in 1982 with Mr. Wiseman. We then discussed the possibility of sending 
a letter back to Mr. Wiseman asking for personal contact with the King County 
Police, having him contact Sgt. May of Major Crimes. It has been discussed 
with Sgt. May and Detective Purcell, and agreed that a letter could be sent and 
would be sent by the Grant County Sheriff's Office to Mr. Wiseman asking him to 
make contact with Sgt. May-. 


On 4/30/85, and 4/29/85, this Investigator attempted to contact Rick Mathers of 
the FBI in reference to having a profile done of this homicide case, a message 
was left with the secretary at the FBI office on 4/30/85, to have Rick Mathers 
call me in reference to the profile workup. 


Area searches performed by the Grant County Sheriff's Office and other agencies 
were performed after the homicide; first search made was done on 3/15/85, this 
was an aerial fly-over by Investigator Jenkin in a WSP aircraft, fixed wing 
aircraft, at which time the homicide scene was photographed. On 3/21/85 another 
aerial fly-over was made by Sgt. Peterson of the Chelan County Sheriff's Office 
who was the pilot of a helicopter assisting him as passenger were Investigator 
Dick Jenkin and Sgt^ Fred Howard of the Grant County Sheriff's Office. During 
this particular fly-over it was an all day fly-over of the homicide scene area 
and the Columbia River area leading from the viewpoint on 1-90 Columbia River 
down through the breaks and down 243 towards the homicide scene. 


On 3/22/85, a boat search was conducted on the Columbia River by Sgt. Howard 
and Sgt. Morlan, at which time they searched the banks of the Columbia River 
and the Priest Rapids Pool. On 3/23/85, a ground search was conducted by the 
Grant County Sheriff's Office, three different sections of ground were searched. 

The homicide scene itself was grid searched by Investigator Shultz and 15 members 
of the Job Corps from Moses Lake, a horseback or Posse search was made around 
the homicide*scene and the desolate area around that particular homicide scene 
and 243. This group consisting of 12-15 posse members was broke in to two parties 
one headed by Chief Deputy Larry Boyd and one headed by Investigator Jenkin. 

Boyd covered the area around 243 and the homicide through the sagebrush and 
the sand area, Jenkin covered the roadways between the river and 243 up to the 
scenic view on I-90 and the last group was the search and rescue team headed by 
Investigator Shay which repelled from the cliffs down towards the river, searched 
the scenic views both east side and west side, did area search between the highways 
between both of the scenic views.

According to her friends and co¬ 
workers, she was a mature, conservative person who drank in 
moderation and led a quiet, industrious life-style. She was five 
feet, seven inches tall and weighed about 135 pounds. Based upon 
photographs presented, she wore her hair in a short, easy-to- 
care-for style and her manner of dress on the day she died was 
convervative and fitting for a cool day of travel and sight¬ 
seeing. She was involved in a monogamous relationship with her 
fiance ana reportedly planned to marry him soon. There does not 
appear to be anything in her personality or manner of livinq that

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It does show a high degree of confidence and practice on the part 
of the offender which will be addressed in a later section of 
this profile. The other three injury sites on victim Smith are 
consistent with the method of control used by the offender.

Unfortunately, due to advanced decomposition, the 
exact cause of death of victim Lavine cannot be determined.

CRIME SCENE ASSESSMENT 

Both victims were traveling in their own car on a 
uu S outing of sightseeing.

He 
then transported the female to another secluded location nearby 
where he se^gially assaulted her, allowed her to redress, and then 
killed her in the same manner. He then returned to the viewpoint 
in the victim's car, removed any items which he believed could 
connect the car with the victims and left the area in his own 
vehicle. The crimes reflect a high degree of confidence and 
sk ill on the part of the offender brought about by careful 
preparation and practice (previous training or criminal 
experience). 



OFFENDER PROFILE 

In all likelihood the offender is a white male. 
Statistics and_research.have shown that crimes of violence tend 
to be intraracial and violent sex offenders are predominantly 
males. The confidence and practiced skill of the offender 
reflects experience brought about by age, leading to the 
conclusion that he is at least in his mid 20's to early 30's and 
possibly older. He is athletic in build and comfortable in the 
outdoors, such as a hunter would be. He is a loner and 
gravitates to areas where he can be alone much of the time. He 
may be a listener rather than a talker, but has verbal skills 
which are advanced enough to allow him to con strangers. He is a 
habitual driver and his vehicle will reflect this with high 
mileage. The vehicle will probably not be a flashy or sporty 
type of vehicle. Due to his age, he may have been in the 

und, if he was, would have served in the ground forces 
as an enlisted man. He may have been a discipline problem as he 
acts impulsively without morality or concern for others. He 
probably is a high school graduate and would have had few 
friends. The offender was probably not employed at the time of 
this offense and when he does work he would be employed in menial 
jobs which would allow him to be alone and have little contact 
with the public. The skill and confidence demonstrated by the 
offender leads to the conclusion that this was not the first 
crime of violence committed by this offender. Using similar 
cases as a guide, there is a high probability that he will kill 
again. He will continue to kill until he is either caught or 
disabled. 


The offender is probably a white male with a high 
degree of potentiality to be or soon become a serial killer. 

POST-OFFENSE BEHAVIOR 

Due to the offender's lack of conscience and morals, 
he would not be expected to exhibit any unusual or abnormal 
behavior immediately following this offense. His main concern 
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would be to not be identified as the murderer, and he would be 
expected to distance himself from the scene. If he was still in 
the area, he would have been very surprised when victim Smith's 
body was found so soon after the offense; but due to his solitary 
life-style, the high emotional level produced by this event would 
probably go unnoticed. If his clothes were bloodied during the 
crime, he would have washed them as well as the knife and 
probably would have disposed of anything connecting him with the 
victims. He probably would not have discussed his involvement 
with anyone. 

Using information developed by the Violent Criminal 
Apprehension Program (VICAP) may lead to the identification of 
similar crimes in other jurisdictions. In addition, the offender 
and/or his vehicle may have been observed at the viewpoint area 

or in a "near-miss" situation with similar circumstances in the 
immediate area.

1115 hrs. I was notified by LIEUTENANT BEARD and DETECTIVES 

HATCH, CHUBB, KALIN, BARDSLEY and I would be en-route to Grant County. They had request¬ 
ed assistance in processing a site where human remains had been found. 

1200 hrs. LIEUTENANT BEARD, DETECTIVE O'KEEFE and I left 

for Grant County. Arrangements had been made to meet them in Vantage. DETECTIVE O'KEEFE 
was replacing DETECTIVE BARDSLEY. 

1415 hrs. We arrived in Vantage and met DETECTIVE JENKIN, 

Grant County Sheriff's Office, and DON SWANSON and PENNY SIBLEY of the Grant County 
Coroner's Office. We met briefly before driving to the site. 

1445 hrs. We arrived at the site. There we met with several 

other Grant County detectives. After some discussion about the general area, I was 

taken to the east shoulder of a dirt roadway that runs north and south. The exact loca¬ 
tion will be determined by the diagramming crew. The body is located about 25' east 
of the dirt road. This road was constructed by the Public Utilities Company in Grant 
County for access to power and phone lines. It is also used by migrant workers as an 
access to a nearby orchard. This is known as open range area where cattle roam freely. 
It is flat land covered with sagebrush, blowing sand and volcanic ash. There is currently 
a strong wind blowing the sand and ash around. Grant County detectives advised that 
the wind almost constantly blows and can get up to 60-70 MPH. This reduces the likeli¬ 
hood of obtaining shoe impressions or trace evidence tremendously. I was told by Grant 
County detectives that if this body is the person they believe it to be, she would 
be KIMBERLY LaVINE who has been missing since March of 1985. 

1540 hrs. DETECTIVES HATCH, CHUBB and KALIN arrived with 

the evidence van. Also arriving at about the same time was DETECTIVE JOE PURCELL of 
the Major Crimes Unit. He had been assigned the missing person report on KIMBERLY LaVINE. 
After their arrival, there was more discussion on how to approach the site. It has 
been agreed that we would enter this area from the east shoulder of the dirt road. 
The approximate location of the body has been pin-pointed from the shoulder of the 
roadway. The area to be searched would extend approximately 25' either side of that 
point. DETECTIES MIKE SHAY and DICK JENKIN from Grant County, and DAN CHARVET of Royal 
City P.D. are involved in this search. DON SWANSON and PENNY SIBLEY of the Coroner's 
Office will also assist. The Grant County detectives had cordoned off quite a large

At the time of 
pronouncing the body dead was not for certain who this subject was; later identified 
on August 17, 1985, by Medical Examiner, George Lindholm, to’be that of KIMBERLY 
DIANE LaVINE. Received a phone call from Dr. Lindholm on August 17, 1985, at 
approximately 1700 hrs., that he did get a positive ID on the body, which was 
brought to him on August 16, 1985, by this investigator and Coroner, Penny Sibley, 
as being that of Kimberly Diane Lavine through dental records. 

10 - On August 15, 1985, this Investigator received a call from Grant County Dispatch 
advising that a body had been found in the Beverly-Burke area, possible body being 
that of a female. Advised wanted this Investigator to respond to the scene, was 
advised that Investigator Dick Jenkin was enroute to the scene from his residence, 

10 miles away. 


This Investigator responded to the scene with the Grant County Crime Scene unit 
arrived at the scene, made contact with Investigator D. Jenkin and Investigator 
Karl Shultz at the scene. Was advised that we were to rope the scene off and 
wait for the Green River Task Force from the Seattle area to come over and 
assist in the processing of the crime scene. After arriving we then used the 
Sheriff line and did in fact cordon off the area which the body was located. This 
Investigator, nor Jenkin nor Shultz went in to the immediate crime scene area as 
to try to preserve the crime scene as best as possible until the Gteen River 
Task Force arrived. 


The Green River Task Force did arrive on 8/15/85, at which time they were advised 
of the incident, who we believed the body may be, from there we tried to determine 
who's property the body was located on and did in fact find out that it was private 
property. It should be noted at this time the property was along the Bever1y-Burke

10 - On Thursday morning, August 15, 1985, at approximately 8:30 A. M., Troy Michael 
Miller was walking along the power line access road between Sections 23 and 
2b y approximately 2/10th. of a mile north of the south section line, of Section 
2b y located in Range 23 E. , Township 16 N., was hunting beer bottles, with his 
nephew, Andrew Robert Miller; Troy spotted a beer bottle laying off to the 
road to the East, about 8-10 yds, & walked out, kind of a natural trail between 
the sagebrush to pick up the bottle, at that point he observed something farther 
out in the sagebrush, he threw the beer bottle back out to the road, walked on 
farther out to within approximately 15“1 8 feet of a body. He observed what he 
believed to be the decomposed remains of a female body, clothed, wearing tennis 
shoes and sandy brown or blond hair. At this point Troy indicated that he 
turned around and retraced his steps back out to the access road and told his 
Nephew to put the beer bottle back down on the road and they walked back up 
to the camper where his father was at, advised his father of the situation and 
they proceeded from there down to the Texaco gas station at Schawana where they 
called the Sheriff's Office to report what they had located. 


Deputy Jon Melvin and this officer made contact with the Millers at the Texaco 
station at Schawana and they took us back to the scene, Troy showed me where he 
had walked out, I followed his footsteps out to that point to observe what he 
had observed, retraced the steps back to the road, called the office to confirm 
that we did have a located body, we went back up the road to the north, approximately 
1/2 mile to where they had left their camper parked and I talked with Troy and 
Robert and Andrew, obtaining the particulars as far as address, dates of birth, 
age and phone numbers, I also took elimination fingerprints from Troy Miller 
and Andrew Miller to be used for elimination purposes with whatever latents may 
be obtained from the beer bottle, unknown at this time if the beer bottle is 
directly connected with the scene, although the possibility exists. 


By the time that I had finished taking the elimination prints, Investigators Shay 
and Shultz had both arrived at the scene, we cordoned off the area around the 
scene and maintained security on that, while we requested that the Green River 
Task Force from King County be notified as they had stated previously that if 
we were to locate another body, particularly the body that we thought that we 
had located in connection with our earlier homicide reference Case No. 85 -I 865 , 
-that they would be filing to come over and assist us with the processing of the

scene. The'crime scene was secured until the arrival of the Green River Task 
Force,, six (6) members of which included the leader of this particular team, 

Lt. Jackson Beard, King County Department of Public Safety, and five other 
members. We explained our situation and the crime scene to them, and the matter 
of ownership of the ground was brought up, at which time we felt the land we 
were on was government ground, in checking with the Grant County Assessors office 
it was determined that this particular ground that we were on, was owned by 
a subject known as Carl S. Cady Jr., 3215 NW 59th., Seattle, Washington. 

It was determined at this time before we would proceed any farther, other than 
basic measurements, that a search warrant would be obtained. 

Investigator Karl Shultz left the scene to obtain a telephonic search warrant 
for the west half of Section 2k, located in Range 23E., Township 16 North. 

After Investigator Shultz returned to the scene with the search warrant, a 
search of the crime sceen proceeded until hours of darkness which made it impossible 
to continue. The scene was maintained by Reserve Officers from the Grant County 
Sheriff's Department through the night, and the processing of the crime scene 
resumed at 8:00 A. M. Friday morning, August 16, 1985, and continued on until it's 
completion, in the mid afternoon of Friday, August 16, 1985 . 

After recovery of the body was made, the body was transported to Spokane by Grant 
County Coroner, Penny Sibley, accompanied by Investigator Mike Shay, to Holy 
Family Hospital in Spokane to be examined by Dr. George Lindholm, Medical Examiner. 
All items of evidence collected at the scene were taken in to custody by Investigator 
Richard Jenkin and maintained until they could be entered in to the Grant County 
Sheriff's Property Room, on Monday, August 19, 1 985 . 

See also attached reports submitted by members of the Green River Task Force 
Crime Scene Team, also the attached supplemental report of Investigator Michael 
Shay from the autopsy. See reports of Investigator Shultz of the Search & Rescue 
Team, basically they searched the area outside of the crime area all along the 
way on both sides of the access road between Beverly Burke Rd. 6 the south side of 
Section 2k.

Well, Jeff, the reason that we came 
to talk to you today is that it is my understanding that here 
back in 1981 you had gone down to the Yakima Police Department 
or Sheriff's Office or something like that and mentioned to 
them that you had knowledge or you were involved in a homicide, 
did that happen or did that occur? 

ALLRED: 

I had, I went up there saying that I had knowledge of it. 

That, I tried to stop the events from happening. However, 
when they found the two dead bodies, that made me so ill, I 
thought that if I went, in and said that, you know publicly 
that is, that it was possibly me, then the real people that 
did it would pop forward. You know, figuring that, some mistake 
might be made by them, thinking the' wrath was going to be on 
me, some people that I had never seen before, before the incident 
happened. The homicides, double homicides were two girls. 

And I had knowledge of the events there that were set forth. 

ljo PLER: 

What knowledge did you have? 

ALLRED: 

Well, to me at least, it was a band that I was going to see, 
it was in early 78, or late 78 that was, fall of 78. A band 
at gunpoint raped a couple of girl^PQ^fOthey came to me for 
help. 
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I had brought them to this place and I was going to go back 
to Yakima, I believe that they wanted to go through Yakima. 

They were bringing their equipment back into the van and after 
that, the girls came back to my car and put their packs and 
stuff in that van. And after what happened, what went down. 

They came back and ended up in my car and wanted to get away. 

And did not want to go to the police force because they said 
one of the men had a badge and he said that he had an officers 
weapon. This man had a badge, in fact showed me since that 
time, a badge of some sort, looks like an authentic police 
officers badge (cannot understand), but that is what it appeared 
to be. They followed me to my parents house. I tried to call 
for help. I told them to stay in my mother’s bedroom and get 
under the bed. I was downstairs on the phone and also went 
outside to the equipment shed to try to find a gun to defend 
myself. And though I got no response from the police department, 
and little response from the Sheriff’s Department because the 
person that answered the phone knew the people in the van. 

And didn’t call the Highway Patrol, I thought it was all over, 
at the police department and the Sheriff’s Department of Grant 
County. Never thought to call Highway Patrol because they 
ended up being taken hostage out of my house, at gunpoint, out 
of my parents house at gunpoint. 

The two girls? 

Yes. 

What year was this? 

78, 79, it was in the fall of 78. This could be probably 
related to my medical history. I could have just slipped out 
over that time. I believe that that is what happened. 

They tried to'convince me, other ways, dealing with delusions 
here. Occurrence happened there in 78 is that correct? 

Well, I am trying to find out and pin down you know what you 
know about it and what we have descriptions of the people. 

Do you know what these two girls looked like. What they were 
wearing? 

No. It might:, just be I cannot remember exactly what; they looked 
like. One seemed to be short and a little bit over weight and 
the other one was well built, a little taller, young. 

Do you remember what kind of hair they had, color or style? 

Brown it seems like. 

Glasses or no glasses? 

Seems like the little one wore g i»i The short one. 
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BUTLER: 

How old were the girls? 

ALLRED: 

Sixteen to Eighteen, I think. 

BUTLER: 

And hew did you come to meet them to begin with? 

ALLRED: 

I picked them up hitchhiking and went to Moses Lake to meet 
that band. I was trying to get out of a band in Yakima and I 
thought it would be something more to my liking in Moses Lake, 
because 1 read on the board in the music store that they needed 
a drummer. 

BUTLER: 

So you were coming from Yakima to Moses Lake? 

ALLRED: 

Yeah, and I saw them hitchhiking to Moses Lake down there on 
the Dodson Road turnoff. And I brought them to Moses Lake first 
And told them that it would not take too long and that we would 
be able to go back through Yakima. 

BUTLER: 

They were going toward George were or they were going toward 
Spokane? 

ALLRED: 

They were going toward George, I believe, down there. 

BUTLER: 

So you turned around and picked them up? 

ALLRED: 

A 

Yeah. 

BUTLER: 

What kind of a car did you have? 

ALLRED: 

69 Wildcat, Buick. 

BUTLER: 

And you were by yourself? 

ALLRED: 

Yes. 

BUTLER: 

And who was this band that you went into Moses Lake to see? 

ALLRED: 

I can f t remember the name of the band. 

BUTLER: 

Do you remember any of the names of the players? 

ALLRED: 

From years ahead of time,at least the one that I thought had 
come back is Tom Hitchcock. 

P LER: 

He was with that band at that time? 

ALLRED: 

Yeah. 

BUTLER: 

And who were the other people that, eventually followed you to 
your parents house? UUUloz 
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He was in the band with them. He was in the band with them, 
somebody, it must have been the drummer, because I never 
seen him again around Moses Lake. I don't remember the 
heavy set fellow who was holding the gun and holding the 
wheel to the van. 


Who had the badge that you were discussing? 

Hitchcock. He showed it to me later, years later. They were 
surprised to see me alive. 

Why were they surprised to see you alive? 

Cause I got cocked in the back of the head and thrown in a river. 
Some time prior to this? 

Afterward. After I followed them. They told me if I followed 
them, that the other girl would get it too. They shot one 
on the way out. Cause I had a gun and tried to play it safe 

and let them go for a while, then I drove my car out and I saw 

them coming up the Dodson Road turnoff,heading south right past 
where the bodies were found. I saw that van going up the hill 
and that little road off O'Sullivan Dam that is 7-7 or something 
like that that goes off of O'Sullivan Dam Road. And they were 

just heading up the hill. So I waited, you know for awhile, 

to go follow them. They were heading up, the van was heading 
up the hill. So then I tried to follow them close to keep 
surveillance on them and followed them all the way to Yakima 
Canyon on the Canyon Road, going in towards Yakima. And there 
they were stopped up the river. That is where I was pistol 
whipped and finally just hit in the back of the head and from 
that height, 'but thrown into the river and the water kind of 
woke me up. And I was able to go under water for awhile. When 
I hit the water, it kind of, you know, it is just, I got conscience 
again for awhile. You know, the one memory I remember the closest 
of all is that I was climbing out of the river out of where 
I went in the river. I had to climb all these rocks to get 
out of it and I remeber thinking that I had been a member of 
the track team before and that I could run a mile, and I kept 
on telling myself, one more step baby, just one more step, you 
can make it baby, just one more step. And 1 remember that trying 
to crawl, I rember that clearly, trying to crawl out of the 
river and then I was asleep in my car, well I switched from 
my car to our hired man's pickup, that is what I did, so they 
would not know it was me following them. And, I ended up 
finally waking up and I was pale as could be. I looked in the 
mirror and I wondered what my name was. I remember checking 
my wallet and checking the registration on the pickup and then 
turning around. I thought I would^y-Lo trace my steps backwards 
and try and looke around, and I haato ask directions on how 
to get back home, on how to.... 
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UTLER: 

What kind of weapon. You said they had a weapon that they took 
her at gunpoint out of the house. What kind of a gun? 

LLRED: 

It was a pistol. Something, I never had access to all. I've 
never even fired a pistol. 

UTLER: 

Small caliber, big caliber? 

LLRED: 

It looked like it was more then a 22, when I was pistol whipped. 

UTLER: 

A revolver or a slide type action, where it was an automatic.. 

LLRED: 

A revolver. A revolver, 38 or 45 or something like that. 

UTLER: 

Six inch, four inch, two inch barrel? 

LLRED: 

Four inch. I don't think it was six inch, I think it was about 
four inch. 

UT' ER: 

Do you remember what color the gun was? 

LLRED: 

Just the way all guns are. 

UTLER: 

Shiny or dull finish? 

LLRED: 

It was shiny on the handles and shiny on the... 

UTLER: 

But was it a black or a blue or a silver? 

LLRED: 

The gun itsself? Was black. It was black. I don't know if I 
have been any help to you really because of my mental condition. 
Because it is, the things I remember clearly are mostly which 
of I was victimized. I was victimized by this and as far as 
. giving any information as to who exactly did, I still believe 
at times that Hitchcock was the one, because he come back to 
see if I was still there. 

1UTLER: 

He came back to see if you were where? 

i LLRED: 

( 

Still in the pickup. Or still around there, not: suppose to 
move my body. Somebody came to the pickup, if I remember when 

1 tried to wake up one time, the first time that I tried to 
v/ake up and I had an empty 21 or 2 rifle with me and I told 
him to get the hell out, away out of there, or something like 
that. He got something out of the back of the truck. I just 
took the packs out and leaned them up against the guardrail 
and somebody else picked them up. Because I did not knov; where 
they came from when I woke up. They tried to hit me, but it 
was just too much, really they tried to hit me either when I 
first woke up with something terrible had Just happened. I 
couldn't handle the reality of it re3Tiy^wbll, so I just took 
the backpacks out and said well it must have happened in a fight 
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ALLRED: 

And,a.... 

BUTLER: 

What happened? 

ALLRED: 

How I got hurt and how the backpacks got there. Because I 
didn 1 1... there was two of them in the back and I just... 

BUTLER: 

Did you look in the backpacks? 

ALLRED: 

No, I didn't. I just took them out and, I did open the top 
of one of them and there was something in there, it was either, 
the band wanted a lyricist too, and one of the girls it seemed 
like had some poetry. There was some poetry in there, which 
was beautiful, it almost brought me to tears. And I just put 
it back in the pack and left everything there. Except for I 
may have taken some of the poetry. Because there was some found 
later in the back of the pickup, under the seat of somewhere. 

BUTLER: 

Would you have taken any of the poetry to your parents house 
or anything like that? 

i RED: 

I (cannot understand) I found it later behind the seat of the 
pickup or under the seat of the pickup. 

BUTLER: 

Did you take anything else out of the pack? 

ALLRED: 

I took nothing out of the pack? 

A 

BUTLER: 

Is it possible, Jeff, that you are involved in this and you 
did something to the girls and thought maybe that they did. 

Is it possible that you got this mixed up? 

ALLRED: 

It is not possible at all. I’ve never had any handgun ever 
in my life. And it is not possible at all. At that time in 
my life, I was not that ill at all. At that occurrence or just 
getting beat up in some way is what caused me to get involved 
with it, emotionally invovled with it. I was just going, it 
may be that it happened at the same time, near the concussion 
there is a little bit of bleeding, when I got down to Phoenix, 
internal brain damage from it. And at that time, I had not had 
any mental illness at all. No extensions of mental illness. 

BUTLER 

Who did you talk to in Yakima, do you remember? 

ALLRED 

Officer Kernan. 

r LER 

With the Grant County Sheriff’s Office? 

ALLRED 

No a special investigator with the FBI. 

BUTLER 

0kay - 000165 
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ALLRED: 

They decided to close the case shortly afterward. But I talked 
to him about it, they proved that that is one of the things, 
that they proved, is that I was not guilty of the crime. When 

I say it is impossible, because I talked to Officer Kernan 
and I gave him what I could gain from it and even placing myself 
as being guilty and .... 

BUTLER: 

Now, Officer Kernan, you talked to him where? 

ALLRED: 

In Yakima. 

BUTLER: 

Okay, did you talk to anybody else in Yakima? 

ALLRED: 

I talked to my doctor who is a, he’s got a license in hypnosis. 

BUTLER: 

Who is that? 

ALLRED: 

Dr. Phillips Roth. 

BUTLER: 

And he is in Yakima? 

.RED: 

Yeah. 

BUTLER: 

Were you down there going to school or something at that time? 

ALLRED: 

No. I flipped out about the bodies being found and that was 

A 

something I had been unable to stop and felt bad about it. 

And I went back into Yakima and I was in the hospital, but I 
was trying to convince myself that I had in some way harmed 
them. Then I talked to an investigator and he said no, I was 
not implicated at all. It could be something, you know you 
are following all the leads that you can, but no, it is not 
possible that I did it. I developed this paranoia. It is 
not an impossibility that it could have been a band completely 
out of the area, that it is not completely impossible that I could 
have had delusions and acting out, me being guilty of it, no. 

I know that I am not guilty of it. Until that period, and 

then the detective that I talked to, the investigator said 
that. I was not implicated and they simply closed the case. 

BUTLER: 

Okay, you may have to speak up just a little bit, so that that 
picks you up Jeff. How about any other... 

SHAY: 

Let’s go back to the, you said they shot one before, you said 
they shot one before they.... 

' LRED: 

They drove from the van, leaving the yard, one of them came 
to the door and wanted to know if I wanted to fight guns, knives 
or whatever, and I already said, I know you got a gun. So, 
that is where the fight was. And he ran back to the van when 

I pointed the gun at him, not at ause was holding 

it on the girls at that time, and QOQdS>Q.eaning like toward 
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ALLRED: 

the windshield to try to break their windshield. 

SHAY: 

Okay, but you said that you thought that they had shot 
one of the girls. 

ALLRED: 

She was in the van, but it was pulling out of my folk's yard 
and they shot one of them there. 

SHAY: 

Did you see them actually shoot them? 

ALLRED: 

Yes. 

SHAY: 

Okay. 

BUTLER: 

Where did they shoot her? 

ALLRED: 

The head. 

BUTLER: 

And where abouts in the head? 

ALLRED: 

She was turned to one side, it would have to be inside of the 
head I think. 

BUTLER: 

Left or right? 

ALLRED: 

Well, let's see, she would be looking out like this, it would 
have had to enter the left side, she was facing the windshield. 

SHAY: 

Was she free to move around,her hands and feet and what have 
you? 

ALLRED: 

Other then that? 

SHAY: 

Yeah, they weren't handcuffed or anything to that? 

ALLRED: 

No. No. 

SHAY: 

When they took them out of your house, did they just drag them 
out of your house, how did they.. 

ALLRED: 

They went in and took them by gunpoint, and I was downstairs 
and I came up just as the last one was there at the door, like 

I say, and asked me if I wanted to fight guns, knives or weapons, 
he was right there at the door. I was on the phone trying to 
get ahold of somebody and explain what was happening, I didn't 
even hear them, because I was on the downstairs phone. I did 
not even know that they were in the upstairs at all. 

SHAY: 

Can you tell who shot the girl? 

ALLRED: 

I can't tell, it seemed like it was a heavy set guy, you know 
with a moustache and long hair brown hair. And it

BUTLER: 

And where were the two girls at at this time? 

eLRED: 

One of them was in back, because I could only see one girl there. 

BUTLER: 

And how many people or men were in the front of the van? 

ALLRED: 

Just the one that was holding her°$os\®ge. The one that was 
at my door that went back to get inside the van.

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BUTLER: 

So there were only two men and two girls. 

ALLRED: 

In all there were only two men that I saw, but there were four 
in the van. Four people and two girls. 

BUTLER: 

And you describe the one that was holding the girl as a big 
heavy set guy? 

ALLRED: 

Yeah, that is why, I have never seen him around here anymore. 

And he fired the revolver, and that is when I fired my weapon. 

I already fired. 

BUTLER: 

Did he hit your house or hit anything? 

ALLRED: 

No, he fired at the girl, he should have hit that. I found 
a shell casing for a heavy gun, I didn’t know where it came 
from. For a pistol, it said something 2A on it, something like 
that. It was you know, a large pistol, like a 38 or something. 
But it didn’t say what caliber it was, it had something with 
letters on the front of that, somewhere and I didn’t know where 
the hell that came from. And I did fire at the window, but ' 
that is when I already heard a shot, as I said, he wasn’t firing 
at me. I wanted to, tried to shoot up only two shots in there. 
And I shot at their tires as they were leaving, but I didn’t 
hit it. As they were pulling out, I tried to shoot at the tires 
But I didn* t hit it. 

SHAY: 

Did you see where they dropped the girls off? 

ALLRED: 

I found out later, after the bodies had already been found, 
with a horse that was going nuts because of the smell. And 
it was all outlined due to your chalk and everything, the way 
where a dead body was. And it was two of them there you know, 
and that is the first time I saw the, where they had been let 
off. 

SHAY: 

So, you didn’t see them stop at that location? 

ALLRED: 

Like, I said, I saw them pulling up, up the hill, from going 
south from north across, they had already gone far enough to 
be across the Frenchmen Hills Wasteway and pulling out up the 
road there. 

SHAY: 

Towards Ephrata? 

ALLRED: 

No, towards, it would be from, they would be going away from 
Dodson Hoad, they were going back up the hill, south away from 
Ephrata. 

SHAY: 

Towards Royal City?

Towards Royal City,right. 

BUTLER: 

Where were they coming from, your place? 

ALLRED: 

They were coming at that time, they were coming from, let's 
say they were heading, they were coming from mine, as if they 
were coming from Moses Lake on Dodson Road. They were coming 
from the north, like where Frenchmen Hills Wasteway is, then 
coming from Frenchmen Hills Wasteway headed south towards Royal 

City. 

BUTLER: 

And this was already after they had left your place? 

ALLRED: 

Yeah. 

BUTLER: 

And when you had caught up to them again? 

ALLRED: 

Yeah. 

BUTLER: 

There had been a lapse in time, is that what you are saying? 

ALLRED: 

Yes. 

BUTLER: 

And you followed them to Yakima? 

ALLRED: 

Yes. 

BUTLER: 

Where did they go in Yakima? 

ALLRED: 

They did not make it to Yakima. They stopped in Yakima on River 
Canyon. 

BUTLER: 

To see who was following them or what? 

ALLRED: 

I don't have any idea why they stopped, maybe they were out 
of gas, I don't have any idea. 

SHAY: 

Okay, when they left towards Royal City, which way did they 
go to Yakima? 

ALLRED: 

They went south and then on Highway 26, they went west and then 
in Ellensburg they hit the Canyon Road between Ellensberg and 

Yakima. 

BUTLER: 

Do you remember any other details about this crime that you 
can recall? 

SHAY: 

You mentioned Chuck? 

ALLRED: 

That is the lead singer in a 1 still believe is responsibl 

for it, it was before the UUU1 Because I showed back 
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ALLRED: 

in Moses Lake and they were getting some equipment and I said, 

I would, call you all Restless. 

BUTLER: 

Call them all what? 

ALLRED: 

Restless. 

BUTLER: 

Restless? 

ALLRED: 

Because there is no sleep for the wicked. 

SHAY: 

Do you know Chuck's last name? 

ALLRED: 

Warner. He isn't the type of guy that would do that on his 
own. I was talking to him about lyrics in a restaurant when 
the gangbang was going on and he was the last one to leave or 
coming back trying to ask (cannot understand) he was just outside 
the door when I came up, he wanted to ask what kind of weapons 

I would fight with. 

BUTLER: 

Where was this van parked when they were raping the girls? 

ALLRED: 

Out in front of a restaurant. 

BUTLER: 

Do you remember the name of the restaurant? 

ALLRED: 

It seems like it was down there by the Lake Bowl, where Kebo's 
now is, it was either that one or the one that runs across the 
road from it, that used to have bands in there. 

BUTLER: 

So, it was either at Kebos or the one that is over there used 
to be what, Ed's Royal Rooster, or.. 

ALLRED: 

Something like that, yeah. 

BUTLER: 

Or the Hunter's Inn or whatever. 

ALLRED: 

Yeah,right, right. I talked to the one in the restaurant there 
at Kebo's, which is Lake Bowl, back then I believe. I was talking 
to Chuck in the restaurant there at the time. 

BUTLER: 

About doing lyrics for him? 

ALLRED: 

Doing lyrics for him and filling in as a drummer. Yeah. 

BUTLER: 

So there was this Chuck Warner and Tom Hitchcock. 

ALLRED: 

Yeah, yeah. 

BUTLER: 

And what was the drummers nan ^@Q<| 7 -] 
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I don't know him. Like I said, I never seen him since. I only 
assumed that it was the drummer who held the wheel, since they 
were looking for a new drummer and didn't find one. 

That held who? 

Holding the wheel of the van. Because that was the one person 
that was holding the wheel, I never seen that one again. And 
they were looking for a drummer, they were going through a period 
of going through alot of drummers at the time. 

You said that when you went back, when you shot at the van, 
that the big guy, the one that was the drummer, was holding 
the girl? 

Yeah. 

And you said that there was another fellow at the front door 
that had confronted you, what did he look like? 

He looked like Chuck Warner. 

That is who you recalled it being? 

Yeah. 

What did this fourth person that you haven't identified, what 
did he look like? 

I don't know, cause I didn't, I would rather not answer that 
question, because I feel that he was too young to make any sense 
of it. He was running around with some older people, so I would 
rather not answer that question. 

So he was a younger person? 

Yeah. 

A juvenile? 

He could have been at that time,yeah. 

Was he, did you associate him with being a friend of yours or 
a friend of Chuck's? 

I did later on associate him with being a friend of mine and 
renouncing most of the musicians, who I have been talking about. 
He hates them now. He told me that he hated them for a long 
time. And ended up playing in a band together with me, because 
of someone they had tortured in Arizona, I figured 
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ALLRED: 

as the laws of cause and affect, I have received the punishment 
for what those men did, and if I wanted to forgive them I could 
forgive.them. If I didn't want to I didn't have to, because 

I already suffered. That is just kind of the way that I felt 
about it. I do know more how they suffered for. I was raped 
and I was strapped to a bed for two and one half days and had 
alot of bad treatment down there? 

BUTLER: 

Who did that? 

ALLRED: 

Some niggers that belonged to a black band, a black bike band 
raped me, they were members of what they call the Druggers 
it is a black biking group. I stumbled in there on New 

Year's, a Christmas Eve, not having any other place to go. 

And, that was in the winter of 78 or 79, around there. Between 
Christmas and New Year's Eve, I went through being raped, strapped 
to a bed spread eagle for three and a half days and being put 
in a catonic transe for the other three and a half days, frozen 
stiff in a rigid condition. Tasted of what is felt like death, 
you know the experience of leaving the body and still being 
man and coming back to life. 

BUTLER: 

Just because they were toturing you? 

ALLRED: 

Well, it seemed like torture to me, yeah. You know I had to 
take their medication and I had never done any serious drugs, 
you know before that time. 

BUTLER: 

Were you doing drugs during this whole time, Jeff? 

ALLRED: 

A little bit of marijuana, maybe. 

BUTLER: 

Did you do any hard drugs back in the time that you were relating 
these girls deaths? 

ALLRED: 

I have never ever done anything besides marijuana and alcohol. 

A little bit of speed, cross tops you know, practically legal. 

But I haven't done nothing for quite some time,because I just 
don't like it, because I don't need it, you know. I had all 
those things and I quit. 

BUTLER: 

You weren't doing any PCP or any crack or anything like that? 

ALLRED: 

No, not at the time of that incident. I had in my past done 
a little bit of PCP, but I was v/atched heavily at the time by 
other beings around me, so I know that I stayed in that house. 

And I had that Canevanol (sp) too, but alot of it. Before I 
had went to Arizona to reform my ways, I am a mormon, my brother 
was an attorney. 

BUTLER: 

Is there any other crimes of this nature that you have knowledge 
of or that you know anything aQQQtl^a^y other deaths? 
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ALLRED: 

No. 

BUTLER: 

Do you remember where you were at, back in say about March, 
February, March of 1985? 

ALLRED: 

Yes, I do. February, March of 1985? 

BUTLER: 

Yeah were you at then, do you remember? 

ALLRED: 

I would have to think back. The shock treatments kind of make 
it hard to get in chronological order in my thinking. 

BUTLER: 

Okay. 

ALLRED: 

February, March of 1985, ... 

BUTLER: 

Now, we are talking, this is July right now,of 86. So we are 
talking about just a little over a year ago. This is before 
the situation with your parents. 

ALLRED: 

Yeah. 

BUTLER: 

Were you going to college? 

ALLRED: 

Yeah, I was in Yakima in a drug treatment program and going 
to college. 

BUTLER: 

Okay. 

ALLRED: 

And I fell out of it because I got to know some people pretty 
well, and went the other way. I was trying to help a couple 
of girls out that were on the shady side of life and but they 
needed my place to sleep and then one of them would be out 
of it and’ I was just trying to help them through their problems 

BUTLER: 

Where were you living at at the time? 

ALLRED: 

In Yakima. 

BUTLER: 

Do you remember the address? 

ALLRED: 

I don't remember the address,but it was not too far from the 
mental health building that I went to. 

BUTLER: 

Do you remember the name of the apartment or? 

ALLRED: 

No, I don't remember the name of the apartment. 

BUTLER: 

V/ho did you pay the rent to? 

ALLRED: 

Pinky. Everybody just called him Pinky. 
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BUTLER: 

Pinky? 

ALLRED: 

Yeah. 

BUTLER: 

He was the landlord? 

ALLRED: 

Yeah, well he was the caretaker of the place, the manager of 
the place, but he didn't own it. Everybody that associated 
with him just called him Pinky's Apartments, you know. 

BUTLER: 

What dates do you remember that you were in the drug program? 

ALLRED: 

Yeah. 

BUTLER: 

Was it an in-house program or.... 

ALLRED: 

It was just an out patient. It wasn't serious enough at the 
time. When I quit doing medications and took alot of drugs, 

I dropped out of school and things didn't go as well. 

BUTLER: 

What were you taking in school? 

ALLRED: 

I was just taking karate and weight lifting and piano, I like 
music, so I wanted to understand the music much better. 

BUTLER: 

What did you have for finances. How did you finance your schooling? 

ALLRED: 

Dad helped me. I had some public assistance and that helped 
me buy the books and that stuff. 

BUTLER: 

How about your rent, how did you pay your rent? 

ALLRED: 

I paid my rent through public assistance. 

BUTLER: 

Did you come home every weekend or every other weekend to visit 
your folks? 

ALLRED: 

Every other weekend, yeah. On the bus. 

BUTLER: 

You didn't have a car? 

ALLRED: 

Didn't have a car, no. 

BUTLER: 

Where did you take the bus from and where did you take it to? 

ALLRED: 

( 

Took the bus from Yakima and then take it George, either or 

Moses Lake. Usually George. 

BUTLER: 

Okay, you took the bus to George, where did you get off at? 

ALLRED: 
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BUTLER: 

If you took the bus to Moses Lake, where did you get off at? 

ALLRED: 

There is a greyhound depot. 

BUTLER: 

Right in town? 

ALLRED: 

Right in town. 

BUTLER: 

How much was that fare, do you remember? 

ALLRED: 

It was about $15.00, I think, $16.00 or something. 

BUTLER: 

Did you always pay cash for that, or did you write a check, 
or 

ALLRED: 

If I did, my dad put it on his, my dad covered the cost of it.. 

BUTLER: 

/ 

With a credit card, or did he give you a credit card to use 

to... 

ALLRED: 

No, I could call him up if I needed to, and he would pay, he 
would get bus tickets for me. But usually I would spend every 
other weekend with some member of the family and they would 
pay for, which ever member of the family I spent the weekend 
with would pay for my bus fare. 

BUTLER: 

And who, are you referring to as other members of your family? 

ALLRED: 

Randy and Jerry, Randy Allred and Jerry Allred, Lowell Allred, 
and back home again (cannot understand). 

BUTLER: 

They all'live in the Royal City area? 

ALLRED: 

Yeah, they do. 

BUTLER: 

So once you come back up on the bus and you took it to George, 
how did you get from George to Royal City? 

ALLRED: 

My dad would come and pick me up or my brother, whichever person 
(cannot understand) the bus station there at Martha’s Inn there 
at George, Washington. 

BUTLER: 

Did you ever hitchhike home? 

ALLRED: 

BUTLER: 

No. 

Did you ever hitchhike from George to Royal City? 

ALLRED: 

No.

BUTLER: 

You always called one of the family to come and get you? 

ALLRED: 

Yeah. 

BUTLER: 

And you never ever hitchhiked up, how about this fellow, this 
fellow that was with you when you we;re at your parents house, 
that was a Salvadorian or whatever, what was his name. 

ALLRED: 

Sam Orellana. 

BUTLER: 

Sam Loreano? 

ALLRED: 

Orellana. 

BUTTLER: 

Orellana. How do you spell that? 

ALLRED: 

ORELLANA. I belive, that is as close as I can come to it. 

BUTLER: 

Where did you meet Sam? 

ALLRED: 

Downtown, Yakima. 

BUTLER: 

Was he a druggie, or did he have some drug problems, is that 
why you brought him with you or what? 

ALLRED: 

No, he just intrigued me because he was like a refuge, but he 
had alot of talent in music, he showed me when I went to music 
stores that he could play music good, and I was thinking about 
getting something with a latin sound together. He could play 
bongos and guitar and he intrigued me. 

BUTLER: 

How many times did you take him home with you? 

ALLRED: 

Oh, about’four or five nights a week, (cannot understand) 
you know stayed there, was into drug culture, and I smoked 
some crack. I didn’t know it was crack. He was trying to expla 
it to me, something different then cocaine, but it was still 
cocaine. And he would stay at my house once in a while to get 
away from downtown. I found out from the other Salvadorian 
guy that this guy had taken his apple picking check and invested 
it in cocaine and didn't want him around the house any more. 
That is what the Salvadorian said. 

BUTLER: 

So the Salvadorian, this was all staying at your place in Yakima 

ALLRED: 

Yeah. 

BUTLER: 

How many times did you take him home with you on the bus or 
take him home to your parents? 

ALLRED: 

Just that one time. 
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BUTLER: 

Just took Sam home the one time? 

ALLRED: 

Yeah, I have taken other people home because, you know. 

SHAY: 

When did you first meet the Salvadorian? 

ALLRED: 

I have known him for let's see it was when things were starting 
to get warm up again this spring, spring of 85. 

SHAY: 

Can you remember... 

ALLRED: 

No, just a minute, no, it was in the late summer of 85, it 
would have been in July, late July of 85 or just around the 
first of 85. I rented from’ the--God dam it, I know the name 
of it, (cannot understand) North Gordon Road, in Yakima, there 
is the apartment, they got to be important, but the name slips 
my mind, Shilo Inn. Shilo Inn, I got a nice room, my dad was 
supplementing my income then and everything and I just got on 
crack and, I thought they were not my real family, I thought 
they were not helping out my real family, who was from Bolivia 
and that my father was really Howard Hughes and that the Mormon 
Church had really tortured Howard Hughes, you know into just 
wanting to die, and that these people would not help my real 
family or raise a finger to help them and all that. That 
was delusions that I kept in me. Finally, everything built 
up cause of the suffering that I had done, that I had already 
told you about, and I just simply blamed them for all my problems 
And in a flash, you know it seemed so fast. 

SHAY: 

We are not interested in your folk f s thing. We realize that 
you have already been to court on that. And it is all taken 
care of. 

BUTLER: 

We are no't trying to rehash anything with you there Jeff. 

ALLRED: 

Okay. 

BUTLER: 

But we are just trying to... 

ALLRED: 

Okay, well, I'm trying to make it worth your time, you know. 

That the happenings that happened there I'm real sure of, it 
is just that sometimes I think that I might have been delusional 
on who they were. 

SHAY: 

Sure, we understand that. 

ALLRED: 

But the happenings that 1 am describing is what 1 remember of 
it, okay. And I don't like to say Tom Hitchcock is guilty or 
Chuck Warner is guilty or Bobby Hask, the other one that was 
younger, that is the reason that he hates Tom Hitchcock and 
he said even Chuck Warner. 
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ALLRED: 

You know he hates those other guys because he just hated them. 

BUTLER: 

Bobby Hatch? 

ALLRED: 

Hash. 

BUTLER: 

Hash? HASH? 

ALLRED: 

Yeah, he was a trustee in Yakima County Jail down there, no, 
not Yakima, but Grant County Jail, he was a trustee the last 
time that I was in there. I confronted him with it, but he 
said that he didn't know anything about it, but of course, 
that is then. And one time, The Band, we did do some, a little 
bit of cocaine, and head for Seattle once and he seems to me 
that he was trying to describe the events on that night. And 
just say, you know, sweep it under the rug, or, I know that 

I owe you one, that type of thing, that type of deal, where 
he was feeling remorsefull about it, that is the reason that 
he hates them, or hated them, you know, I felt that, was the 
reason why he hated them instead of music difficulties. 

BUTLER: 

Getting back to around February, March of 1985, just a little 
over a year ago. Do you recall hearing about a couple that 
were killed. A couple that were killed in the Vantage, George 
Mattawa area? 

ALLRED: 

No, I don't. 

BUTLER: 

Did you hear anything about that at all? 

ALLRED: 

Didn't at all. 

BUTLER: 

Where it came out in the newspaper that they were a boyfriend, 
girlfriend from Seattle and they were missing. That they had 
come to the Moses Lake or the George, Mattawa area and then 
they had not been seen or heard from since. And then they did 
not show up for work, you know when it came time for work. 

ALLRED: 

So there really is a demon around then? 

BUTLER: 

Well, I don't know about a demon, but something happened to 
this couple and we just were wondering if you had heard anything 
or knew anything about this particular couple? 

ALLRED: 

Never knew anything, known anything about her at all, I have 
no recollection of it whatsoever. 

BUTLER: 

Now, I have a... 

ALLRED: 

I am alright. You know, I could speak to you very candidly 
on any of these things, becauseQ$Hi^9h OS pitalization here. 
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ALLRED: 

You know, it would not. really jeopardize me that much to say, 
if 1 did know. Because I am here to get my problems over with. 

BUTLER: 

Sure, and we understand that. 

ALLRED: 

I am not the type of person that enjoys doing what I did to 
my parents. I don't enjoy that type of action at all, you 
know violence. I don't appreciate violence at all. No, when 
it comes to that couple, I don't know. 

BUTLER: 

If I showed you a picture do you have any objection if I showed 
you a picture of the fellow and his girlfriend to see if recognize 
them. These are not gory pictures or anything like that, these 
are pictures of him and his girlfriend together when they were 
alive and before they came up missing? 

ALLRED: 

Sure, go ahead. 

BUTLER: 

Any problem with that? 

ALLRED: 

No, it is fine, go ahead and show me the pictures. 

BUTLER: 

Okay. Now this is the picture of the two of them standing by 
their car. 

ALLRED: 

I've never seen them before. I can't recollect who they might, 

I... 

BUTLER: 

Have you ever seen either one of those people before? 

ALLRED: 

No. I haven't seen them, they don't ring a bell at all. 

BUTLER: 

Okay,how about this picture here, this just shows pretty much 
the fellow standing behind his U-Haul trailer, they were apparently 
it says t"he bluest skies you have ever seen are in Seattle, 
they were moving to Seattle. 

ALLRED: 

I still don't recognize him at all. 

BUTLER: 

You don't recognize him at all? 

ALLRED: 

Well, he reminds me of somebody from Royal City or something. 

BUTLER: 

Now, looking at that person, do you have any opinion as to what 
nationality he is? 

ALLRED: 

Assuming that he would be spanish-american. 

BUTLER: 

Okay, and what about the picture here of the both them together? 

ALLRED: 

He still looks spanish-american. 
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BUTLER 

How about the young lady? 

ALLRED 

Well, she is Caucasian. 1 have no, I have never dealt with her 
at all. 

BUTLER 

Okay, you did not hear about them being found dead? 

ALLRED 

Never heard anything about that. 

BUTLER 

What period of time Jeff are we talking about, what I am not 
rehashing the event with your parents, but I am just trying 
to think what date were you in jail or incarcerated where you 
would not have had access to the paper? Do you know when you 
went into jail prior to your trial, do you remember what that 
date was? 

ALLRED 

September 23rd. 

BUTLER 

Of 85? 

ALLRED 

Yeah. 

BUTLER 

So where were you between February and September? 

ALLRED 

Yakima mostly, the summer I worked at the farm right next to 
my folk’s during the summer. 

BUTLER: 

: Okay, do you remember who you worked for? 

ALLRED) 

: Yeah, well it is Mike Bueller’s brother-in-law. I can’t 

think of his name. 

SHAY: 

So you worked down at a Fertilizer Company in (cannot understand 

ALLRED: 

: No, he works on the farm, on my dad’s farm. Mike Bueller, he 

lives in a trailer over at 7.7. 

SHAY: 

But, he doesn't have a second job? 

ALLRED 

No. 

BUTLER 

So you were just working there full-time? 

ALLRED 

Pretty much. 

BUTLER 

Changing water and stuff like that? 

ALLRED 

Changing water and swathing, swathing his hay, doing some heavy 
work with the sprinkler systems, and pumps, he had some problems 
with his pumps. 

BUTLER: 

: Would he have had and kept payO0ft:1(84ls and stuff like that, 
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BUTLER: 

for you, showing which days you worked and which days you were 
off? 

ALLRED: 

No, he didn 1 t. 

BUTLER: 

Did he just pay you so much a month or. 

No, that is not our intention at all Jeff, in fact, I just want 

to mention here that we have turned the tape over and we are 
on the second side of the tape and the tape was turned over 
at 4:04 pm, still July 16, 1986. And I just asked you about 

pay records as far as accountability of your time, and you 

indicated that .... 

ALLRED: 

I didn't have a car or anything, I never hitchhiked anyway and, 
no, I didn't have access to go anywhere. You know, I know when 

I did something. 

SHAY: 

Sure. 

ALLRED: 

Wrong. I didn’t try to get away with it. I get a guilty 
conscience even if 1 am around when somebody else gets in 
trouble. I do really. 

SHAY: 

You made the comment while he was flipping the tape over, 
that we were trying to pin something on you. We are not trying 
to pin anything, you have to look at it from'a law enforcement 
perspective, everybody in the world is a suspect when it comes 
to something like what we have been talking about. And so what 
we are trying to do is eliminate as many people as we can, and 
that is why we are here talking with you. If we can eliminate 
Jeff Allred, we can go look for somebody else and that is why, 
we are glad that you are honest with us and up front and willing 
to talk to us, cause that helps us to eliminate Jeff Allred. 

ALLRED: 

Okay. 

BUTLER: 

We are not trying to pin anything on you Jeff, but we thought 
that where you had gone into the Sheriff’s Office and tried 
to cooperate before, that you may have some informtion that 

You heard from another source or had... 

ALLRED: 

Oh, I see, hearing about somewhere. 

BUTLER: 

Had knowledge... 

ALLRED: 

I was in the, living in, it is a matter of truth, I was living 
in that area of Yakima where alot of crime, you know comes 
from that, down there. I know what, now I understand. That 

I could have heard about sometJoixig in Yakima. Cause I hang 
out in the high crime area thtM4 . °But I didn’t have any place 
to eat and drink that cheaply. It’s got it’s advantages. 
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SHAY: Sure. 

ALLRED: I used to be a bartender at the Crystal Palace, as a matter 

of fact. But, no I never heard anything about it and I know 
that I did not have any connection to it. 

BUTER: That is all that we are trying to do is account for your time 

and what Deputy Shay, Investigator Shay indicated, you know 
if we can eliminate you, that is one less person that we have 
to consider. And if you have any information that is helpful 
to us, then that is just that much further down the road that 
we are. So we are not trying to insinuate anything, we are 
just hoping that you might be able to shed some light on what 
may have happened or have knowledge or somebody that could shed 
some light on something. 

ALLRED: There was another instance where this one guy in a restaurant 

where I had gone previously was on coke and he was talking about 
throwing women off boats and stuff like that. I went down to 
the lobby on, and (cannot understand) calling by his real name 
to come and spend some time in his room (cannot understand) 
cause he just lived across the street. And, he was using false 
credit cards to travel around and sometimes I think that he 
was the, cause of what I remember of the Wilderness Battleground 
State Park in Portland, is that he had, this would have been 
in, let's see, my second year of fishing, an (cannot understand) 
and all I had was a football and he had rocks and he told me 
that he had been a pitcher in High School and had alot 
of potential and that a girl had screamed pig at a cop and the 
cop used police brutality on her and he went there to help 
her out and he got nailed in the back of the head with a billy 
club and got his arm all messed up to where he could no longer 
be a pitcher anymore and he blamed that on that girl and hated 
them. But that one is already taken care of, because of some 
guy, I think the wilderness killer, I think was different then 
Bundy, I think he was just the apartment face killer and this 
guy was, could have been, there was something in Canada, that 
I told, because I read in the paper something about,you know, 
somebody leaving some poetry along with dead bodies and he 
thought he could write really well, by sending poetry back and 
forth. But all I really remember is once again,just coming 
to the surface of the lake, you know I had been under water 
for a long time, and coming to the surface of the lake and gasping 
for air and I just wanted somebody to help me, there was a raft, 
and by that time he v/as out on the raft, and I thought that 
well, that was just nothing, I didn't think anything about it, 
he was on the raft, and he helped me back on the raft. He had 
already beat me that far down, I am trying to remember what 
he was like, at any rate, that one was taken care. His name 
was Doug Rashford, and I think that one was taken care of through 
Canada. I just wondered why me, you know, why would I run into 
so much of this bull shit in society that is the problem with 
me right now. Is I have run mmz much, so much, all, everything 
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in society that is making us break down as a country, I have 
been a victim of. I guess just somebody out there hitchhiking 
you know, could have done that. He didn't say that he used 
to have a volkswagon, and went practically crazy when I called 
him Ted, and he had a cast which he carried around with him, 
which was signed with all kinds of female names and the cast 
was with him, there was one of them that did have a cast or 
something, the wilderness killer, I believe, they found something 
from a cast and he was carrying it around with him until he 
got into throw it away or whatever happened to it, I don't know. 

What was his name? 

Doug Radford. He was from Michigan. 

And where did you meet him at? 

I met him by picking up a hitchhiker when I was heading up to 
fish in Alaska from Arizona, I had a 61 Studebaker. But I read 
in the paper about somebody that was distributing poetry on 
dead bodies in Canada and he had informed me that he was going 
to Canada earlier to try to take a vacation or whatever, drive 
around Canada, (cannot understand) told me that he was going 
there about the same time that he was supposedly there, these 
reports started coming out, and I thought hey, maybe something 
is real here. Because I just, you know, it is hard to face 
those types of realities and mine sometimes says, no don't worry 
about it or whatever, because it is harder to face reality. 

1 threw a football at him and one young lady went into the water 
and I dove in after her and another one is involved, is all 
of my hypothisis. So, then me not taking part in any of this, 
as far as doing something bad, you know, I just wonder, how 
come me, ’why me. But he did have a cast, I believe that that 
was brought forward in one of the murders, wasn't it, somebody 
with a cast or something. 

Do you read many murder mysteries? 

Just if they are in the papers. 

Just stuff that comes out in the newspapers. 

Yeah. 

You don't buy novels and read them? 

No, I am into Hemingway and F. Scott Fitsgerald, and Hemingway 
is really the single biggest influence on my life. I was reading 
a book about Ulysis S. Grant right now. 

Do you still like poetry? 
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ALLRED: 

Yeah, I still like a little poetry and music, so, I read a little 
bit of June Carol while I was in jail. 1 read John Steinbeck 
and J.R. Tolken and Stephen, I don't read Stephen King. That 
is another trilogy, that is not important what I read. Let's 
get off it. I have a hard time some times getting off on these 
tangents. 

BUTLER: 

You do alot of reading though? 

ALLRED: 

Yeah, I do alot of reading. Play alot of music when I get a 
chance. And do alot of reading when I don't. And that is what 

I like. 

BUTLER: 

Sure. Is there anything else that you can think of Jeff that 
would have a bearing on either one of these two cases? The 
two girls that were found dead and the boyfriend and girlfriend 
that were found dead? 

ALLRED: 

No, I don't. 

BUTLER: 

Any idea who we might talk to that might have that kind of 
information in the Moses Lake, or George, Mattawa area. Who 
is in the know down in that area? 

ALLRED: 

I am not sure, because it has been such a long time since 

Mattawa. You know if you wanted to get to somebody... 

' BUTLER: 

If you wanted to know something personally and you heard 
something had taken place, is there any particular person 
that you would go to and ask? A particular tavern, or a particular 
bartender or somebody that hears everything that is going on, 
that knows everything that is going on? 

ALLRED: 

Well somebody in Stockman's Restaurant in Mattawa might. Maybe 
a bartender or a girl or, you know the manager of Stockman's. 

BUTLER: 

This doesn't have anything to do with it, but alot of times 
a drug dealer or somebody that you may have purchased drugs 
from, they are pretty much in the know, they know what is going 
on and who is doing what, and I am not looking to arrest anybody 
for a drug violation, but do you know anybody along those lines 
that would be somebody that a person could talk to that is in 
the know? 

ALLRED: 

c 

Well, yeah. He is, the (cannot understand) because he has been 
getting invovled in (cannot understand) his name is Miguel Castellano 
Castellano is the way that you would spell it, because two 11's 
is a y in Spanish. So we say Castellano. He is from Honduras. 

He is about my height and very slim, about 5*9 M , very slender. 

He might know something about it, he is the only one that I 
know of personally. Sometime^Q^p^dje at Mental Health find 
out some of those things, going down. 
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Castellano, huh? 

Yeah. He is a refuge from Honduras, and so he probably would 
be pretty shy about saying anything. He might know, and I hope 
he finds out what kind of a dirty world he is getting into, 
because I don't think that he knows anything about the drugs 
that he is getting laced, I mean he is not the man on the top 
of the line at all. He is in alot of danger doing what he is 
doing. 

Is he still living there at Pinky's Apartments? 

No, I was (cannot understand) 

You did what? 

After I moved back into the Shadow Apartments, after we moved 
into the Shadow Apartments, there in Yakima, that is when I 
started living at that place. At Pinky's I let a couple of 
prostitutes stay with me. 

Are they still in the Yakima area? 

Yeah, most likely. 

Do they go by their real names, or do you know what their real 
name is. 

Well, Helen usually goes by her real name, but I don't think 
that she would let anything out, or you know, she might, Helen 
I can't think of her last name, short and fat, but a good friend 
of somebodys. I have heard of times that she was a snitch, 
so maybe she might help officers out once in a while. She does 
have a set of hormones. 

What does she look like? 

She is about 5*3", heavy set, blonde hair, or dyed hair which 
ever, punk rocker style, operates more on her personality then 
she does on looks. 

How old of a gal? 

Oh, about 30. She looks that old, but maybe she is not. She 
tells me that she is only 22, but she has had a rough life. 

And she works out of Stockman's? 

She did before, but I think I got her back out of there again, 

I helped her get in touch with a boyfriend, last I heard she 
had a boyfriend and she didn't have to go down there anymore. 
See, she has a son, and her parents take care of her son, but 
they won't take care of her anQO0^@^on, so she has to leave 
her son at her parents and send them all the money and then 
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somewhere to put herself up, she is probably able to put herself 
on her own two feet again, you see. 

Where do her parents live? 

They live somewhere in the Yakima valley. She says she feels 
like she was thrown out, she turned into a prostitute to make 
some money for herself. 

You don f t remember Helen*s last name? 

No, we never, she even stayed with me, but she never used 
her last name. It was just Helen. 

What about the other girl who stayed with you? 

Tami, she has been down there since she was 13 years old, 

I haven*t seen her for about a month, after, you know before 
I left Yakima. She hangs around sometimes. 

No last name on Tami? 

No, just Tami. There was alot of them down there. Sometimes 
they can be helped if.... 

I don*t have anything further. 

Am I eliminated in this process? 

I think so, pretty much. Yes. It helped us considerably. 

Our primary concern was of the two couples and I know at the 
time of your arrest you mentioned something about the two girls 
at the time of your arrest then and that is why we started there. 
And you helped us considerably there too. We do appreciate you 
taking your time and talking to us and being open and honest. 

Okay. See I monitor my, no go ahead.. 

I was just going to say, Jeff, that I hope that we, if we need 
to that you don*t have any objection to us coming back at some 
later time and talking to you, you know if that comes up, if 
we find some information out and say Helen or Tami or somebody 
and we want to come back and ask you some questions, you don*t 
have any objections to us coming and talking to you, if we call 
ahead of time and let you know that we are coming or whatever? 

No, that would be fine. You know in Moses Lake, I still get 
the feeling that Hitchcock because of showing me that badge 
and stuff, he has been, he told me that he had a job as a security 
officer where he got that at, that is what he does for work. 

Wasn*t his dad a police officer? 
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I lold them who it was, 1 couldn f t get any response. That is 
what the girl said too, exactly. Was what they said, was that 
his dad is a police officer. I know why he got that, then 1 
know that is who it was, there is no shadow of a doubt. Because 
it complies with everything that they said. 

Didn't you know that his father was a police officer? 

I just, something just that the girls had said, that was why 
they couldn't go downtown to the police, because his dad was 
a police officer, and that was another reason that I had to 
explain to the girl on the phone in the Sheriff's Department 
who it was and they just laughed it off and wouldn't take it 
anywhere, so 

His dad is no longer a police officer. 

But, that is exactly, and Tom himself has a job as a security, 
and one time he wanted to go horseback riding with me and carried 
his pistol out there, you know, and he was telling me that he 
had a gun again, he said he got a gun now, he was in security 
and he got to carry his gun home with him and everything. And 
the only thing that saved my life there was a member from our 
band being with me. Paul Carlson. And nobody will believe 
that it is Hitchcock, but once you mention that about his dad 
being a police, I know it is. But I know those girls, that 
is exactly what they told me. We couldn't go there, that is 
his badge and all that bull shit, he has got a security police 
or a badge from somewhere. 

How long had these girls known him and the members of the band? 

They had never even seen them before. But they were the type 
that were* interested in music and rock and roll people are their 
heros, see, that is their, they are hitchhiking and young and 
rock and roll figures are who they idolize, but they got raped 
at gunpoint and I got russian roulette, that has fucked up my 
whole life. That is why 1 am in here now. That is what caused 
it you see. Shit. I am glad that you mentioned that. Because 
now I know that is who that is. I am absolutely positive. 

Okay, anything else that you can think of that you want to add? 

No, I can't add anymore other then I am glad that you got, that 
you are here so that I can get that off my chest, it has been 
even more therapeutic then the doctors, because everything is 
on such a different level and they don't want to talk about 
that. But this is something concrete, you know. And part 
of being wanted, my family would never believe me and that was 
part of the reason that I was trying to prove, was crying for 
help, I was trying to prove all along that I knew the difference 
between reality and delusion 000Llt8§i/as reality that I shot my 
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parents even though, I could have called that delusion and had 

Sam nailed to the wall easy. Cause I pulled out all the guns 
out of the gun cabinet so my fingerprints were on every single 
gun in the whole place and I fucked up, and that is what I told 
my brother when I called him, that I know the difference between 
delusion and reality. I know that I killed my parents, but 
by the same token I know what happened before, that that was 
real that happened to me, and I was raped afterwards and taken 
to a mental institution and tortured after I tried to save 
two lives as best I could. I'm glad that you came down here. 

And I can tell you right now, that I know that, I know who 
it was.

This will be a taped statement in reference CR 85"01865 and 85~08371 
be an interview with DAN IVEY, present in the room is Dan Ivey, 

Grant County Undersheriff Larry G. Hively and Investigator Mike 

Shay of the Grant County Sheriff's Office. Today's date is 8/28/85 
the time is 9*33 A. M., Dan, the tape recorder is on, do you have 
any problems with that? 

IVEY: 

No. 

SHAY: 

You know it is on. Any time, Larry 

HIVELY: 

Dan, you are being interviewed today with your permission, is that 
correct? 

IVEY: 

Uh-uh. 

HIVELY: 

Totally voluntary on your part? 

IVEY: 

Yes, 1 am 

HIVELY: 

Can you tell me what your age is, Dan? 

IVEY: 

1 am 21 years old. 

HIVELY: 

Do you have any problems at all with this conversation being taped? 

IVEY: 

No, sir. 

HIVELY: 

It is my understanding, Dan, that you lived with an individual 
by the name of Patrick Watson, is that correct? 

IVEY: 

Yes. 

HIVELY: 

Can you tell me what period of time you lived with him? 

IVEY: 

He was there at the house from approximately the 30th. of October 
until about Apri1 1st. 

HIVELY 

You say he was there at the house, what house? 

IVEY: 

My Aunt Janie's house. 

HIVELY: 

He was living at your Aunt Janie's house? 

IVEY: 

Yes. 

HIVELY: 

At the same time you were, is that correct? 

IVEY: 

Yah. 

HIVELY: 

During the course of time that you were associated with Patrick 
Watson, what types of conversation did you have? 

IVEY: 

We had various sorts, most of them were pretty much military 
oriented. He liked to talk a lot about different tactics that 
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he used in the service, and what he was trained in. He took a 
special pride in wanting to teach me all of it, and most of it was 
pretty much oriental, along those lines, and various other conversations 
came in. You know, just normal every day things, but that was primarily 
the subject that was given. 

HIVELY: 

Would you say special tactics that he was trained in in the military? 

IVEY: 

Yah. 

HIVELY 

What type of tactics are you talking about? 

IVEY: 

Sniper tactics, the art of concealment and sneak. Supposedly he was 
in the Green Beret, with the Special Forces in the tour through Nam. 

And, some of the things that man could do were extraordinary. Just 
different types of camouflage, concea1ement, different types of 
weaponry, you could always see, he would always walk in with a magazine 
in different arms and what not, he knew all the different types of 
armament and you know, knives and various weapons and whatnot like 
that, pretty much how to use them, mortar along the lines of guns 
and everything else, but he would always brag to me that he was a 
sniper, and one day, more or less he kinda proved it to me. That's 
pretty much what he knew the most about, guns and then these knives. 

HIVELY: 

You say that he knew the most about knives, would you go in to that 
just a little bit more in depth, and what type of tactics with knives? 

IVEY: 

Close order combat, and then like 1 said, he supposedly was a trained 
sniper, and he intended to teach me different forms of being able to 
come up behind people, you know grab ahold of them in different spots. 

HIVELY: 

Did he teach you in the handling or the use of knives? 

IVEY: 

A 1 i ttle bit. 

HIVELY: 

What types of training did he teach you in the use of knives? 

IVEY: 

Well he taught me how to throw, mainly pretty much any kind of knif, 
just basic positions to carry one. You know when you are in trouble 
and out like that. 1 think he started teaching me more for self-defense 
from what he knew, you know, knowledge wise, so it would be good for 
self-defense or anything else, and then it kinda got carried away, and 
he would more or less teach me different ways to kill people. 

HIVELY: 

What were some of the ways that he taught you to kill people? 

IVEY: 

Well, he used different ways of doing it, he taught me how to use 
garret around the neck, from behind, and just basic spots, you know 
where a knife blade would do just as much good and a less amount of 
noise as he put it. It is hard to explain because there was so 
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many different ways. But, his favorate tractic was sneaking up 
behind the door and grabbing me with a good choke hold around the 
neck and at the same time taking his finger and placing a knife 
and running it across, when you least expected it. That was his 
favorite trick, he was always doing that to me, 1 was sitting in 
the house somewhere and 1 would go to the bathroom and he would 
hide behind the door, and like when 1 would walk out in the hallway 
and in a split second time he would go (noise), you are dead. 

HIVELY: 

Okay, going in the jesture that you just showed with your finger, 
you are indicating that he would take a simulated knife and go 
across your throat, is that correct? 

IVEY: 

Yah. He'd never done it with a real knife, but sometimes it would 
scare me, because I figured one of these days he would. And, he had 
the ability to just disappear, you wouldn't even know he was there. 

1 mean it was abvious he was there, because he had no place else to 
go, but there were times that you couldn't find him, because he would 
hide. It was kinda like a big game of cat and mouse. 

HIVELY: 

Was this in a house, or out in an open field? 

IVEY: 

Well, it was in the house, it was in the horse barns. It was out 
in the yard, around in the bushes, and the vehicles. It could be 
anywhere, 1 would be talking to him for a minute and get up and leave 
and 1 would come back and he would be gone, and it would be kinda 
like a game of hide and seek. 1 had to go find him or he had to get 
me first, and he always had my guard up, always, because 1 would be 
sitting there washing dishes or doing something and he would jump 
behind a corner right next to me, and 1 wouldn't even know he was 
there, and it got almost to the point that it was unnerving, I'd 
lock the bedroom door at night you know. 1 don't know. 

HIVELY: 

Okay, you say that he had numerous weapons, is that correct? 

IVEY: 

Yah. 

HIVELY: 

Would you describe the weapons for me? 

IVEY: 

He had a .32 Berretta Automatic, that he claimed he carried in Viet Nam, 
but 1 don't know if he did or not. He was pretty efficient with it. 

He had an Army survival knife, with a blade approximately 8" inches 
long, two service daggers. 

HIVELY: 

By service daggers, what do you mean? 

IVEY: 

The double edge, more or less like a Boot knife, with legal blades, 
they were long bladed knives, 6-8" inches long, maybe more. 
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Okay, were the blades totally straight to the point or did they 
have curves toward the end of the blade? 


They curved down in to a point. 

On the other knife you described, did it have a straight blade or did 
it have a curved blade? 

It had a curved blade. 

It had a curved blade? 


Yah. 


Was it a heavy curve on the blade, or a light curve on the end? 


It was about a medium curve. Then he had, I don't know if I am 

pronouncing it right, he had a Ghurka knife that he had 

acquired somewhere. I forget which country it is, but they carry 
them in the service.

I don't even know. It was a big blade, I remember that. It was 
bigger than the rest of them. 

Did the Ghurka knife have a heavy, medium or light curve to it? 


It had a pretty heavy curve. 

What type of care did he take of his weapons? 

He took really good care of them. He was always polishing them, the 
pistol was always torn apart and he was cleaning it, nothing was 
fired out of it. He'd sit for long hours in the house and he would 
teach me how to clean it and how to tear it apart and put it back 
together and tear it down again, and it tears apart like an Army 
45, and he got me to where I could do that pretty easy, you know, 
and he always had a knife in his hand sharpening a knife. He always 
did, and under the kitchen chair, where he would always sit at the 
table, there was one chair at the kitchen table, he never let anybody 
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else sit in. One day I found out why, he had that Ghurka 
knife strapped underneath the chair, kinda more to the right hand 
side where he could get at it real easy with the palm of his hand, 
just put his fingers around it and pull it out of the sheath, and 
I asked him about it one day, I asked why is that there, and he said 
in case I am sitting here and anybody decides they want to get smart 
and break in to the house, and I, said well why would anybody want 
to do that and he said well somebody is bound to sooner or later. 

But, the subject was dropped there, but he always took good care of 
everything, he always sharpened his knife, he always cleaned his 
pistol, it seems like he always had time to do that. 

You say he always sharpened his knife, did he sharpen all of his knives 
or one particular one? 

Each, the survival knife was his favorite one that he had. That one 
he'd sharpen every day and the rest he would do more or less when he 
would get around to them. But, they were all kept sharp, they were 
all razor sharp, every one of them. 1 remember when he first got here 
he bought a brand new wet stone and within a couple of months the 
stone was real thin, that's how much he sharpened his knives. But, 
the one survival knife he would sharpen every day. 

The survival was the one with the medium curve on the tip? 

Yah, right. 

What was the width of the blade? 

Approximately 3" inches. 

What was the width at the point? 

At the top, I can't remember quite what it looks like right at the moment. 
It was, it was considerably the same width as it went along, it's just 
at one point, one blade would remain straight, but the other cutting 
edge would curve up, and it would vary in length right about the last, 
maybe 2-3" inches of the knife, that's where it would start to curve. 

I would ask at this point, Dan, if would draw a picture, the best 
that you can recal1 

Okay. 

Of a description of the blades of each of the knives that 
Well, we'll see what I can do here. 

Let the record show that Dan Ivey is at this time drawing on a nickle 
pad notebook, his best recall on the description on the knives owned 
by Patrick Watson. 
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I am not kind of an artist. I am not kind of an artist. There was 
one thing about the survival knife that was really strange, it 
had on the top edged blade, I don't know if it's very well in here, 
it had a notch set on the top portion, not on the cutting edge, but 
on the top portion of the blade, it had a notch set in it, in the 
blade. Now what it's for I don't really know. But, I always remembered 
that because it seemed so out of place. 

Do you by chance recall the brand of the survival knife? 

That was what was strange, there wasn't a single knife there that had 
a brand name on it, all 1 know they all had surgical steel blades, that's 
all I remember, but none of them had a brand name that I recall on 
any of them. 

Did they appear to be military type styles? 

Most of them, yah. 

What type of handle was on the survival knife? 

It had a hollow metal handle on it, the Ghurka knife had more or less 
wooden handle, and it was tied in leather and had a leather sheath for it. 
The boot knife had a solid metal handle, and it was balanced, you know 
it was painted olive drab green. And it had a camouflage sheath. 

Go ahead with your drawings. 

I am trying to remember, there was one more, I can't remember right 
off hand. These are very basic drawings. The boot knife was the 
one that had the twin edges. 

Both edges were sharp on the boot knife. 

Both edges were extremely sharp. He would make sure that he could 
shread paper with either edge on the knife itself. But there was 
two edges and on each side there was ribbing, kinchdown the center 
where it was raised sections so the blades were more or less beveled 
from the center on it. I will try to get that down there. The Ghurka 
is going to be kinda hard to draw. 

Just do the best you can. 

There is one way to do a big curv/ed machete, and leave the edges 
here. Inside of the curve. He*made the comment to me one time on 
the Ghurka that it was designed that way to - for the ability of the 
person carrying it to be able to sneak up behind somebody, and you 
know it was made to this shape so it would fit a man's neck, it was 
the way the inside on the flat of the blade is, more or less, and that's 
where the leading edge was, and the whole outside edge, the outside 
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curve of the blade was not sharp, there was no edge on it, it was 
a flat edge. 

HIVELY: 

: Only the leading edge was sharp? 

IVEY: 

Yah, the leading edge on the inside of the curve was the only one 
that was sharp. And, of course the little bit of the tip. It was 
more or less of a rounded tip, it didn't really come out to a point 
like you would expect it would. Those was the only three that 1 
really remember that he even had. 

HIVELY: 

But he did make the comment to you that the Ghurka knife was of the 
type used to cut a person's throat. 

IVEY: 

It was used for close order. 1 am trying to think of how he worded 
it. He said it was for close order combat when he needed to keep 
somebody silent and dispose of them at the same time, was more or 
less how he worded it. 1 can't remember his exact wording, he was 
a little more direct and a little more military oriented than 1 
could ever possibly be. 

HIVELY: 

During the course of your conversations, did you ever discuss his 
military history? 

IVEY: 

We did now and then, but not that often; that and his childhood were 
a couple of things that he never did want to talk about. He always 
bragged about being in the service, primarily what he did, but he 
would never go in to details as to just what all he did. He was a 
trained jungle expert, he was taught in jungle warfare and close 
combat tactics, and had two or three sniper pins for his uniform. 

And, now, 1 don't know, you know all 1 know is hearsay through him 
and just people that know him on the phone that I've talked to, he 
was always receiving phone calls. Everywhere across the states, 
most of them were Washington D. C., Oklahoma, and you guys have records 
of the phone calls, most of the numbers, when they took place and 
what not. 

HIVELY: 

Did he indicate to you where he was stationed while he was in the 
mi 1itary? 

IVEY: 

He didn't real 1y say. 

HIVELY: 

You said earlier that he was in Viet Nam? 

IVEY: 

Yah, he'd taken one tour that 1 had known of in Viet Nam, 1 don't know 
where he was at after that, or where he started. 

HIVELY: 

Did he ever indicate to you that he was in Laos? Cambodia? 

IVEY: 

He said something about Cambodia once, but 1 don't know if he was 
ever up there. 

HIVELY: 

Did he ever indicate to 9®91$Yat he was in Lebanon? 
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Yes. 



He did indicate that he was in Lebanon? Did he ever indicate to you 
that he had any prejudices against any of those people from those 
coun tries? 


He did. 


What particular countries did he indicate he had prejudices of the 
people? 

Mainly Viet Nam. Mainly Viet Nam, and he wasn't too awful - he 
didn't care too much for Lebonese (sp) either, but Viet Nam was the 
main one that he had a hatred for, he did not like Viet Namese. 

So he indicated to you that he had a prejudice against the Southeast 
Asian people? 

More or less. 

And, am I correct in understanding that he did indicate to you that 
he had a prejudice against peoples of the Middle East? 

Some of them. 

By some of them, which ones specifically? 

Mostly Arabs. Mostly Arabs. Those are the only ones that he 
really expressed a disapproval for. 

Did he ever indicate to you that he had prejudices against those types 
of people and inter-racial married persons? 

Yes. 

In what way? 

More or less, in his opinion, anybody that would have an inter-racial 
marriage like that should be shot immediately. It sounds like pretty 

straight forward, but if you listen to him tell it to you it's a lot 
worse. 

So the prejudice was extreme on inter-racial marriages? 

Really extreme, it was really extreme. It's more or less, it was almost 
to the point like it would be like a Texans approval of a marriage 
between a colored person or a blond, light skinned woman. And there 
is a very deep hatred there of that, and it's it's an emense hatred. 

Did he ever have any conversations with you on death? 

Yes. 
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HIVELY: Pardon? 

IVEY: Many of them. We had quite a few conversations like that. 

HIVELY: On death? 

IVEY: Yah. 

HIVELY: Could you relate some of those conversations to me? 

IVEY: More or less what was said was that death wasn't that big a thing. 

You were either here or you weren't. And, you could just as easily 
die as you could live, and it was just as easy for him to accept 
either one for himself or for other people. His general philosophy 
more or less was you get up in the morning and you say, well I'm 
here, big deal, if I go tomorrow, big deal. No body cares, 1 don't 
care you know, 1 don't want you to care, and that was his opinion 
toward everybody as far as life and death. Here today, gone tomorrow 
that type of thing, you know, and as far as you was concerned, if you 
were helped on either way, that was fine too. He took an indifferent 
opinion on it. To him, he was immortal, he would always be around, 
but everybody around he and everybody that he knew, would sooner or 
later die, and it used to really upset me because Aunt Janie's getting 
kinda old, 1 shouldn't say that, but she is, and you know some day 
she may pass away, and if he was there, he wouldn't care. He'd remain 
. totally indifferent about it, he'd act as though nothing had even 

happened. He was so cold that way, he had no emotion toward life or 
death. It was so many times we would go out, and he's got a pet, 
and we would go out, we would target practice and take the .22 rifle 
out or his automatic little pistol, we were constantly practicing, 
especially with that little pistol, we would go out and shoot targets 
out in the pit. And, one day we had a friend of his over, Dave Sanford 
who has the Army Navy Store, and he brought over a 30-06, and he 

had some armored piercing rounds, that he wanted to use so he could 

reload them, he brought those over with him one day last winter, there 
was snow on the ground, it was about January, I think, the end of 
January, and we went up a new pit two practices we usually did you 
know, and Dave he 'd erne along now and then, because he likes to 
shoot, he's a Marksman, so am 1, I 1ike to shoot too, and I like to 

hunt in the fall, but we went up in the pit, and Pat's favorite 

position, the first thing he did he made the comment that a lot of 
times in View Nam that's what they used for sniper duty, was a 30-06 
with a scope. You know it was high enough range rifle that you could 

sit up on a hill side over an enemy camp and be able to hit the mark. 

Well, he run back to the house, we had been shooting for a while and 
he ran back to the house and he grabbed a red apple, it would fit 

in the palm of your hand, it wasn't that big, and he took it 100 yds. 

down from where we were at, and set it on top of a cinder block in 
the snow bank, then he walked back up, and Dave is kinda quiet, he 
really doesn't say much, and I am always curious, I asked him why 
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HIVELY: 

HIVELY: 

IVEY: 


Did you do that and he said well, I am going to show you something. 

He said pick up that rifle which was sitting on a stool that we 
had taken out there to set it on, and he said looking through the scepe 
you see how big that apple is even with the scope and I said yes, 
and he said that's the size of a man's head at about 250 yds. He 
said not watch, he got down prone in the snow, and he was more or 
less left handed but he would shoot right handed, he wrote left 
handed, but he always would shoot a gun right handed, always carry 
a knife right handed, that's the way he was, he was more comfortable 
that way, and he got down prone and he sighted in that apple and it 
only took him a couple of seconds, and he'd change from being standing 
up to laying down, to where he had a bead through the scope on that 
apple and he put an armored piercing slug right through the middle, 
and he looked up at me and he said, that's as easy as it is. 

Did he ever discuss with you the particular methods or types of killing 
a person? 

The tape on Side one ran out, let the record show that the tape 
has been changed to Side two, at 10:09 A. M. Dan, I will repeat my 
question, did Patrick Watson ever describe to you a particular type 
or method of killing a person? 

He told me of a few, he wouldn't tell me very many. Like I started 
saying before on the other type of the tape, the whole thing more or 
less started when I first met him, we had got to talking and we had 
got to talking about karate and different forms of self-defense, and 
I told him, I kinda made the comment that I'd kinda like to learn 
that. I work in a restaurant and 1 drive long hours, and I usually 
work awfully late, and I am constantly in a situation where I am alone. 
I have always wanted to more or less learn how to take care of myself 
if I ever get in trouble, and the first thing that popped in to Pat's 
mind was in the form of a question to me, and he said do you want 
to learn how to defend yourself, or how to kill people. And, I said 
well what do you mean, and he said well 1 can teach you both. And, 
more or less after that, what he started showing me were different 
kinds and little ways of doing things. Pat more or less kinda quirped 
that he was working as a mercenary, and he wanted me he wanted to 
teach me what he knew so that I would work with him. Later on, toward, 
before he left in April, before I saw him last in April, he made the - 
comment that he was starting to get old, he was beginning to be slow, 
he wasn't as quick as he used to be, and he wanted to teach me so 
! could work with him and go out with him when he would see his 
buddy mercenaries, where ever and do what ever mercenaries do, I 
don't know that much about them. But, and this was pretty much what 
he was trying to get across to me, was trying to teach me all that, 
he sharpened up my skills behind a rifle and a pistol. He sharpened 
up my reflexes a lot, it got to the point where when he would jump 
at me from behind the bathroom getting ready to put his arm around 
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neck with the imaginary knife to where 1 would counter his move. 

And, so not only was he teaching me the offense but he was teaching 
me how to deflect, how to avoid what he had been teaching, what he 
had been doing to me all along. And, taught me different positions 
that he used to carry a knife in their defense and offensive situations 
He taught me how to sneak up on people in the middle of no where, you 
could be in the middle of say a gravel pit with nothing there except 
maybe a couple of hills and a piece of sagebrush and how to sneak right 
up to the backside and say boo and make them jump, and they would never 
even know you were there. He showed Janie and a few of us in the 
house one day a nice little trick. He'd gone down to Dave's Army 

Navy and bought himself a, a winter camouflage poncho, which is white 
and it's got little green, it is primarily white and it's got little 
green specks and what not, and he put it on in the house there and 
he said watch this guys, and he put it on and walked out of the house 
and walked down the driveway over across, maybe on a rough guess I'd 
say about 50 yds. from the house to where the road goes across going 
from Aunt Janie's over to Berschauers, and went in to a clump of 
sagebrush and there was snow on the ground, this was in December, 
and there was snow on the ground and walked out and disappeared. 

We looked for five minutes out the kitchen window for that man and 
could not see him until he stuck his head up and waved his arms like 
this and started screaming at us, and that was the only time we 
could see him. And, he taught me how to do it too, and when the 
snow started melting a little bit and things kinda started thawing 
out, then he told me, he said when the snows not melting you can 
do the same thing in the sagebrush in the middle of summer time, it's 
not that hard from what he taught me. It really isn't if you know 
what you are doing. It doesn't take that much to sneak up behind 
somebody. 

HIVELY: 

Okay, you indicated that he had told you that he wanted you to be a 
mercenary with him? 

IVEY: 

Yah, he wanted me to work with him. He wanted to teach me everything 
that he knew, and he got a lot of slack when he got to that point, 
because there were a few people that would argue against that to 
him, and he didn't think it was as grand an idea. 1 learned earlier 
to more or less keep my mouth shut and let him ramble on, but there 
were a couple of other people that didn't quite see things that way 
and he was forever arguing with them and threatening them, and whatnot 
like that. He doesn't like anybody crossing him. 

HIVELY: 

He doesn't like anybody what? 

IVEY: 

He doesn't like anybody crossing him as far as that goes. 

HIVELY: 

Do you know if ever engaged in any activities or attempts to form 
any kind of a mercenary band? 
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IVEY: 

There was kinda of a feeble attempt up here. Back in Oklahoma 
there is a group that they call the Horizon Auto Club, which isn't 
quite what it sounds. What it is, it is a group of men who go 
out and practice paramilitary tactics, and more or less prepare, 
most of them are ex-service men, they are military trained, they 
are survivalists in a sense, paramilitary surviva1 i sts, and actually 
the full name for it is the Horizon Automatic Club. Automatic 
being for automatic weapons, and according to his claim, the have 
everything from grenades to just pretty much anything at their disposal 
to pay with, and they go out every summer and once every winter and 
they go out and have little war games and kinda do their thing. He 
wanted to start a chapter up here. 

HIVELY: 

Where in Oklahoma was this? Do you know? 

IVEY: 

Somewhere around Enid, 1 don't know where Enid, Oklahoma is, 1 
couldn't really tell you. Right around in that area if you could 
find it on a map, that's pretty much an idea where it is, but there's 
different chapters of it from what he claims in all different states. 

HIVELY: 

Did Patrick have other friends in this area, besides yourself? 

IVEY: 

Most of the people he knew, 1 knew. There was of course, Dave and 

Terry that have the Army Nave Store, and Dave's in a band and Pat 
knew everybody in the band. 1 don't remember all the last names, 1 
can't remember Scott's last name. There was Randy Reynolds and there 
was a couple from Quincy, a couple of guys from Quincy. 

HIVELY: 

Do you know their names? 

IVEY: 

One of them was Ken Foster and he for a while was one of the Scout 
Masters for one of the Quincy Scout troops. 

HIVELY: 

Okay, you have indicated that he did make a feeble attempt to put 
together a band of mercenaries in this area? 

IVEY: 

Yah, he, he, did a lot of talking. This is what it basically amounts 
to. Getting everybody's opinion on this and that, he'd sit in at 

Dave's and wait for somebody to walk in, you know a Veteran, or what¬ 
ever, somebody that knew what they were doing and looked to him like 
they knew what they were doing, and he'd get to know them and meet 
up with them later on, and I'd ask him what they thought about doing 
something like that, and amazingly enough and surprising to me the 
response to his idea was pretty large. However, most everybody 
they were more or less just talking, you know, nobody ever really 
made a move to set anything up like that. Ah, a lot of the veterans 
he talked to or supposedly talked to there was a lot of dissension 
there because of the Ghostriders, and you know that's primarily 
what everybody was talking about at the time. And, he was more or 
less using that as an idea to kinda calm the town's fear of the 
Ghostriders. He talked - it was discussed quite a bit for maybe 
a month or two and then more was said about it. 
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HIVELY: Can you describe some of the people he talked to about joining 

a mercenary or survivalist type of group. 

IVEY: Most of them were really good people. I know a lot of them, they 

are pretty good friends of mine, and they realize they never really 
said much to me about it, one way or another, because they knew he 

was, they all figured more or less that he was more talk than anything 

else. There was one that I really don't know though, he seemed to 
be just as much a fanatic as Patrick was, and I can 1 t remember his 
last name, but his first name is George, and through earlier discussions 
and whatnot 

HIVELY: Is he from Quincy? 

IVEY: Yes, 1 can’t remember his name right now. 

SHAY': Barton? 


IVEY: Yah. George Barton. 

HIVELY: Can you give me a physical description of George Barton? What was 

the color of his hair? 

IVEY: George was about my height, has dark brown hair, maybe even black, 

really dark colored hair, 1 didn't really pay much attention, he 
had a mustache that was pretty bushy, long side burns and his hair 
was not quite shoulder length, and his wife used to be a biker's 
old lady beck somewhere, I don't really know where but then they've 
got a little boy. But he was just as interested in Pat and in what 
Patrick was doing as what Patrick was interested in doing it, so 
they were kinda like the sorcerer and his apprentice, more or less. 

It got toward the er.d to where he spent more time over at George's 
than he did anywhere else. And, George is the only one of the bunch 
. that I really never knew. I knew Ken Foster, 1 used to umpire with 
him in little league, and Ken is like everybody else I know, he'd 
just kinda dismiss Pat as being a blow hard, but George really actually 
took distinct pleasure in drilling with Patrick and trying to scare 
the hell out of me and everybody else. It got to the point that 
George would come over to visit and they would both sneak up or. me 
behind the bathroom door and whatnot like that. And George has been 
in the service too, and I don't know if he is trained in special 
forces or not, but he either picked up real quick on what Pat was 
teaching him or he already knew. They would sit down for long hours 
at the table and talk about putting a big crater in where the Ghost- 
rider house is and this and that and going over and going back to 
Washington D. C., and going to see some of Pat's old mercenary buddies 
and seeing if they will put them to work and this and that. They 
ended up spending quite a lot of time together. 

HIVELY: Okay, do you recall the general descriptions of the majority of 

Patrick's friends? Did he have friends with blond hair? 
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IVEY: 

Scotts got kinda blondish brown hair. 

HIVELY: 

Did he have any friends with black hair? 

IVEY: 

George is the only one that would fit that. 

HIVELY: 

Did he have any friends with red hair? 

IVEY: 

No. 

HIVELY: 

Any acquaintenances with red hair? 

IVEY: 

Yah, Janie is the only one. And George's wife, she had blondish-red 
hair, and then when he came up to get his knives here a while back 
his girlfriend that was in the car with him had blondish-red hair. 

But that are the only people that are even close to being red haired 
that 1 know of. 

HIVELY: 

Are you aware of any assaults that he may have committed on any of his 
friend's or acqua i n tenances? 

IVEY: 

Me. 

HIVELY: 

Would you tell us about that? 

IVEY: 

There was two of them. The first one was an argument, it started 
out as an argument, and it ended up he had me backed up in to a 

corner of the kitchen, and was proceeding to use karate moves on me. 

Well, me, 1 don't know anything about karate, I'm lost, 1 was hunched 

up trying to keep from getting hurt, he backed off and he ran over 

to a chair and he grabbed a knife from underneath the chair, and at 
the time he was going with Sadie McMoran and about the time he grabbed 
the knife Sadie screamed at him and put herself between him and me 
and it calmed him down. That was the first one, and then after that 

I more or less left the house and got out of there for a while, and 
Sadie left with me. She had to go to work, she's got a dog grooming 
business and she didn't have a ride to go to work, she worked over 
in Soap Lake at the time so I took her over to work. 

HIVELY: 

You say that particular assault occurred during the course of 
an argument, what was the argument about? 

IVEY: 

The argument was over quite a number of things actually. Recalling 
on it now, I think it actually started early in the morning, we'd 
got to talking about an old gal that has a horse out there at the 
ranch, and he made the comment about a few of the things he would 
like to do to her, and I basically just told him to leave her 


alone, and that more or less made him kinda mad, she was married 
and you know, it was just, I didn't like what he was saying, you know,

she was a friend of mine. 

Who was the girl? 

Her name is Theresa Kinney. 

Do you know what, did Patrick ever discuss with you his feelings 
about Theresa Kinney? 

Quite a bit. Although with Pat, I don't know, I never, I never seen 
Pat not even more or less think the feeling of love, it was more, 

women to him were more of a thing that were a convenience. That you 

could do anything to, when you wanted, how you wanted to and then 

throw them in the corner, you know, and without going in to graphics 

more or less quoting some of what he would say, that's pretty much 
what it would amount to. 

Are you comfortable with going in to those graphics? 

Not on tape. There are some things that I just could not say, you 

know even on tape or off really, it was pretty lewd. It was extremely 
lewd. Women were a convenience, all women were street walkers and 
they were only good for one thing. 

Okay you say things that he had to say were pretty lewd, would you 
consider them to be sexual deviations? 

Yes. 

Did Patrick have any other girlfriends that you were aware of? 

Just Sadie. 

Only Sadie? 

Yah. In fact him and Sadie I don't know how to word this, they 
were seriously considering for a while the possibility of getting 
married, and it would have worked out pretty well, aside from the 

fact that Sadie finally got to the point where she had all of Pat 

that she could handle, which was about the same amount that the 
rest of us had, and finally told him to stay away from her. Other 

than Sadie, she was the only one that he ever went out with. She 

was the only one he ever saw as far as I know. Now, somebody that 
might know a little more than 1 do is David Sanford down here at 
the Army Navy, he might be able to tell you a little more, because 
at the time Patrick was here I wasn't 21 and he'd go out usually 
and listen to the band when they were playing at different spots. 

So, if he was seeing anybody else, that would be the time that he 
was doing it that 1 didn't know about it. 
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HIVELY: 

You have indicated in some of the conversations with Patrick, 
that there were indications of sexual deviency? 

IVEY: 

Yes. 

HIVELY: 

Did any of those deviencies involve fetishes of any type. Do you 
know what a fetish is? 

IVEY: 

Not rea1ly. 

HIVELY: 

A fetish is a focus on a particular type of sexual activity. Say 
the person could be very attracted to a womans feet or to a womans 
eyes or to shoes, this kind of thing. Was there any indications of 
any particular types of fetishes? 

IVEY: 

Not rea1ly. 

HIVELY: 

Were there any indications of 

IVEY:

HIVELY: 

Were there any indications of fetishes for human feces? 

IVEY: 

No. 

HIVELY: 

In your discussions with Patrick about Theresa, what was your opinion 
of Patrick's feelings for Theresa? Was he sexually attracted to 

Theresa Kinney? 

IVEY: 

Oh yes. 

HIVELY: 

Extremely so? 

IVEY: 

Yah. Almost to the point of where anybody, if anybody would be more 
or less, it got to the point where Theresa, Theresa is a big flirt, 
she really is, and 1 by nature am too, like I've always got an arm 
around somebody, you know, and it is meant in fun there's nothing 
there otherwise, and Theresa and 1 were close enough where she would 
come over and visit and she would come over and sit on my lap and 
give me a kiss on the cheek, you know, just goofing around, and 

Patrick would get very, very upset, in fact he would almost, there 
was one night when he almost went in to a rage. He was very jealous 
of that because Theresa wouldn't even go anywhere near him, she 
wouldn't you know, she had some kind of instinct about him to where 
he was, she just didn't want him anywhere near her, she didn't want 
to be anywhere alone with him especially, and it was just the opposite 
with him. You know he would almost go crazy if she wouldn't come 
out and visit. When she did he would always get extremely miffed 
because she'd pay attention to me or Aunt Janie and she would talk 
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to Pat, she was nice to Pat and everything, she was never mean 
to him or rude, but she would never get within five feet of him, 
and that used to make him very immensely angry. 

HIVELY: Did he ever discuss with you his feelings towards Theresa's husband? 

IVEY: Yes. 

HIVELY: What were those feelings? 

IVEY: He made the comment to me one time that if Theresa ever wanted to 

get rid of Lowell and he would be just the man to do it for her. 

He didn't like Lowell at all. Me, I don't really care very much 
for Lowell either but not to quite the extent that Patrick did. 
Patrick would just as soon rid the world of him, me I just, I don't 
really hate him, I just, there is something about the man that I 
don't care too much for. Patrick couldn't stand him, Lowell would 
come over to the house and Patrick would do everything he could to 
make Lowell feel as uncomfortable as possible. He'd sit there, I 
remember one night Lowell come over with Theresa and Pat was sitting, 
he was just sitting there, we were all sitting at the table in the 
kitchen and all of a sudden Pat reaches down and he grabs the knife 
underneath the chair and he grabs the wet stone off of the window 
sill and he just sits there and does nothing but go like this with 
that knife. 

HIVELY: Indicating sharpening it? 

IVEY: Yah. He did that and was sharpenting the knife, he'd do it really 

slow and deliberate and he'd do nothing but take his eyes off of 
Lowell and it would just unnerve Lowell. But 

HIVELY: Would you give me a description of Lowell? 

IVEY: Lowell is dark haired, has a beard, he's about 5'8", maybe 2-2 1/2" 

inches taller than I am slighter build, he couldn't weigh anymore 
than 1 do, I weigh about 170 lbs., and he's basically in fact he 
is tall and thin, he is almost to the point of being skinny, and 
just, there is kinda a similarity between him and I in a way, if 
he was clean shaven he'd have the same facial structure that I 
do.

Sadie, it was too cold for Sadie out in her trailer, she doesn't have 
any electric heat, so her and her boy were out there at Janie's house, 
staying a couple of nights while it was really cold, it was the last 
cold spell that we had this last winter, and she was there,

And Janie, Aunt Janie went out to visit a friend of hers that was 
I think, but Sadie was there and I was there, and Pat was there 
and the little gal that Sadie works with, Joy Chamberlain, she has 
the dog grooming shop before Joy and her husband moved to Richland, 
she was there too, and Pat by this time was pretty in to marijuana 
and was drinking quite a bit, and taking a little bit of Cocaine 
now and then and what not, so he was pretty well on a high that 
night, and when he'd get in that condition he'd find anything he 
possibly could to nit pick everybody, and would always end up getting 
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HIVELY:

in an argument about something. Well, Sadie and Joy were there 
at the house and I was there, and like I said, Pat was there, and 
the three of them got in to a heated discussion about the Ghost Riders 
and it finally ended up to where this is the night before he attacked 
me, this is the reason why I am describing all this, but he ended 
up, Sadie had just got done with a car wreck and she was there and 
her neck, she was wearing a neck brace, and she was very sore and bruised 
up, and she'd gotten in a car wreck up, no she was in Idaho, and she 
was going back to Newport at the time, and at any rate, she was there 
at the house. She was real sore still, and like I said she was wearing 

a neck brace, Pat, it ended up that Pat had her down in the chair and 

he had her, excuse me, he had her backed up against the wall in the 
kitchen, the wall there in the kitchen, had one hand around her throat 
not real tight, but he had his hand on her throat and he had her 
pressed up against the wall and he was shaking his fist at her, and he 
was screaming at her, I am going to kill every one of those Ghostriders, 
and 1 am going to kill you if you keep getting involved with those 
Ghostriders, you know, and they he started in on Joy, and that Joy 
was nothing but a fat little hippie, and his and that, and it finally 
got to the point where my dog, which is a Collie was laying in front 

of the front door, Pat in a fit of rage went over to throw open the 

door to kick the two girls out, and in the process he decided he was 
going to kick my dog in the ribs. My dod wasn't doing anything 
doing anything, she was just laying there in front of the door, he 
cracked two of the ribs, and the dog just kinda got up and slumped off. 

I love animals and I see somebody doing that and my first impulse is 
to get up and do a little damage myself, but 1 bit my lip, I had learned 
by this time how dangerous Pat could be, and that I wouldn't stand a 
snowballs chance in hot water of being able to protect myself if I 
did try anything. So I didn't say anything, I sat there at the 
stool by the telephone in the kitchen, and he threw open the door 
and

And told them to get out of the house, he didn't want to see them, 
he didn't want to see Sadie, none of this, and they were in the process 
of getting ready to leave and Pat called them back in the house again, 
he had calmed down a little bit, it wasn't quite in so much a rage, 
well meanwhile I began to think that things were getting a little 
out of hand and I was afraid that somebody was going to get hurt, 

and my dog was on the floor whimpering and crying, and just having 

fits, so I gathered the dog up and I put him in the van, and Pat 
had once made the comment before to Aunt Janie and I that if he ever 
flew off the handle like that, we were to get ahold of you guys 
immediately and have you guys come out and you know, calm him down 
or whatever, and make sure he's all right. I don't know why, just 
she made that comment one day and I was acting up on it. So, I gathered 
the truck, the dog in to my van, and I went over to mom and dad's and 

the first thing I did was I called Larry Boyd, and he wasn't on duty

so I had to call him at home, and 1 had Larry come out and make 
sure he was all right. Well Larry got there, the girls finally 
got away and unhurt, and when Larry got there I guess Pat was 
sitting there with his hands on the table, absolutely clam. The 
only thing that was out of place, he was sitting there smoking a 
pipe, as a matter of fact, really calm, and I guess the only thing 
that was out of place is his pupils were extremely dilated, but 
other than that he appeared to be normal. So, I didn't dare go back 
to the house, because I knew he would know who had called and I went 
back later that night after Aunt Janie got home. All right, the 
next morning, about 6:00 to 6:15 A. M., at this time I was locking 
my bedroom door, he broke open the door, he broke the lock on the 
door, and the first thing he said to me was get up, he didn't quite 
say it that way, it was more like get up asshole, and I thought 
oh, boy, here it comes, 1 braced myself for it because I knew what 
I was in for when he walked in and said that, because that's the only 
thing he said to me and he turned around and walked out. So, I got 
up and I got dressed, and I went out in to the kitchen and the first 
thing that happened, I walked through the kitchen doorway was I got 
popped, and I got hit so hard it threw me in to the stool where the 
telephone is, the telephone stand in Aunt Janie's kitchen, and he 
went to, he just start beating on me, and Aunt Janie was there and 
she was trying to fix breakfast, and she put a stop to it that time. 
Because, she finally got him calmed down, she told him that if he 
didn't quit it she was going to slug him. And, Pat, I don't know 
what he'd do now, but at that time there was one person that he 
absolutely would not touch, he would obey above everything else and 
listen to, no matter what, and that was Aunt Janie. That was the 
only show of genuine love that I have ever seen come out of that 
man was for Aunt Janie, she was the only one that he, you know, would 
show any kind of affection for, but she put a stop to it then, and I 
never said, of course I never reported either one of the incidents, I 
probably should have, but I didn't. Him being Aunt Janie's Nephew 
and all and he'd have to be there, I kinda thought more or less it 
was just better left unsaid, because I hadn't really got hurt, you 
know I got bruised up a little bit, but I never got hurt. It really 
wasn't that bad. 

Okay, you indicated earlier that you felt there were sexual deviations 
on the part of Patrick Watson, did those sexual deviations involve 
inflicting of pain on other people?

Did they involve the inflicting of pain on himself? 

No, he never really, he made the comment a couple of times that, he 
made the comment a couple of times that he you know, he liked, 
when having intercourse he liked having the girl dig her nails in to 
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his back and whatnot like that. Other than that he just, he 
didn't say anything about inflicting pain on himself or pain 
on his part. 

HIVELY: 

Were the comments made on inflicting pain on the other person, inflicting 
a physical pain or a mental pain. 

IVEY: 

A little of both. 

HIVELY: 

Was it involving the use of any types of weapons? 

IVEY: 

That 1 don't know, he'd never made a comment about weapons either way. 

HIVELY: 

Comments made about beating up on a person during the act of sexual 
i intercourse? 

IVEY: 

That, yah, he's always said that there were slight bits of torture 
that always made things a little better. There were certain things 
that he could do, he never went in to detail on what though. 

HIVELY: 

V/hen was Patrick last seen by you? 

IVEY: 

He was last seen by me it was either last month or the month before 
last, he came out to the ranch to get his knives and his pistol 

HIVELY: 

Was this before or after our homicide victim had been located? 

IVEY: 

It was after, 1 think. 1 am not very sure. 

HIVELY: 

So you did see Patrick after our homicide victim was located? 

IVEY: 

1 believe so 

SHAY; 

Better verify this first victim or the second victim? 

HIVELY: 

Have you seen Patrick since the location of our male homicide victim? 

IVEY: 

Yes. 

HIVELY: 

Were there any conversations conducted between you and Patrick after 
the finding by our office of the male homicide victim? 

IVEY: 

1 never talked to him. When 1 saw him last 1 was outside. When 
he showed up at the house 1 was outside, and when he got out of the 
car I was working on the horse trailer so 1 didn't have a chance to 
talk to him. 

HIVELY: 

So you have had no conversations with Patrick since this department 
located the male or female homicide victims? 

IVEY: 

That is correct. 

HIVELY: 

Your last conversation v ^0Qg c jij or to the finding of our homicide victims? 
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IVEY: 

Yes. 

HIVELY: 

Do you known if Patrick spent any time in the George/Vantage area? 

Did he have any friends in those areas? 

IVEY: 

All 1 can even offer there was that George and Pat made a comment 
about going to Ellensburg a few times. But, that's 1 don't know 
if they knew anybody there or not. 

HIVELY: 

Was there ever any indications of them making any stops between 
Ellensburg and Grant County? 

IVEY: 

Not that 1 know of. The last time that 1 talked to Pat, that was 
close to when the first homicide victim was found, was approximately 

6 weeks before and that was the last time that he was at the house. 

1 talked to him twice on the phone, but he never said anything one 
way or another. All he asked me to do was to leave a message for 

Aunt Janie that he wanted his knives and his gun back. And, they 
were still up here, Larry still had them, in fact he had all her 
guns. 

HIVELY: 

Do you believe that Patrick would have the capabilities of committing 
a homicide? 

IVEY: 

Yes. 

HIVELY: 

During the course of your conversations with Patrick, regarding killing 
did he ever indicate to you any particular method of killing such as 
binding of a person? 

IVEY: 

He used to go several times in to detail about when they would take, 
if they would raid a village in Viet Nam they would take prisoners 
and they would tie their hands behind their back, and they would do 
it in such way that their hands were stuck in the small of their back 
up against their buttocks, and they would proceed to slit their throats 

HIVELY: 

When he was describing that did he indicate to you that the feet were 
bound or unbound?

He didn't like big crowds, he was a little bit paranoid, and he 
admitted to that, and one day he pleaded to Aunt Janie and I to help 
him, because he knew something was wrong, and it was one day when he 
finally admitted to himself that something was wrong, that he needed 
help. So we drove to Spokane, we took him up to the VA Hospital, and 
talked to a psychiatrist up there and they referred him to a gentleman 
down here, I can remember his name, down here at the Mental Health, 
but, of course he interviewed Pat and he interviewed me and he talked 
to Aunt Janie a little bit and what not, and this was right after, 
this was right after the first time that he assaulted me. So, it was 
quite a long ways back. This is part of the reason why he wanted to

Ah, for instance, the first time he assaulted me 

he remembered doing it, he remembered turning on me, but he doesn't 

remember what he did, what he said or anything. He doesn't remember 

any of the details. He knows he did it though, and that shook him 

up. Because, that was I guess, according to him, the first time that 

that's ever happened where he couldn't remember, you know, and the 

psychiatrist and I got this stand, sitting there one day and we got 

to talking and the basic conclusion that we cam up with on Pat was 

that he was schizophrenic, he is a little paranoid of things, there 

is quite a few things he is paranoid of. He is paranoid of law enforcement 

officers, judges, you know anything like that, he is really paranoid 

of. And, from what Pat had told him and from what I had told him 

and what Pat and I and Janie and all of this had told him, he even 

interviewed Sadie once, the general conclusion from it all, is that 

he does have homicidal tendencies, and thats, you know, at this time 

when the psychiatrist came up with these conclusions after sitting 

with me and Pat and everybody, he sent off to the VA Hospital in 

Enid, Oklahoma for Pat's records, medical records, the records never 

got here. He still doesn't have those records, and just about the 

time that he sent off for those records, Pat, that was when Pat 

decided he was going to start disappearing for a week or two at a 

time and what not like that, and he eventually started, he eventually 

left, you know. And it's like now, I know he's around, I don't 

know where, 1 know he is here, I can sense him. I know he watches 

me and I know he watches Janie and I know he watches Theresa and Sadie, 

but 1 don't know where he is, I couldn't tell you right now to save 

my sole 1 knew where he was, because I don't. He could be anywhere 

from here to Quincy to George to Soap Lake, up to where 1 work in 

Coulee City. 1 haven't any idea, and the man is so good at making 

himself unnoticed that it is hard to tell where he is at unless you 

have a constant clamp on him, 24 hours a day. He is that sneaky, he'd 

go in and out of the house, he'd go off to see Sadie and he'd leave 

the house right underneath our noses and come back right under our 

noses and we wouldn't know either way until we finally missed him 

or he came back, and he made his presence known. This is when people 

are awake and moving around. Just to give you an idea of how quiet 

and whatnot he is.

King County Detective Joseph Purcell 
responded to the victim's apartment on 3/12/85 after Poff reported the victim and Levine 
as missing; Det. Purcell saw nothing suspicious during a brief check of the apartment, 
o Det. Purcell s knowledge, no one has been in the apartment other than himself since 
the victim and Levine left on 3/9/85. 

The victim is known to own two cars: one is a 1973 white Plymouth Wash, license HUA294 
which Det.^Purcell observed parked outside the victim's apartment building, and which 
the victim s father, Edward H. Smith, identified as belonging to the victim; the other 
car is registered to both the victim and Levine, a rose/grey 1985 Toyota Corolla four- 
door Wash. temporary license D5-827895. The Toyota was purchased from Burien Toyota 
in February 1985 on Edward T. Smith’s VISA card 0 4310330058306595 according to the 
records of the car dealer. 6 

On 3/19/85 your affiant received a phone call from the manager of the Marlett Motel in 
Quincy Washington (Eastern half of the state). The manager stated that an Edward T. 
smith phoned in reservations on 3/6/85 for the days of 3/8 through 3/9/85, requesting 
a room for two. Smith also stated that they would be accompanied by another couple, 
and he asked if the motel would be able to put them up as well. The^'manager told 
affiant that no one ever arrived to claim the reservations. w

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AFFIDAVIT FOR SEARCH WARRANT 
Page Two 


On 3/10/85 at 0853 hours the Grant Co. Sheriff's Office received a report of a possible 
homicide. Three hunters had found a body, subsequently identified as Edward T. Smith 
(identification confirmed by the victim's father on 3/18/85) at the bottom of an illegal 
garbage dump pit. The pit is located at Township 16N, Range 23E, section 15 SE corner 
of Grant County, Washington. 

The victim was found face down, clothed, with both hands and feet bound by yellow nylon 
rope with a blue strand. His throat was cut. The coroner,Penny Sibley, estimated that 
the body had been dead for less than 24 hours. 

A set of tire tracks lead to the edge of the garbage pit. Three set's of footprints lead 
from the tire tracks to where the body was found. Cowboy boot prints led from the driver's 
side of the vehicle tracks, smaller tennis shoe prints led from the passenger's side. 

Prints matching the victim's shoes led from the back seat on the driver's side. Both the 
victim's prints and the cowboy boot prints lead together to the bottom of the pit where 
the victim's body was found. The tennis shoe prints lead to the body location by a 
different path. The cowboy prints and the tennis shoe prints led together away from the 
body back to the tire tracks. The arrangement of the tire tracks indicate that the 
vehicle then left the scene. A second set of tire tracks, which appear to be made by 
the same tires as the first set, return to the area of the first set, crossing over the 
first set and then turning around and ending on a paved road. No foot prints indicate 
that anyone exited the vehicle the second time. 

Approximately 40 miles from the location of the body, the Grant County Coroner found 
a short section of yellow nylon rope with blue strand along the side of SR 243 near 
Euphrata. 

On Saturday, 3/16/85 the Dept, of Transportation reported an abandoned vehicle at 
the w estbound Vantage viewpoint MP 140 off 1-90. WSP Trooper Cowen secured the vehicle, 
which was unlocked, on 3/16/85. This vehicle is the 1985 Toyota Corolla registered to 
both the victim and Levine. Affiant believes that the tires on the victim's vehicle 
match both sets of tire prints found at the garbage pit scene. The Toyota has been 
processed for prints. Affiant and Det. Purcell found a camera and a jacket Inside the 
Toyota, both articles are being processed for evidentiary value. 

The only personal effecst found on the victim's body at the scene were 2 packs of cig¬ 
arettes, a cigarette lighter, a single penny and a watch. No identification was found 
on the body or at the scene. 

Based upon the foregoing information, affiant requests authorization to search the 
apartment of Smith and Levine and Smith's vehicle located in the parking lot nearby 
the apartment for evidence connected to the homicide of Smith and the disappearance 
of Levine, including but not limited to documents, and the items listed in the 
attached search warrant as well as for processing by laboratory analysis or chemical 
means.

Dear Ms Skinner: 

I have received your correspondence regarding the homicide and missing 
persons case of Edward Smith and Kim IsaVine. I am pleased that Mrs. 

Ruth LaVine has contacted your agency for assistance in dealing with 
the emotional stress and trauma associated with her daughter's dis¬ 
appearance and probable murder. I am sure that she and her husband 
are going through very severe and troubled times as they attempt to 
deal with this terrible situation. They are naturally plagued with 
questions on every detail of this case. 

I am sorry, but I cannot respond to your questions concerning the details 
of our investigation. My reasoning for this is based on my feeling that 
you do not need this information to accomplish your job to help the LaVine 
family to deal with the loss of their loved one. It also appears that 
every detail that we release to the LaVines has in turn been released 
to the news media. I am not sure of their reasons for releasing this 
information, except that they apparently feel that we have failed in our 
job to properly investigate this case. If that is their feeling, I am 
sorry, but 1 cannot agree. We have done everything possible to locate 
their daughter and solve this homicide. 

The Grant County Sheriff's Department has a policy of not releasing 
details of a pending or open case to persons not involved as victims. 
Persons with involvement as victims of a crime ar*e entitled to copies 
of investigative reports, but must obtain those through the Prosecuting 
Attorneys Office. However, this is not the case in the matter of the 
death of Edward Smith. Mr. and Mrs. LaVine have no legal right to any 
information in relation to the death of Edward Smith. The case of their 
missing daughter is not our case, but that of the King County Police. 

We cannot release details of any other agency's case in which we are only 
an assisting agency.

We have released numerous details of the homicide and the missing persons 
case to the LaVines in an effort to keep them appraised of the investigation 
and to help assure them that the case is ongoing and is being properly 
handled. I know the King County Police has had continued contact with 
the LaVines and has kept them up to date as much as possible. 

I have deep concerns that the news media has so many of the details 
of this case, that it is possible that the case can be extensively damaged 
at the time of any trial. You also asked if I felt that a reward would 
help in the solving of this case. I am unable to accurately answer that 
question. It is possible that any posters with a reward offer could cause 
formerly disinterested persons to become aware of the case, and supply 
needed clues. I will be ayailable to meet with the LaVines when they arrive 
in our area and will be happy to discuss the case with them at that time.

The following additional information is compiled to aid in the possible 
identification of the suspect or any information on similar incidents. 

Female was in the high country on a school project. Suspect came from a 
group of trees, approaching her while she was on her hands and knees. Suspect 
immediately pusher her over, using his right hand on her throat, onto her back. 
Weapon was noted in his left hand as he moved to straddle her hips. Weapon 
was displayed to her while smiling in a "sick" manner. 

Suspect then began making small lacerations along the right side of her neck, 
drawing the knife along her throat, from her ear to just below her chin.
